1 1755-A French Colonies Sou Marque MS62 PCGS. This high grade Sou 
Marque has subdued, satiny surfaces with even gray patina that deepens 
considerably around the devices. Quite a pleasing example of this impor¬ 
tant Colonial issue. Listed on page 31 of the 2002 Guide Book 

2 1789 Mott Token, Thick Planchet, Plain Edge XF45 Brown PCGS. 
Breen-1020. Weakly struck in the reverse center with a huge die break in 
the upper left obverse that consumes some of the legends. Some old 
scratches are in the right obverse field near the clock device. The firm of 
William and John Mott in New York City was the first to issue merchant 
tokens in this country. The ornate grandfather clock on the obverse 
alludes to one of the major items imported by the company. The reverse 
eagle is similar to that on early 19th century gold coins. Listed on page 

54 of the current Guide Book. 

3 (1792-94) Kentucky Token, LANCASTER Edge MS64 Red PCGS. 
Breen-1156. An exceptional near-Gem Kentucky Token that has rich, 
red, lustrous surfaces. Minimally abraded, the only mentionable flaw is a 
light stain on the lower portion of the scroll and the field below. Fully 
struck with the word CAUSE completely articulated also. Listed on page 

55 of the 2002 Guide Book 

4 1787 Fugio Cent—Corroded—ANACS. VG Details, Net Good 6. 
STATES UNITED 4 Cinquefoils Kessler 15-V, R.4. A scarcer variety, but 
the surfaces are rough and porous. The central details have heavy wear, 
but the peripheral legends on the obverse are still clear. A small rim ding 
is at 9 o'clock on the obverse. 

5 1787 Fugio Cent—Corroded—ANACS. Fine Details, Net VG8. STATES 
UNITED 4 Cinquefoils Kessler 15-Y, R.2. The devices have lighter tan- 
brown patina, while the fields are dark purple in color. The surfaces are 
rough and porous, a pair of tiny digs are at seven o’clock on the reverse. 

6 1787 Fugio Cent—Corroded—ANACS. Fine Details, VG10. STATES 
UNITED 4 Cinquefoils Kessler 16-N.l, R.4. Rough and porous surfaces. 
A pair of reverse die cracks, as struck, are not reported in Kessler. One of 
the cracks bisects ring 8, while another extends from the inner edge of 
ring 3 to the outer edge of the inner circle. 

7 1787 Fugio Cent—Planchet Defect—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. 
STATES UNITED 4 Cinquefoils Kessler 12-X, R.l. Struck on a defec¬ 
tive planchet, this Fugio Cent has three cavernous flaws in the center of 
the coin that extend nearly to the surface of the other side of the coin. 
Other areas of the coin are also plagued with less severe pits, all of which 
were likely present on the planchet before it was struck. The Bank of 
New York hoard of Fugio Cents had numerous examples of this variety. 

8 1787 Fugio Cent—Corroded—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. 
STATES UNITED 4 Cinquefoils Kessler 15-Y. Rough and porous sur¬ 
faces. The coin has a heavy crack at 3 o’clock on the obverse, as struck 
upon a flawed planchet. The obverse and reverse die cracks (as struck) 
match the plates in Kessler. 

HALF CENTS 

9 1793—Damaged—ANACS. VF Details, Net VG10. B-2, C2, R.3. The 
surfaces of this early copper are an attractive, smooth glossy brown color, 
and a series of small digs in the center of the obverse do not entirely 
diminish the appeal of this charming coin. There is a minor rim bump on 
the reverse at 6 o’clock, and the central reverse lettering is weak. The col¬ 
lector of early half cents will find lots of detail for the money on this 
example.

1804 Plain 4, No Stems AU50 Brown ANACS. B-10, C-13, R.l. 
Mahogany-brown patina with glossy surfaces and sharp details in the 
hair tresses and legends. An errant raised die line (as struck) connects a 
leaf tip to the crossbar of the E in UNITED. A small dig is in the lower 
left obverse field, otherwise the surfaces do not pose any problems. 

1804 Crosslet 4, Stems XF45 ANACS. A pleasing, well balanced exam¬ 
ple that benefits from medium brown color and an absence of surface 
marks. 

1809/6 XF45 PCGS. B-5, C-5, R.l. A popular Classic Head Half Cent, 
but not necessarily rare because of the overdate. The rich greenish tinted 
brown surfaces are minimally abraded. 

1810—Corroded, Scratched—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Save 
for a dark corrosion spot at 11 o’clock on the reverse border, this mid¬ 
grade example faces up better than its qualifiers suggest. 

1833 MS65 Brown NGC. B-l, C-l, R.l. A lovely chestnut-brown exam¬ 
ple with a swath of olive in the upper right field of the obverse, this Gem 
example is unimpeded by abrasions and possesses a lovely glossy 
appearance. There is a short, faint pinscratch on the reverse near the 
wreath below the N in CENT that is mentioned for accuracy. 

1835 AU50 Brown PCGS. B-2, C-2, R.l. A sharply detailed example 
with purple-brown centers and chocolate-brown peripheries. Struck from 
lightly clashed dies. The reverse has a lengthy die crack (as struck) that 
forms a large semi-circle that nearly reaches to the center of the coin. A 
nice example with surfaces that do not pose any problems. 

1835 AU58 ANACS. B-l, C-l, R.l.Sharply struck, the show a rich over¬ 
lay of brown patina on each side. 

1835 MS62 Brown ANACS. A sharply detailed example with faded mint 
red about the devices. 

1850 AU58 ANACS. Well struck with dark purple-brown patina. Struck 
on a flawed planchet that has abundant laminations. 

1850 MS61 Brown ANACS. Muted dark brown surfaces are well 
detailed, if not particularly lustrous. 

1851—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The sur¬ 
faces have since recovered to a rich olive and coppery-orange color. 

1851 Half Cent—Recolored—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU55, sharply 
struck; and a 1926-D Quarter—Scratched Reverse—ANACS, Unc 
Details, Net AU58, a lustrous and otherwise attractive coin with a verti¬ 
cal scratch below the eagle's left (facing) wing. (Total: 2 coins) 

1851 MS63 Brown PCGS. Steel-blue iridescence overlays the reverse in 
a mottled fashion, the balance of the surfaces display more or less even 
medium brown patina. Sharply struck with premium eye appeal for the 
Select BU grade level. 

1853—Corroded—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU50. Sharply struck with 
no detracting abrasions. Chocolate-tan in color, with some areas faintly 
green in hue. The corrosion affects STATES on the reverse. 

1853 MS62 Brown ANACS. The smooth chocolate-brown surfaces are 
sharply defined by the strike. The planchet has a flaw at 4 o’clock on the 
reverse and another at 5 o’clock on the obverse rim. An abrasion on the 
jaw limits the grade but not the eye appeal. 

1854 AU55 ANACS. Glossy purple-brown in color with a sharp strike. 
The central reverse has a few light pinscratches. 

1855 AU58 ANACS. Mahogany-brown patina. Well struck but a couple 
of obverse stars are flat. The surfaces are very pleasing. 

1856 MS62 Brown ANACS. An especially bold strike with only a few 
blunt obverse stare beneath attractive olive and violet patina. 

1857 MS62 Brown ANACS. Sharply struck with even brown patina.

The deep brown surfaces are somewhat lighter on the highpoints of 
the design elements. Each side possesses uniform medium corrosion. 

1794 Head of 1794—Corroded—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. 
Although this piece does technically possess some light corrosion, 
ANACS actually does this coin some disservice by describing it as such. 
The corrosion is very light and is not distracting, and is in fact quite com¬ 
mon to cents of this era. The surfaces are otherwise quite smooth and dis¬ 
play an even light brown coloration.

187, R.l. This variety is easily attributed by two lengthy die cracks (as 
struck), the first of which arcs through the T in LIBERTY. The dark 
brown surfaces are microscopically porous, but there are no mentionable 
abrasions, and rich detail remains in the devices. The dies are rotated 
about thirty degrees. 

33 1798 Second Hair Style VF20 ANACS. S-179, R.3. The porous surfaces 
have a bright blue-green undertone beneath the brown patina seen over¬ 
all. One noticeable spot of porosity is located on Liberty’s neck. 

34 1802—Corroded—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. S-228, R.2. This 
popular Redbook variety shows the fraction as 1/000. Shaipiy struck and 
only lightly corroded, the surfaces have a medium brown patina. 

35 1803 Small Date, Small Fraction—Corroded—ANACS. XF Details, Net 
VF30. S-256, R.3. The obverse has smooth, dark purple-brown patina 
with hints of red-brown color in well protected areas. The reverse has 
purple-brown patina but is granually rough from light corrosion. There is 
an old scratch in the lower reverse, and faint slide marks are on the cheek 
of Liberty. 

36 1804—Damaged, Corroded—ANACS. AG Details, Net Fair2. S-266, 
R.2. State C. Medium brown patina covers each side and there are a cou¬ 
ple of deep spots of corrosion on the obverse. Heavily wom. 

37 1808—Corroded—ANACS. XF Details, Net Fine 15. S-277, R.2. Die 
State Four. A late die state, star 1 on the obverse is extremely faint, the 
reverse die has started to sink over the TA in STATES, the arcing die 
crack on the reverse is well advanced, and the second reverse crack is 
also bold from the D in UNITED through the ONE in the denomination. 
Much of the detail remains on this steel-brown, moderately corroded 
example. 

38 1816—Corroded. Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF40. N-7. R.3. 
The obverse has smooth, purple-brown patinated surfaces with light wear 
only on the high points. The reverse is lightly porous with dubious hues 
of dark green and blue. The dies are rotated by about 45 degrees. There 
are no distracting abrasions. 

39 1817 13 Stars AU58 ANACS. N-12. R.3. Both sides are a light tan-brown 
in color, with areas of purple-brown patina. Several of the stars are flat¬ 
ly impressed, with lightness of detail also in the lower right reverse. The 
central devices are sharply detailed. The upper obverse has an old, shal¬ 
low scratch. A die crack, as struck, connects the first three stars. A nice, 
original Matron Head Large Cent. 

40 1818 AU55 ANACS. N-10, R.l. The mahogany-brown devices are 
framed by tan-brown and sea-green fields. From a good strike, with only 
a few upper obverse stars not frilly detailed. A heavy die crack, as struck, 
connects the date and all of the obverse stars. A very nice Cent, with 
choice surfaces. 

41 1819 Small Date—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net MS60. N-8. 
R.l. The cheek has a shallow scrape, and a small group of pinscratches 
are right of the date. Even tan-brown patina makes the abrasions less dis¬ 
tracting. Well struck on the devices, with the left obverse stars lightly 
impressed. Both sides have pleasing luster. A popular Randall Hoard 

42 1820 Large Date MS63 Brown ANACS. N-13, R. 1. Sharply struck in the 
centers, with a few stars that lack complete centril detail. The surfaces are 
chocolate-brown and pleasingly smooth. A couple of minor scratches on 
the cheek is all that prevents an even higher grade. A heavy die crack, as 
struck, connects the date and the obverse stars. One of the most readily 
available Randal) Hoard varieties. 

43 1821 MS61 Brown NGC. N-2, R.l. Glossy tan-brown in color, with 
lighter fields and richer patina on the devices. Sharply struck, with most 
star centrils fully defined. There is a small abrasion above the denomina¬ 
tion, but the surfaces are well preserved for the grade. The obverse has a 
couple of dark toning spots. A pleasing high grade representative of this 
rare low mintage date. Population: 1 in 61, 4 finer (9/01). 

44 1822—Corroded—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF45. N-2. R.3. The pur¬ 
ple-brown surfaces have hints of red color surrounding the devices. The 
reverse is granually porous, as is the right periphery of the obverse. There 
are no abrasions worthy of mention. A die crack, as struck, connects stars 
8 through 12. The dies are rotated by about 30 degrees. 

45 1826—Cleaned, Scratched—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF45. N-5, High 
R.2. Lavender-brown devices complement light green-brown fields. A 
vertical pinscratch travels across the device of Liberty. A few faint hair¬ 
lines from a light cleaning can be found after exhaustive examination. 
There is a small planchet flaw in the reverse center. The stars are sharply 
detailed. 

46 1827 XF45 ANACS. The obverse is more deeply patinated than the 
reverse. Sharply struck. 


1830 Large Letters XF45 ANACS. N-4, R.2. Tan-brown fields surround 
mahogany-toned devices. Die cracks (as struck) connect most of the 
obverse stars and most of the reverse peripheral legends. Liberty has a 
light scratch on her temple, otherwise the surfaces do not present any 
problems. 

1836—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details. Net AU50. N-6, R.2. The 
smooth chocolate-brown surfaces have iridescent orange and green hues 
on the reverse. A small die break is at one o’clock on the obverse. The 
reverse has four separate die cracks (as struck) radiating from the rim to 
the wreath. Both sides have a few wispy hairlines from a light cleaning.

1838 MS62 Brown ANACS. N-l, R.l. A very nice Large Cent with 
pleasingly smooth chocolate-brown surfaces and sharp central details. 
Most of the stars are softly impressed and the luster is muted, but the sur¬ 
faces are well preserved. 

1839 Silly Head MS64 Brown NGC. N-9, R.2. Lustrous, glossy brown 
surfaces are present, and only a few tiny abrasions are visible even under 
magnification. This lovely near-Gem is attractive for the issue and the 
grade. 

1840 Small Date MS62 Brown ANACS. N-l, R.2. The tan-brown patina 
has hints of original red in portions of the reverse wreath and legends. 
The strike is very good, with richly detailed centers and just a couple of 
stars not fully defined in their centrils. The subdued luster is all that pre¬ 
vents a higher grade. 

1842 Large Date—Scratched—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. N-6, 
R.l. Well struck for the type with glossy mahogany-brown surfaces. A 
hair is inside the encapsulation, but rests harmlessly above the cheek of 
Liberty. A shallow scratch is near the obverse rim at 2 o'clock. A pleas¬ 
ing example for the net grade with particularly good luster on the reverse. 

1843 Petite Head, Small Letters—Corroded—ANACS. UNC Details, 
Net AU50. N-2, R.l. The obverse is divided into hemispheres of green- 
brown and maroon patina. The reverse has maroon fields, lavender- 
brown devices, and lighter tan-brown color surrounding the devices. 
Both sides are sharply detailed but granually porous. There are no men¬ 
tionable abrasions on either side. 

1846 Small Date AU53 ANACS. N-6, R.l. This Large Cent is a dark, 
even purple-brown in color. The centers are sharply defined, but all of the 
stars are flatly struck. An old scratch by star 11 hi long since been pati¬ 
nated over. The 46 in the date has been recut, as struck. A pleasing exam¬ 
ple that is seemingly conservatively graded. 

1849 MS61 Brown ANACS. N-l, R.4. From a scarcer variety, and with 
glossy, evenly-colored chocolate-brown surfaces. The strike is not far 
from complete, with a couple stars lacking full details. Modestly lustrous, 
but with a surface preservation that is usually associated with a higher 
grade. 

1852 MS64 Brown ANACS. N-4, R.l. The smooth tan-brown surfaces 
offer hints of the original orange-red luster in protected areas. Both the 
strike and the luster are good, and the surfaces are free of bothersome 
abrasions. Jack Robinson's Condition Census ranges from MS66 to 
MS60 for this variety, although a different grading standard is used. 

1853— Recolored—ANACS. Unc Details, Net MS60. A predominantly 
brown example with suggestions of questionable red color here and 
there. Harness on the obverse stars and on the wreath, as struck. 

1854- Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. N-27, R.3. The tan- 
brown surfaces have violet and pastel-green highlights. The obverse has 
faint hairlines from a cleaning. There are no abrasions of consequence on 
either side. The strike is above average, and sharp except for some of the 
stars. The dies are rotated by about 80 degrees. 

1854 MS64 Brown ANACS. N-20, R.3. Bright, glossy chocolate-brown 
surfaces give much eye appeal to this pleasing near-Gem. The devices 
and legends are well struck, but with typical softness of striking detail on 
the stars. Jack Robinson’s Condition Census ranges from MS65 to MS60 
for this variety, although a different grading standard is used.

62 1855 Upright 5s MS63 Brown ANACS. N-10, R.l. Although the encap¬ 
sulation insert reads Brown, there is a fair amount of crimson-orange lus¬ 
ter on both sides where protected by devices. The strike is very good, 
with only a couple of stars not fully defined in the centrils. A few tiny 
mint-made laminations are above the wreath on the reverse, since pati- 
nated over. Faint hairlines are across the cheek of Liberty, but there are 
no other abrasions of any consequence. 

63 1856 AU55—Recolored—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Well struck, 
the color looks quite nice actually. 

64 1856 Slanted 5 MS63 Brown ANACS. Hints of crimson luster peer from 
select areas of the otherwise chocolate-tan colored surfaces. Well struck 
everywhere except the upper obverse stars. A few tiny areas of lamina¬ 
tion, as struck, are in the reverse center. A nice example for the grade. 

65 1856 Slanting 5 MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. Sharply struck in the cen¬ 
ters, the lustrous red surfaces show a dusting of brown patina over each 
side. 

66 1856 Upright 5 MS64 Red and Brown ANACS. N-8, R.4. The surfaces 
have toned a pleasing maroon-brown, with much orange-red luster sur¬ 
rounding the bust of Liberty on the obverse. Hints of muted red color 
emerge in portions of the reverse. The strike is very good except for a few 
stars. The surfaces are very well preserved. This variety has the 6 in the 
date distant from the 5 and low, which indicates that a separate punch 
was likely used for the 6. Jack Robinson’s Condition Census ranges from 
MS68 to MS62 for this variety, although a different grading standard is 
used. 

67 1857 AU55 ANACS. Large Date. Traces of faded cherry-red color can 
still be detected about the devices. 

68 1857 MS60 Brown ANACS. N-2, High R.l. The smooth dark purple- 
brown surfaces show a few trivial abrasions, but are above average for 
the grade. Most of the obverse stars are flat, with good definition from 
the strike elsewhere. A nice example. 

69 1857 MS62 Brown ANACS. N-l, R.l. Glossy chocolate brown patina 
with hints of the faded original red luster in select areas. Well struck for 
the type with well preserved surfaces. Far fewer Large Cents were mint¬ 
ed in 1857 than in the immediately preceding years. In fact, it was the 
lowest mintage for a Large Cent date since production was resumed in 
1816. Replaced by the smaller Flying Eagle Cent, the 1857 Large Cent 
trades only at a very modest premium over the more common dates.

Minutely 
doubled obverse die. Light magnification is needed to distinguish faint 
obverse initials. 

71 1858 Large Letters MS61 ANACS. Sharply struck with lightly prooflike 
surfaces. A few gray spots of patina, with some haze in the right obverse 
field. 

72 1858 Large Letters MS62 PCGS. Well struck for the type, with only a 
hint of weakness on the eagle’s chest. The luster lacks flash in the fields, 
but the surfaces lack the abrasions that are generally associated with the 
MS62 grade. A scattering of miniscule carbon flecks are on the reverse. 

73 1858 Large Letters MS62 ANACS. Doubled Die Obverse. This is the 
scarce Snow-4 5-0-1 variety with a doubled eye and a hint of extra metal 
between the 1 and 8 in the date. Well struck with modest luster and a lam¬ 
ination (as struck) between the O and N in ONE on the reverse. A nice 
Cent with no appreciable abrasions. 

74 1858 Large Letters MS62 ANACS. Iridescent green-gold and violet col¬ 
ors increase the eye appeal of this lovely Cent. The obverse is well 
struck, but the reverse has blurry details in portions of the wreath. The 
reverse has minute green and violet verdigris, and the luster is somewhat 
subdued. 

75 1858 Large Letters MS64 PCGS. This intensely lustrous near-Gem is 
tinged in alternating orange and tan colors with blushes of powder-blue 
iridescence here and there on the reverse. Fully brought up throughout 
with no singularly bothersome abrasions. 

PROOF FLYING EAGLE CENT 

76 1858 Small Letters PR64 NGC. This proof Flying Eagle cent, one of 
just 280 pieces originally minted, displays nice reflectivity on the 
obverse but the reverse is somewhat subdued. There is a noticeable spot 
on the obverse below the eagle’s head, and a few scattered hairlines are 
evident under magnification. Well defined, this example is ideal for a 
proof type collector who does not need the expense of a Gem example of 
this design.

78 1859 XF45 PCGS, the letters of LIBERTY are intact but blurry, the 
obverse legend appears to be crudely tooled; and a 1931-S PCGS AU55, 
a low mintage key date with many individually trivial abrasions. (Total: 
2 coins) 

79 1859 AU55 ANACS. Medium brown patina with underlying pinkish- 
rose coloration. 

80 1859 MS62 ANACS. The saddle-brown surfaces have good luster and a 
nice strike. Attractive despite scattered trivial abrasions. The reverse has 
heavy die abrasion doubling in the central legends. 

81 1860 MS63 PCGS. This golden-tan example has a good strike and good 
luster, with a few miniscule ticks noted on each side. A pleasing coin for 
the grade. 

82 1860 MS64 PCGS. The originally preserved surfaces are awash in 
honey-brown patina. Whispers of lilac and powder-blue iridescence are 
seen at a few angles, but we can find no singularly mentionable blemish¬ 
es. Well struck. 

83 1861 AU50 PCGS. Originally preserved with crimson-russet accents in 
the protected areas around the devices. There are no noteworthy circula¬ 
tion marks. 

84 1861 MS61 ANACS. A lustrous and well struck example with a couple 
of mildly distracting scratches. 

85 1861 MS64 ANACS. A sharply struck Cent with good luster and surfaces 
that are refreshingly free from distracting abrasions. A few miniscule car¬ 
bon specks are noted. 

86 1862 AU58 ANACS, glossy tan-brown color, nice for the grade; 1864 No 
L Brown—Cleaned—ANACS, UNC Details, Net AU55, purple patina 
on devices with red-brown fields; 1874—Scratched—ANACS, AU 
Details, Net XF40, chocolate-brown in color with a razor-sharp scratch 
in the upper left field, perhaps assessed too harshly by ANACS. (Total: 3 
coins) 

87 1862 MS62 ANACS. Well struck and lustrous. A die crack (as struck) 
travels from the highest feather tip to the rim at 12 o’clock. A seemingly 
conservatively graded example. 

88 1862 MS64 PCGS. This attractive Cent has golden-tan color and 
prooflike surfaces. Sharply struck with a few scattered toning specks. 
There are a few very trivial abrasions on the cheek, but this near-Gem is 
still seemingly conservatively graded. 

89 1863 MS62 ANACS. Lustrous with a typical strike. A very nice example, 
without any problems for the grade. 

90 1863 MS63 PCGS. The otherwise tan tinged surfaces reveal streaks of 
orange-brown color through the centers. The surfaces exhibit a satiny fin¬ 
ish with suitable striking detail for a Copper-Nickel Cent. 

91 1863 MS64 PCGS. This coin presents a well balanced impression and 
minimally abraded features. The otherwise honey-gold color yields to 
irregular tan-brown shades over the right obverse. 

92 1864 L On Ribbon AU50 ANACS. The glossy red-brown patina subdues 
the few trivial abrasions. A lightly wom example of this popular, scarce 
variety. 

93 1864 L On Ribbon—Recolored—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. 
Both sides have an unnaturally bright orange patina. Lustrous with an 
average strike that betrays weakness of detail in the obverse legends. The 
reverse has a couple of purple spots, and a pinscratch extends into the 
field from the headband. A scarce and popular variety. 

94 1865 MS62 Red and Brown ANACS. Fancy 5. The lavender toned 
devices are framed by lighter green-gold color. Well struck with good 
luster. A pinscratch in the left obverse field accounts for the grade. 

95 1865 MS63 Red and Brown PCGS. Fancy 5. The surfaces are mostly red 
still and very attractive overall. A couple of small abrasions and a reverse 
carbon spot account for the grade. Nice coin. 

96 1865 MS63 Red and Brown ANACS. The peripheries have bright tan- 
gold color that encircle deep lavender patina that is especially vibrant on 
the reverse. The surfaces are prooflike and are very well preserved for the 
grade. 

97 1866—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details. Net Fine 12. The reverse has 
surprisingly little wear, while the obverse has a complete but no longer 
sharp LIBERTY. Heavy die rust, as struck, is seen on portions of the cen¬ 
tral reverse. 
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98 1866—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF45. A lightly worn, 
chocolate-tan colored example of this scarce date. Two of the three dia¬ 
monds in the ribbon are fully present. There are a few minor scratches in 
the obverse field. 

99 1866 MS63 Brown PCGS. Both sides are richly toned in reddish-brown 
shades that highlight the crisp strike. A small toning spot on the reverse 
within the bottom of the E in ONE is noted for accuracy. 

100 1866 MS61 Red and Brown ANACS. A tan-gold Cent with variegated 
streaks of purple-brown patina. Sharply struck but lackluster. The reverse 
has several specks of green corrosion. 

101 1866 MS63 Red and Brown NGC. Lustrous and sharply struck with 
speckled brown patina scattered over each side. 

102 1867—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details. Net AU50. Repunched date. 
Boldly struck in all areas and toned back nicely after an old cleaning. 

103 1867 MS62 Red and Brown ANACS. The obverse has bright green-gold 
color with variegated streaks of violet-brown patina. The reverse has 
similar colors but is more subdued. Mildly prooflike with many tiny dark 
toning spots on the reverse. A curved scratch in the lower left obverse 
limits the grade. 

104 1867 MS64 Red PCGS. Tan-gold in color with variegated lavender- 
brown highlights. A lustrous and well struck Cent without bothersome 
carbon flecks or mentionable abrasions. Population: 48 in 64. 14 finer 
(11/01). 

105 1868—Recolored—ANACS. UNC Details. Net AU55. The surfaces are 
bright green-gold in color with traces of purple iridescence. The obverse 
legend is strike doubled. The well preserved reverse has three die cracks, 
as struck. 

106 1869 XF45 ANACS. The chocolate-brown surfaces have a darker patina 
on the reverse. A few of the letters in LIBERTY are blurry, but all are still 
visible. An abrasion in front of the Indian’s nose has been patinated over. 

107 1869 MS63 Brown ANACS. Repunched Date. The obverse is chocolate- 
brown in color with hints of lighter color in the legends. The reverse has 
deep violet-brown patina. Traces of the repunched date are strongest 
inside the loops of die 8 in the date. Struck from lighdy clashed dies. A 
small abrasion on the Indian’s temple is the only conceivable distraction. 

108 1870 MS62 Red and Brown ANACS. Tan-gold in color with blushes of 
iridescent violet and green patina. From a good strike with average lus¬ 
ter. The surfaces are very well preserved for the grade. The obverse leg¬ 
ends have strike doubling. The TY of LIBERTY have been recut 

109 1871—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details. Net AU50. The tan-gold pati¬ 
na has hints of iridescent violet and green. There is an abrasion on the 
Indian's jaw, and what appears to be several tiny spots of green corrosion 
on the reverse. Less than 4 million Cents were minted in 1871, the low¬ 
est production of the series prior to 1877. 

110 1871 MS64 Red and Brown NGC. A bright green-gold colored survivor, 
with hints of iridescent red and violet in the peripheries. Lustrous and 
well struck, with die erosion ‘Longacre doubling' on the obverse legend. 


111 1872—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The obverse is dark 
tan-brown in color, but has iridescent green and yellow patina when 
rotated under a light. Parallel hairlines disturb the obverse surfaces. The 
reverse is much more original and has pleasing cherry-brown patina. 

112 1872 AU58 ANACS. Dark tan-brown patina in the centers gives way to 
variegated streaks of lighter color at the peripheries. The obverse is well 
struck, but the reverse border has weakness of striking detail. An tick on 
the cheek is the only mentionable abrasion. 

113 1873 Open 3—Corroded, Cleaned—UNC Details, Net AU50. Tan-gold 
in color with patches of blue-green color in the right obverse. The luster 
and strike are good. A dark green spot is at 7 o’clock on the obverse. 

114 1873 Open 3 AU58 ANACS. Iridescently and darkly toned, reddish-vio¬ 
let patina mostly vanquishes the aqua-green and golden-brown colors 
with which it competes for space. The luster is subdued by the thick pati¬ 
na. A tiny scratch at one o’clock on the obverse border is the only possi¬ 
ble distraction. 

115 1873 Open 3 MS63 Red and Brown ANACS. Original orange-red luster 
emerges in protected areas, with the remainder of the surfaces blanketed 
with maroon patina. Sharply detailed and lustrous. A nice example for the 
grade. 

116 1873 Open 3 MS63 Red ANACS. A well struck and lustrous example 
with violet patina in the devices and light tan-gold color in the fields. The 
abrasions are very trivial, but there are scattered light carbon specks, and 
a spot at 4 o'clock on the obverse. 


1874— Obverse Tooled—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. Honey-gold 
in color with variegated streaks of lavender patina. A small dig is in the 
field between the chin and the U in UNITED. A misguided individual 
tried to efface a toning spot at 12 o’clock on the obverse, with a few short 
scratches as the result. Otherwise a problem-free example. 

1875— Corroded—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. A glossy red- 
brown Cent with an average strike and subdued luster. Each side has one 
or two minor ticks that do not detract. Traces of microscopic corrosion 
become more evident toward the peripheries. 

1875 AU50 ANACS. Glossy, medium brown surfaces. Scarcer issue. 

1875 MS63 Brown NGC. Snow-3. A bit weakly shuck with faint rem¬ 
nants of red still showing on each side. This variety shows heavy die file 
marks above and below the ear, and also in the lower two feathers. 

1875 MS66 Red and Brown PCGS. The obverse has mellowed slightly, 
with iridescent lavender and violet patina that competes with lighter 
golden-brown colors. The reverse has much original orange-red color, 
with some darker brown color in the central field. Well struck with good 
luster and with pleasing surfaces that lack both abrasions and carbon 
specks. Population: 2 in 66,0 finer (11/01). 

1876— Recolored—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The tan-brown sur¬ 
faces have a matte-like texture, especially on the reverse. Both sides have 
a few carbon flecks. The surfaces are sharply detailed and relatively free 
from abrasions for the grade. The reverse has heavy die cracks at the 
periphery between 7 o’clock and 9 o’clock. 

1877— Damaged Reverse—ANACS. Good Details. NetAG3. Both sides 
are heavily worn, with wreath and feather detail gone. The obverse leg¬ 
ends are complete. Each side has a distracting scratch, while the reverse 
has several digs in the center. An affordable example of the key date of 
the Indian Cent series. 

1877—Severely Corroded—ANACS. VF Details, Net AG3. Although 
much of the details are still present, the corrosion here is so extensive that 
the average collector would choose a nice Good over the present exam¬ 
ple. 

1877—Cleaned—ANACS. Good Details, Net AG3. Except for a streak 
of lighter color beneath the portrait, the dark brown color exhibited by 
this key Indian defies its cleaned qualifier. 

1877—Damaged. Cleaned—ANACS. VG Details, Net Good4. Bright 
from cleaning, there is a deep scratch across the headdress of the Indian. 

1877—Corroded—ANACS. VG Details, Net Good 6. Original and quite 
attractive overall in spite of isolated traces of corrosion on the reverse. 

1877—Corroded—ANACS. VF Details, Net VG10. The obverse of this 
mid-grade key is dark brown in color and, upon closer inspection, shows 
extensive porosity in the fields. 

1877— Damaged, Bent—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Within the 
confines of the certification holder, evidence of the planchet being bent 
is hardly visible and only a few minor marks are noticed. 

1878 AU50 ANACS. A lightly circulated example of this key date, with 
even chocolate-brown patina. There are some individually minor abra¬ 
sions on the obverse, while the reverse has better eye appeal. 

1878— Recolored—ANACS. UNC Details, Net MS60. Both sides are 
bright orange in color, with lavender highlights on the devices. Each side 
has minor carbon flecks. Lustrous with a good strike. A few small ticks 
are on the portrait, otherwise the surfaces have few abrasions. 

1878 MS61 Brown ANACS. Tan-brown in color with patches of darker 
maroon patina. Well struck with average luster. The surfaces are seem¬ 
ingly much better preserved than the assigned grade would indicate. A 
lower mintage better date in the series. 

1879 AU53 PCGS. mahogany-brown patina and nice despite few ticks on 
the portrait; and an 1886 AU55 PCGS, the first variety of this scarcer 
date with the lowest headdress feather pointing between the I and C of 
AMERICA, dark red-brown color with sharp details and choice surfaces. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

1881 MS65 Red and Brown NGC. Sharply struck, the original red color 
has mellowed over most of each side. 

1882 MS63 Red and Brown ANACS. The orange-gold peripheries frame 
the vividly violet patinated devices. The strike and luster are good, and 
the surfaces are problem free for the grade. 

1885 MS64 Red NGC. Exceptional, full red surfaces. The coin is only 
kept from a full Gem grade by the presence of light spotting on each side. 
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137 1886 Type Two—Cleaned—AN ACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. A 
sharply detailed and prooflike example that lacks the hairlines that are 
associated with cleaning. Richly patinated with violet, green, and gold 
colors in the fields. The surfaces are well preserved. A prize for the alert 
specialist. Type Two varieties are more scarce than their Type One coun¬ 
terparts. 

138 1887 MS66 Red and Brown NGC. Attractively toned with mahogany- 
brown devices ringed by violet-brown fields and a peripheral band of 
orange-gold color. A very good strike and good luster add to the eye 
appeal. A few toning specks do not distract. 

139 1889 MS62 Red and Brown ANACS. Repunched Date. The obverse is 
orange-red in color with violet iridescence on the devices. The reverse 
has even golden-orange patina. The surfaces do not have the abrasions 
that are generally associated with the MS62 grade. A dark green spot at 
7 o’clock on the obverse is mentioned for accuracy. The 9 in the date has 
been repunched. 

140 1894—Corroded, Recolored—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. The 
tan-gold surfaces are interrupted by a patch of red-brown patina in the 
upper left obverse field, and a large spot of purple-blue corrosion at the 
nape of the Indian’s neck. There are a few tiny brown stains in the reverse 
fields. Significantly fewer Cents were minted in 1894 than during the 
surrounding years, making it a slightly better date. 

141 1894 MS62 Red and Brown ANACS. 1894/94 FS-011 FND-001 S-l. 
Bright orange-gold in color, with miniscule dark toning flecks on both 
sides. The date was originally punched sloping too high, and was only 
partially effaced prior to repunching in the proper location. Remnants of 
all four digits are easily visible. 

142 1896 MS65 Red and Brown NGC. Lustrous with lovely, variegated col¬ 
oration on each side. 

143 1908 MS64 Red PCGS. An orange-gold example with a good strike and 
nice luster. The obverse has blushes of light purple color, with a few triv¬ 
ial toning flecks on each side. The surfaces are pleasingly free of abra¬ 
sions. 

144 1908-S—Corroded—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. Dusky tan- 
brown in color with darker spots of subtle corrosion at 8 o’clock on the 
obverse. A good strike but with muted luster. An example of the first 
branch mint Cent. 

145 1908-S AU55 PCGS. The chocolate-brown patina subdues the luster on 
this nicely preserved example. Sharply struck with little evidence of 
wear. The pleasing surfaces have no mentionable abrasions. 

146 1908-S MS62 Red and Brown ANACS. The mildly prooflike fields have 
a hazy lime-green patina, while the devices are tan-brown in color. A coin 
with nice eye appeal for the grade. 

147 1908-S MS64 Red ICG. Orange-tan in color with variegated hints of 
lavender patina. Lustrous with a very good strike. The reverse has a 
small, powdery black stain at 8 o’clock. The fields are immaculately pre¬ 
served. The 1908-S was the first branch mint Cent issue. 

148 1909 MS65 Red PCGS. A bold striking with fiery orange-gold color and 
subtle flashes of bluish-gray about the periphery. 

149 1909-S—Corroded—ANACS. Fine Details, Net VG8. Medium brown 
toning over most of each side with a dash of brightness on the lower 
reverse. Light, even corrosion over each side. 

150 1909-S VG10 ANACS. Rich, deep, and original surfaces. Nice for the 
grade. 

151 1909-S—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Very lightly 
cleaned, but there is a shallow scratch below the N in CENT. Nicely 
detailed for the net grade, with the lowest ribbon diamond visible, and 
LIBERTY still sharp. The 1909-S Indian Cent has the lowest mintage of 
any business strike Small Cent. 

152 1909-S VF25 PCGS. A more affordable representative of this key final- 
year Indian Cent, the surfaces are toned in rich mahogany-brown shades 
that deepen in shade around the devices. Smooth and problem-free for 
the grade. 

153 1909-S AU50 ANACS. Medium deep brown patina covers each side of 
this high grade and eminently collectible key issue Indian Cent. 

154 1909-S MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. Bright with streaky brown toning 
over the obverse, the reverse is evenly mellowed. A very attractive exam¬ 
ple of this key issue. 


PROOF INDIAN CENTS 

155 1864 Copper-Nickel PR62 ANACS. A tan-brown Cent with light brown 
haze in the mirrored fields. Sharply struck with virtually complete head¬ 
dress details. The obverse has a couple of light pinscratches, while the 
reverse is nearly pristine. A purple spot rests below the first A in AMER¬ 
ICA. A minor mint error, as the planchet has a faint crack at 8 o’clock on 
the obverse. 

156 1871 PR62 Red and Brown ANACS. The obverse mirrors are an attrac¬ 
tive mix of red and gold colors, while the more intense reverse mirrors 
are bright orange in color with a blush of magenta patina. Very close to 
deserving full red designation. The surfaces are well preserved, but with 
a few carbon flecks on each side that congregate at the periphery. 

157 1872 PR66 Brown NGC. Iridescently toned with purple-brown devices 
and crimson-violet fields, with honey-gold patina in the peripheries. 
There is a curly lint mark, as struck, in the right obverse field, with anoth¬ 
er on the reverse near the C in CENT. The surfaces are very pleasing. 

158 1873 Closed 3 PR63 Red and Brown ANACS. A fiery orange-red Cent 
with a lighter color at the reverse border. Sharply detailed, with reflective 
fields that lack the hairlines and contact marks that are often seen. A 
number of miniscule carbon flecks are on both sides. 

159 1874 PR63 Red and Brown ANACS. The obverse mirrors reflect orange 
and gold colors, while the reverse has a rose tinted center with yellow- 
green color at the periphery. The surfaces are relatively free from han¬ 
dling marks, but the usual miniscule carbon flecks and tiny spots limit the 
eye appeal. 

160 1878 PR63 Red and Brown ANACS. The bright lemon-gold surfaces 
nearly qualify for full Red designation, but the reverse has an area of 
light lilac patina. Sharply struck and highly attractive despite a few very 
trivial abrasions. 

161 1879 PR63 Red and Brown PCGS. Appreciable brightness in the fields 
is noted as the coin turns into the light. This partially lustrous example 
possess considerable orange-gold and reddish colors intermixed with 
mottled patina. 

162 1882 PR64 Red and Brown PCGS. The deep, cherry-red surfaces show a 
bit of iridescence on the obverse while the reverse is brighter and more 
deeply reflective. 

163 1886 Type Two—Recolored—ANACS. Net PR55. The obverse is tan- 
gold in color with russet patina in the upper right periphery. The reverse 
is more deeply colored with magenta patina. A few short hairs have been 
encapsulated in the reverse center, but appear to rest harmlessly above 
the surface. There is a small lamination (as struck) after the final A in 
AMERICA. 

164 1886 Type One PF62 Red and Brown ANACS. A pleasing Cent for the 
grade, with a sharp strike, good reflectivity in the mirrored fields, and 
light tan-gold surfaces that have mellowed to a slightly darker patina on 
the devices. 

165 1886 Type One PR62 Red and Brown ANACS. The light tan-brown pati¬ 
na is interrupted by patches of lavender color in the mirrored fields. The 
obverse legends are strike doubled. A well preserved example that is 
seemingly conservatively graded. 

166 1896 PR64 Red and Brown PCGS. The brown patina that overlays both 
sides yields to lovely lilac iridescence as the coin rotates under the light. 
Of course, orange-red luster is also evident at most angles, and the bright 
fields and crisp devices are readily evident. 

167 1899 PR65 Red PCGS. Bright orange-gold in color, with crimson-gold 
patina in portions of the fields. Sharply struck and essentially free of 
abrasions. The reverse has a few carbon specks. Several lavender-tan 
spots in the lower obverse are mentioned for accuracy. 

168 1902 PR64 Red and Brown NGC. The surfaces are bright overall and 
uniformly mellowed with little actual brown present. 

LINCOLN CENTS 

169 1909-S VDB VF35 PCGS. Tan-brown in color with light wear on the 
portrait, but all major details still intact. Each side has a few minute abra¬ 
sions. A problem-free example of this eternally popular key date. 

170 1909-S VDB MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. The lustrous red surfaces are 
lightly accented by brown and are just a few tiny spots from Gem quali¬ 
ty- 

171 1909-S VDB MS65 Red and Brown PCGS. Close to meriting full Red 
designation, with tan-brown surfaces that turn bright golden-brown when 
directly confronted by light. A well struck coin that lacks any significant 
abrasions, but several miniscule carbon specks are scattered across the 
surfaces. A key date that never loses its popularity. 
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172 1909-S VF20 ANACS, dark tan brown, a scratch is in the obverse field 
above the beard; 1909-S S Over Horizontal S—Cleaned—ANACS, VF 
Details, Net F12, the obverse surface has a rough texture; 1921— 
Scratched—VF Details. Net Finel2, a few obverse pinscratches, the most 
prominent is across the winged cap, a low mintage key date; and a 1921- 
D VG8, evenly worn with no serious abrasions, the mintmark is sharp, a 
popular key date in the Mercury Dime series. (Total: 4 coins) 

173 1909-S MS64 Red and Brown ANACS. Light golden-brown in color, 
with variegated maroon patina on the devices. Sharply struck with very 
good luster. A nice example of this popular first year repunched mint- 
mark variety. 

174 1909-S S Over Horizontal S MS64 Red and Brown ANACS. A near-Gem 
that has bright gold color interrupted by variegated streaks of purple- 
brown. Flashy luster and with a good strike. The surfaces are refreshing¬ 
ly free of abrasions. 

175 1909-S MS63 Red ANACS. Flashy red surfaces with a few sprinkles of 
carbon that prevent a higher grade. 

176 1910 MS64 Red PCGS, orange-red in color with areas of violet-tan pati¬ 
na and a few flyspecks of carbon; 1930-D MS65 Red NGC, bright 
orange-red with good luster, a nice strike, and couple of tiny carbon 
spots; and a 1931 MS65 Red PCGS, orange-red in color with rose hues 
on the reverse, well struck but with a light pinscratch under the legend 
TRUST. (Total: 3 coins) 

177 1911-D MS64 Red and Brown ANACS. Lustrous with a precise strike 
and ample red color that has darkened to purple-brown in the peripheries. 

178 1911-D MS63 Red ANACS. Bright, original mint luster and fully struck, 
unfortunately marred by a carbon spot above the date. 

179 1911-S MS62 Brown PCGS. A pleasing key-date Cent with chocolate- 
brown patina and striations of lighter tan-brown color. From a good strike 
and with surfaces that show few abrasions but have subdued luster. The 
1911-S is a scarce date that is avidly sought even in lower circulated 
grades. 

180 1912-D—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. Golden-brown 
in color with streaks of darker brown patina in the fields. Well struck with 
very few abrasions. There are no hairlines visible on either side. Like 
most early mintmarked Lincolns, the 1912-D is a low mintage date that 
is always in demand. 

181 1912-D—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net MS60. The Ught red- 
brown surfaces have darker purple-brown patina in selected areas. The 
Cent is well struck and the fields are somewhat prooflike. No hairlines 
from a cleaning are evident, and the surfaces have few abrasions for the 

182 1912-D MS64 Red and Brown NGC. Well struck with good luster and 
even honey-brown surfaces. A die crack (as struck) runs alongside the 
upright of the E in E PLURIBUS UNUM. A scattering of miniscule car¬ 
bon specks prevents full Gem designation. A scarce date at this level of 
preservation. 

183 1912-S MS61 Brown ANACS. The red-brown patina lightens to a yel¬ 
low-brown color as it approaches the right periphery. Sharply struck with 
muted luster. The obverse has two radial die cracks (as struck) that book- 
end the legend TRUST. 

184 1913 MS65 Red PCGS. A lustrous Gem example that is also endowed 
with a sharp strike. Colorful and original. 

185 1913-D MS62 Red and Brown ANACS. The orange-gold surfaces have 
blushes of lavender-brown patina on the obverse. Sharply struck with 
good luster. Each side has a scattering of carbon flecks, but otherwise the 
surfaces are uncommonly well preserved for the grade. 

186 1913-S MS64 Red and Brown ANACS. A sharply struck example that is 
kept from a higher rating by a few specks of carbon. 

187 1914 MS65 Red PCGS. A bold, bright coin that is reminiscent of the rich 
red often seen in sunsets. This is generally recognized as an elusive and 
undervalued date in Gem condition. 

188 1914-S—Recolored—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. Glossy tan- 
gold in color, with modest luster, a good strike, and surfaces that are well 
preserved for the net grade. 

189 1914-S MS63 Brown ANACS. Sharply struck and light in color with 
some of the original mint luster actually showing through on the reverse. 

190 1915-S MS65 Red and Brown PCGS. About a 50-50 mix of golden-red 
and tan-brown color. A well struck nearly spot-free Gem example. 


1915- S MS65 Red NGC. A scarcity at all levels of Uncirculated and a 
true stopper among full red Lincoln cents. This specimen is extremely 
well struck and displays fiery golden-red brilliance over both sides. A 
Gem quality, virtually unspotted example. Population: 9 in 65, 0 finer 
(9/01). 

1916- D—Recolored—ANACS. UNC Details, Net MS60. Orange-gold 
in patina, with purple-brown patches and a blush of iridescent green color 
in the rims and in the lower reverse field. Lustrous with a typical strike 
and a few trivial abrasions on the upper reverse. 

1916-D MS64 Red and Brown ANACS. Where's the brown? A slightly 
soft strike accounts for the less-than-Gem grade. 

1916-S MS65 Red and Brown NGC. Although readily affordable through 
the near-Gem grade tier, this early S-mint Lincoln is a prized commodi¬ 
ty in strictly graded MS 65 condition. Orange-red luster and brown pati¬ 
na lie swirled together over the smooth surfaces. Devoid of bothersome 
carbon spots, both the obverse and the reverse display richly defined fea¬ 
tures. Population: 40 in 65, 2 finer (9/01). 

1919-D MS63 Red ANACS. Superb mint luster but a spot is conspicu¬ 
ously placed in the reverse field. 

1919- S MS64 Red and Brown ANACS. Rich golden-brown in color with 
deeper lavender patina at the borders. An average strike with weakness in 
the upper reverse legends. A surprisingly scarce date in higher Uncircu¬ 
lated grades. 

1920- S—Recolored—ANACS. UNC Details, Net MS60. Orange-tan in 
color with a few small dark purple stains on the reverse. Softly struck 
with weakness of detail in the devices and peripheral legends. Lustrous 
with individually trivial abrasions on both sides. 

1921- S MS63 Red and Brown ANACS. Most of the original mint red still 
remains, but the surfaces are lightly spotted. 

1922- D—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. Tan-gold in 
color with striations of magenta-brown color. An average strike but with 
mildly prooflike fields. There are no detracting abrasions. 

1922- D MS63 Red and Brown ANACS. Weak D, Die 3. This example 
has orange-red color that has darkened to purple-red hues on the devices 
and the obverse fields. The reverse is lighter in color. The luster is good, 
but the strike is not sharp, as one would expect from this heavily worn 
die. Lincoln has a thin scratch on his temple. For the collector who can¬ 
not afford the true 1922 No D variety in Uncirculated grades, this exam¬ 
ple would make a fine substitute. 

1922 No D Strong Reverse Fine 15 ANACS. Original medium brown 
patina with a long vertical scratch down Lincoln’s face. Still, a good col¬ 
lector coin and here it is found in a more affordable grade. 

1923- S MS62 Red and Brown ANACS. The orange-tan fields are con¬ 
fronted with lavender-brown patina on the devices. From a good strike 
with modest luster and well preserved surfaces. 

1924- D AU50 ANACS. This lightly circulated example of a scarce low 
mintage date has glossy and even chocolate-brown color. The 4 in the 
date is blurry due to a weak strike. The reverse has a few old abrasions 
that have been made less noticeable by the subsequent patina. 

1924-D MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. Little of the original red remains 
on this coin, but significant amounts of emerald-green are interspersed 
along with the brown. Well defined except on the final digit of the date. 

1924- S MS65 Red and Brown NGC. The bright mint luster is evenly 
mellowed across both sides to a lovely deep reddish-brown color. An 
average to slightly above average strike on this scarcer issue. 

1925 MS65 Red ANACS, sharply struck and lustrous with rich orange- 
red color, pleasing despite a couple of tiny toning specks; and a 1926 
MS65 Red, lustrous and well struck, the reverse has vibrant orange color 
with patches of violet iridescence, the obverse is certainly red but more 
subdued. (Total: 2 coins) 

1925- S—Recolored—ANACS. UNC Details, Net MS60. The glossy 
orange-brown surfaces have a ring of faint vivid purple iridescence at the 
periphery. Lustrous with a good strike, but with a few small obverse abra¬ 
sions that detract from the eye appeal. 

1926 MS66 Red PCGS. A fiery orange-red Cent with flashy luster and 
good striking details. There is slight toning haze in the upper right 
obverse field, otherwise problem-free. 

1926- S MS61 Brown ANACS. The milky brown patina has hints of lilac 
color on the reverse. The strike is good, but the luster is subdued. Indi¬ 
vidually trivial abrasions on the portrait of Lincoln account for the grade 
The 1926-S is one of the last dates in the Lincoln Cent series with a busi¬ 
ness strike mintage of under 5 million. 
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210 1927 MS65 Red PCGS. Brilliant red color overall, a few small spots are 
seen on each side. 

211 1927 MS65 Red PCGS, orange-red in color with purple-red highlights on 
the devices, 1928 MS65 Red PCGS, golden-red in color with hints of 
violet-rose in the peripheries, 1929 MS65 Red PCGS, orange-gold color 
with a tiny lamination (as struck) in the lower reverse field; and a 1930 
MS65 Red PCGS, orange-yellow with a few interesting violet toning 
streaks. All four examples are lustrous and from good strikes. (Total: 4 
coins) 

212 1929 MS65 Red PCGS. Flame-red patina with bold definition. 

213 1930 MS66 Red PCGS; 1932 MS66 Red PCGS; and a 1935 MS66 Red 
PCGS, violet spots and haze on the obverse. All three Cents are bright 
orange-red in color with a sharp strike and flashy luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

214 1930-S MS65 Red PCGS, bright orange-red color and a few carbon 
specks; 1933-D MS65 Red PCGS, orange-gold color with a small carbon 
spot above the 1 in the date; and a 1935-S MS65 Red PCGS, bright 
orange-red color with peripheral violet hues and obverse streaks of 
green-violet patina. (Total: 3 coins) 

215 1931-D MS65 Red and Brown ICG. The reverse shows about a 50-50 
mix of red and brown color, the obverse is more brown. A well defined 
example. 

216 1931-S—Recolored—AN ACS. UNC Details, Net MS60. The obverse 
has orange-brown patina, while the reverse has darker maroon color. 
Well shuck with average luster and scattered minute abrasions on the 
portrait. 

217 1931-S MS65 Red and Brown NGC. This boldly detailed Gem is toned 
in mottled olive-brown patina over partially lustrous surfaces. A few 
abrasions on Lincoln’s portrait, and some scattered carbon flecks on both 
sides, are noted for accuracy. 

218 1931-S MS64 Red PCGS. This fully lustrous, orange-red example is kept 
from an even higher grade by a few carbon spots on the reverse. Suitably 
well defined. 

219 1932-D MS66 Red PCGS. Orange-red color with good luster and a sharp 
strike. A nice example. Population: 130 in 66, 2 finer (11/01). 

220 1934 MS67 Red PCGS. Blazing red luster and a bold strike. A few micro¬ 
scopic carbon flecks are seen on the obverse. 

221 1934-D MS67 Red PCGS. Rich orange-red luster glows from smooth 
surfaces at all angles. A tiny spot on Lincoln’s temple is noted solely for 
accuracy. 

222 1935-S MS66 Red PCGS. The golden-orange surfaces are free of both¬ 
ersome abrasions and striking incompleteness. A few swirls of deeper 
color are noted in the left obverse field. 

223 1938-S Cent MS67 Red ICG, semi-prooflike; 1939-D Dime MS67 Full 
Bands ICG, nearly brilliant and nearly flawless; 1947 Quarter MS67 
ICG, dusky golden toning is seen on the obverse of this lustrous exam¬ 
ple; 1948 Quarter MS67 ICG, dazzling mint brilliance; 1949 Quarter 
MS67 ICG, brilliant; and a 1964 Half PR70 ICG, brilliant. (Total: 6 
coins) 

224 1939 MS67 Red PCGS. Rich sunset-red color blankets the obverse, the 
reverse is somewhat lighter. 

225 1939-D MS67 Red PCGS. A well struck orange-red example, glowing 
with original luster. 

226 1942-S MS66 Red PCGS. An orange-tan Cent with good luster and a 
sharply detailed strike. Tiny carbon specks are scattered across both 
sides. A contact mark above the E in CENT is mentioned only for accu¬ 
racy. 

227 1943 MS67 PCGS, struck from an incompletely polished die with a 
resulting patch of roughness in the upper reverse; 1943-D MS67 PCGS, 
a wispy die crack travels up Lincoln’s shoulder; and a 1943-S MS67 
PCGS, with many die polishing lines on both sides. All three coins are 
lustrous, well struck, and untoned.

1943 MS68 PCGS. Yes, they minted over 600 million zinc plated steel 
Cents in Philadelphia in 1943. But how many of those coins come as 
close to perfection as this one? Sharply struck, lustrous, and stunningly 
free from abrasions. Close examination of the reverse reveals only sev¬ 
eral tiny die cracks and die polishing lines, as struck. Population: 41 in

1943-D MS68 PCGS. A sharply struck and lustrous ultra high grade 
example of this popular one-year type. A thin scratch below the left 
wheat ear is mentioned for accuracy. 

1943-S MS68 NGC. Lustrous and sharply struck, although a few letters 
of WE TRUST are blurry as they approach the rim. The surfaces are 
essentially pristine. Interestingly, there is a heavy cud-shaped die crack at 
9 o'clock on the reverse; the die could not have lasted much longer. Pop¬ 
ulation: 11 in 68, 0 finer (9/01). 

A lot of (5) 1944 MS66 Red PCGS. All five Cents are bright orange in 
color and highly lustrous. Four of the five coins are well struck, while 
one of the Cents has weakness of detail from the strike in the upper 
reverse legends. The same Cent also has several toning specks and spots. 
(Total: 5 coins) 

1946 MS66 Red PCGS. A lovely piece with rich, red-gold surfaces. This 
Gem is fully struck and exhibits only light marks. 

1950 MS66 Red PCGS. Bright orange-red in color with flashy cartwheel 
luster. A well struck coin that has numerous die polishing lines (as struck) 
on the reverse. A pair of horizontal die cracks (as struck) travel across the 
lower bust of Lincoln. 

1952 MS66 Red PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with the original 
orange-red color. A very well preserved Cent. The 5 in 1952 is thick and 
in high relief, and has been sheared as a result of the strike. 

1953-D MS66 Red PCGS. A fiery orange-red Cent with potent luster and 
an exacting strike. There are a few individually trivial obverse abrasions. 

1955 MS66 Red PCGS. Gorgeous golden-orange luster with a small car¬ 
bon speck on the reverse. 

1956 MS66 Red PCGS. Rich sunset-red color blankets each side of this 
unmarked, unspotted Gem. Rare in finer grades. 

1972/72 Doubled Die MS65 Red and Brown ANACS. FS-033.3 Die 1. 
Mostly orange-red in color, with vivid purple highlights on portions of 
the devices. Lustrous and well struck with spectacular die doubling in the 
obverse legends. A small horizontal scratch on the portrait is mentioned 
for accuracy. 

1995 Doubled Die Obverse MS68 Red NGC. Richly colored in reddish- 
orange luster, the frosty finished features are free of bothersome blem¬ 
ishes.

1966 Cent SMS MS68 Red PCGS, an impeccable Special Mint Set Lin¬ 
coln; and a 1967 Quarter SMS MS68 NGC, especially reflective for this 
hybrid issue. (Total: 2 coins) 

PROOF LINCOLN CENTS 

1909 PR64 Brown ANACS. The finely chiseled details are indicative of 
a proof striking. Deep brown and emerald-green toning covers each side 
with faint portions of cherry-red still in evidence. 

1909 PR64 Red and Brown PCGS. Very little evidence of actual brown 
is seen on either side, but much original red remains along with a splash 
of bright purple on each side. A lovely coin considering it is graded as a 
non-Gem and non-Red. 

1910 PR62 Red and Brown ANACS. The golden-brown surfaces show 
iridescent green, rose, and violet colors when the obverse is titled under 
a light. A richly detailed and seemingly conservatively graded example. 

1911 PR63 Brown NGC. Streaks and swirls of olive-tan and medium 
brown toning are seen on both sides of this crisply impressed proof. 
Flickers of vividly colored undertones are seen at the right obverse bor¬ 
der. The surfaces are amazingly smooth for the PR63 grade level. 

1911 PR63 Red and Brown PCGS. The remaining luster is more evident 
on the reverse of this otherwise toned, medium brown proof. A spot in the 
obverse field above the Y in LIBERTY is the only singularly mentionable 
surface blemish. 

1911 PR64 Red and Brown PCGS. Streaks of orange-red, dark brown, 
and golden colors overlay both sides of this crisply struck near-Gem.

259 1952 Cent PR65 Red NGC, bright orange-red surfaces; 1952 Nickel 
PR67 NGC, lightly toned; 1952 Dime PR66 NGC, the brilliant surfaces 
show just a hint of light golden peripheral color; 1952 Quarter PR66 
NGC. almost completely brilliant; and 1952 Half PR65 NGC, a faint arc 
of violet-blue is seen around each side of this otherwise brilliant Gem.

275 1864 Large Motto MS65 Red PCGS. Orange-tan in color with a sharp 
strike and pleasing luster. The reverse has several heavy die cracks (as 
struck). The obverse has a few toning specks and a tiny lamination (as 
struck) in the lower left center. The reverse has slight streaky brown haze 
in the lower periphery. 

276 1865 MS61 Brown ANACS. Sharply struck with muted luster and lighter 
tan-brown color on the upper reverse. Seemingly conservatively graded. 

277 1867 MS62 Brown ANACS. Saddle-brown patina with several interest¬ 
ing die cracks on the reverse. Well struck and very pleasing. 

278 1868 AU58 ANACS. The pleasing brown surfaces show remnants of 
underlying, original red. 

279 1869—Recolored—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Sharply struck 
with suspicious emerald-green color on the obverse. 

280 1870—Recolored—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Bright, variegated 
red and orange coloration. 

281 1871 MS62 Brown PCGS. Only 721,100 business strikes were produced 
of this issue. Sharply defined in all areas, murky brown patina covers 
both sides with a planchet flake out of the denomination on the reverse. 

282 1871 MS62 Brown ANACS. Sharply struck with tan-brown patina that 
has subdued the luster. Die cracks (as struck) dominate the peripheries. 

PROOF TWO CENT PIECE 

283 1870 PR66 Red and Brown NGC. The deeply reflective surfaces of this 
Gem quality proof possess a mixture of fiery red and rich brown colors 
that combine to create an attractive woodgrain finish that is popular 
among many collectors. 

THREE CENT SILVER 

284 1852 MS63 ANACS. Typically struck with the shield and a few reverse 
stars not fully detailed. Brilliant and lustrous, with no obtrusive abra¬ 
sions. 1852 was the high water mark for the Three Cent Silver issue, with 
over 18 million pieces minted. 

285 1853 MS61 ANACS. The obverse is slate-gray with peripheral gold 
color, while the milky-white reverse is speckled with blue-gray patina. 
The strike is very good and is complemented with nice luster. A few 
wispy slide marks appear when the obverse is tilted at a certain angle. 

286 1853 MS62 ANACS. Almost brilliant and well struck with the usual die 
clashing in the fields. Very heavy metal flow is also noted on each side. 

287 1860 MS64 ANACS. Sharply struck with bright centers that are sur¬ 
rounded by golden peripheries. 

288 1861 MS63 ANACS. Typically struck but with rich original peripheral 
toning in shades of crimson, violet, sea-green and tan-brown. A pin- 
scratch in the central pillar of the denomination is well hidden. A nice 
example from the first year of the Civil War.

Struck from heavily clashed 
dies, with phantom outlines of wrong-side devices that are obvious to the 
naked eye.

1871 PR64 PCGS. Deeply mirrored with rich, multicolored toning on 
each side. 

THREE CENT NICKELS 

1865 AU58 ANACS, scratch on cheek, lightly clashed dies (as struck), 
reverse denomination has striking weakness; 1865 MS62 ANACS, heav¬ 
ily clashed dies, reverse denomination is weakly struck, several die 
cracks (as struck), a pinscratch in the lower left reverse; 1853Arrows 
AU55 ANACS, struck from heavily worn dies that are buckling in the 
upper reverse, a problem-free and numismatically interesting coin. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

1866 MS64 ANACS. Struck from heavily clashed dies, with deeply 
incused design elements on both sides. Both sides have several die cracks 
(as struck) that briefly radiate from the rim toward the center of the coin. 
A well struck and lilac-tinged example that is seemingly conservatively 
graded. 

1881—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. A nice example 
despite a very light cleaning, with smooth surfaces and a set of interest¬ 
ing die cracks (as struck) on the reverse. 

1887 MS65 PCGS. A lustrous Gem with slate-gray color. A very good 
strike with just a trace of weakness on the first pillar of the denomination. 
The surfaces are uncommonly well preserved. Each side has a few minis¬ 
cule planchet flakes, as struck. There is evidence of die rust, as struck, at 
the bottom of the reverse. Many details of the wreath and bow are miss¬ 
ing due to die polishing, also as struck. Population: 21 in 65, 5 finer 
( 11 / 01 ). 

PROOF THREE CENT NICKELS 

1870 PR62 ANACS. A sharply struck example that is silver-gray and 
peppered with tiny dark toning specks. Multiple tiny lint marks, as 
struck, are in the upper obverse. A very nice coin for the assigned grade. 

1871 PR62 ANACS. A few carbon flecks are on the obverse, while the 
reverse has hazy variegated lilac patina. Sharply struck with a few promi¬ 
nent raised lines from die polishing (as struck) on the reverse. Also a nice 
coin for the grade. 

1872 PR63 ANACS Cameo. Well struck with scattered miniscule carbon 
flecks and light lilac haze in the fields. Die polishing lines (as struck) 
seen in the fields. Only the most trivial contact marks are present. 

1873 Closed 3 PR63 ANACS. Attractive yellow-gold patina can be seen 
at certain angles in the obverse mirrored fields, while the reverse has both 
bright yellow and violet color. Sharply detailed and with a few carbon 
flecks. 

1873 Closed 3 PR64 NGC. An attractive, well struck Proof with milky- 
white patina that covers most of the mirrored fields. Upon intense exam¬ 
ination, a few trivial reverse hairlines can be found. 

1874 PR64 ANACS Obv. Cameo. Gold and violet patina graces this 
lovely proof example. Sharply detailed and with heavy, striated die pol¬ 
ish lines (as struck) on both sides. A nice example for the grade. 

1875 PR60 ANACS. Despite some hairlines on both sides, this proof sur¬ 
vivor retains its eye appeal. Yellow-gold and lavender colors dance 
across the surfaces when they are tilted at a certain angle. 

1876 PR63 ANACS. The yellow-brown patinated devices provide mod¬ 
est contrast with the lavender colored fields. The mirrored fields have 
faint yellow-tinged haze. A dark toning spot rests atop the final A in 
AMERICA. The strike is sharply detailed. The surfaces are refreshingly 
free from hairlines and other abrasions. 

1880 PR67 PCGS. Brilliant throughout with nearly perfect surfaces. The 
fields show evidence of heavy die polishing as the ribbon ends are great¬ 
ly attenuated and disconnected from the wreath above. 

1882 PR63 ANACS. A richly detailed Proof with dusky yellow-brown 
patina that overlays the devices and much of the otherwise lilac colored 
mirror fields. There are only the most trivial contact marks. A seemingly 
conservatively graded example. 
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1883 PR64 ANACS. A well struck example that has modest cameo con¬ 
trast, although it is not designated as Cameo on the encapsulation insert. 
The obverse is brilliant with silver-tinged fields, while the reverse has 
golden-brown patina that leads to some haze on the otherwise velvety 
mirrored fields. The obverse has been sprinkled with miniscule toning 
specks. A reverse die crack (as struck) radiates toward the center. A nice 
coin that is generally free of contact marks or hairlines. 

1883 PR67 PCGS. Hazy pastel-brown patina covers the flashy mirrored 
fields of this sharply struck and immaculately preserved Superb Gem. 
With an Open 3 in the date, as is the case for all Three Cent Nickels of 
this date. It would be an arduous task to improve upon this lovely proof 
example. 

1884 PR64 ANACS. The highly reflective mirrors have gold-yellow pati¬ 
na when rotated under a light. Well struck, with traces of die clashing (as 
struck) on the reverse. Well preserved and seemingly conservatively 
graded. 

1885 PR64 ANACS. Bright yellow color greets the viewer as the mir¬ 
rored fields are rotated under a light. The surfaces have scattered minis¬ 
cule carbon flecks. A small scratch just left of the denomination is the 
only abrasion of any significance. 

1885 PR64 PCGS. The golden-gray surfaces reveal a modest glow in the 
fields. With no mentionable hairlines or carbon spots, this coin has the 
eye appeal of a full Gem grade. 

1886 PR64 ANACS. Sharply detailed, with the fields changing from 
lavender to gold color as it is rotated. The obverse has a few tiny gray- 
brown toning spots. A nice example of a popular proof-only year in the 
Three Cent Nickel series. 

1887 PR64 ANACS. The mirrored fields change color from lavender to 
gold at certain angles. A small lamination (as struck) is at one o’clock on 
the obverse. Die polishing has removed many of the wreath details, as 
struck. A light pinscratch lurks aside the first pillar in the denomination, 
otherwise a well preserved example. 

1887/6 PR64 ANACS. The yellow-brown devices rise above the laven¬ 
der-tinged fields. The reflectivity of the mirrored fields is muted by a 
light yellow patina. A couple of lint marks (as struck) are in the left 
obverse field, while the reverse has incused outlines due to clashed dies. 
A few tiny red-brown specks do not interfere with the eye appeal. Evi¬ 
dence of the repunched date can also be seen under and within the 88 in 
the date. 

1888—Cleaned—ANACS. Proof, Net PR60. Light rose toning is seen 
over each side. 

1888—Spot Tooled—ANACS. Net PR60. A set of hairlines are seen at 
certain angles in the field below Liberty’s chin, where minor repair work 
has taken place. Sharply struck with slight haze in the reverse mirrored 
fields. 

1888 PR64 ANACS. Dusky yellow-brown patina competes with laven¬ 
der-color for dominance in the highly reflective fields. A tiny lamination, 
as struck, is in the lower reverse periphery. A few very trivial abrasions 
on the denomination do not detract. 

1889 PR64 NGC. A crisply detailed example with even steel-gray color 
with blushes of charcoal and russet. When seen at an angle, the mirrors 
show apricot and lilac patina. The obverse is exceptionally well pre¬ 
served, while the reverse has a trivial scratch that apparently accounts for 
the grade. 

1889 PR65 NGC. Unquestionably Gem, this example has an exquisite 
strike and light golden patina. It lacks the hazing and spotting that are 
typical for proofs of the series. There is a tiny lamination, as struck, at 
nine o’clock on the obverse. The surfaces are virtually as minted. The 
final year of the denomination, and from a low proof mintage of only 
3,436 pieces. 

SHIELD NICKELS 

1866 Rays—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. A representa¬ 
tive of the first Nickel variety, with its design similar to that of the Two 
Cent Piece that premiered two years before. This tan-brown coin has sev¬ 
eral interesting die cracks (as struck) on both sides, with evidence of die 
crumbling in the lower reverse. Very lightly cleaned with muted, semi¬ 
prooflike fields. 

1866 Rays AU55 ANACS. A mildly prooflike example with green-gold 
patina. The reverse rim is bruised at 6 o'clock, but the surfaces offer no 
other problems. 

1866 Rays MS65 NGC. Honey-tan patina is evenly endowed on both 
sides. A typical strike that shows slight weakness of detail in the centers, 
while the peripheral devices are sharp. Both sides have die cracks (as 
struck) that are heaviest in the upper obverse. The surfaces are well pre¬ 
served and especially pristine on the obverse.

322 1870 MS64 PCGS. Lustrous and lightly toned, with an unusually sharp 
strike. Scarce with sharp definition. 

323 1873 Open 3 MS62 ANACS. Lightly toned with a spot near the obverse 
rim at 7 o’clock. 

PROOF SHIELD NICKELS 

324 1867 No Rays PR65 Cameo NGC. The deeply reflective mirrored fields 
have light gold patina when tilted at a certain angle. Expertly shuck and 
with a surface preservation worthy of Gem designation. Each side has a 
tiny lintmark, as struck. Proof 1867 Nickels were issued with and with¬ 
out rays between the reverse stars. The No Rays variety is much more 
readily obtainable. 

325 1869 PR63 PCGS. Pleasing golden-tan patina adds eye appeal to this 
attractive and deeply mirrored proof. Close inspection reveals a couple of 
trivial, wispy reverse hairlines, while a pair of depressions in the lowest 
horizontal shield stripe are probably as struck.

The striped field within the shield has numerous miniscule lint marks, 
as shuck. Each side has a tiny lamination at the periphery. The surfaces 
are nicely preserved. With a closed 3 in the date, as is the case with all 
proofs for this date. Population: 24 in 66,0 finer (9/01). 

327 1875 PR65 PCGS. Warm orange-gold iridescence blankets the reflective 
surfaces of this smooth, well preserved Gem. Fully struck throughout. 

328 1879 PR63 NGC. Bright with nicely reflective fields and a great appear¬ 
ance for the grade. A single small black spot is mentioned at 3 o’clock on 
the reverse rim. 

329 1879 PR65 ANACS. A pleasing example with golden-yellow patinated 
mirrored fields and expertly detailed devices. A lint mark (as struck) is 
the lower obverse, while a couple very trivial abrasions are on the 
reverse. 

330 1880 PR62 ANACS, the iridescent violet-yellow mirrored fields are also 
speckled with charcoal-gray patina. Sharply struck with pleasing sur¬ 
faces. A few barely noticeable hairlines on the reverse apparently account 
for the grade; and an 1884 PR63 ANACS, pleasing golden-brown patina 
with freckles of darker color, a razor sharp strike and attractive despite a 
tick on the cheek.

334 1881 PR65 Cameo PCGS. Pastel iridescence dances across glowing 
fields and nicely frosted devices. This crisply impressed Gem is free of 
bothersome surface blemishes. 

335 1883 PR65 PCGS. Lightly and subtly toned with lovely, problem-free 
surfaces. 

336 1883 PR65 PCGS. This silver-gray representative is free of grade-limit¬ 
ing hairlines and contact marks. The lightest blush of orange-gold irides¬ 
cence is seen at a few angles. 

LIBERTY NICKELS 

337 1883 No Cents MS63 ANACS. pale pastel toning; and a 1916-D— 
Scratched—ANACS, Unc Details, Net MS60, pale golden coloration, a 
hairline-thin scratch crosses the center of the obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

338 1883 No Cents MS64 ANACS. Lustrous and beautifully toned. 

339 1885 AG3 ANACS. Wom into the rims but the date is complete and dis¬ 
tinct. Light, original surfaces. 

340 1886 Good 6 ANACS. Just a nice, problem-free example of this key 
issue. Just the kind of coin that would have fit in with my Liberty Nick¬ 
el set 1 put together when 1 was eight years old. Looking at this coin kind 
of brings back memories. 

341 1899 MS64 PCGS. This crisply impressed near-Gem is originally pre¬ 
served with golden-gray iridescence over blemish-free features. The 
nicely preserved surfaces are just shy of an even higher grade. 


1902 MS64 NGC. Lustrous and lightly toned 
From the Ric Leichtung Collection. 

1911 MS64 PCGS. Both sides have iridescent lavender patina Lustrous 
with a good strike. A tiny dig in the reverse near the denomination is 
mentioned for accuracy. 

An attractive near-Gem with light golden-brown pati¬ 
na, good luster, and a crisp strike. A coin that is seemingly worthy of full 
Gem designation.

1883 No Cents PR62 ANACS. Although lightly patinated, the proof sta¬ 
tus of this first year only issue is easily recognized by the depth of its 
glassy fields and razor sharp details. 

1888 PR63 NGC. The obverse is nicely mirrored and displays a light 
coating of silver-gray color, the reverse is somewhat deeper in tone with 
gray-brown hues. 

1888 PR67 NGC. Breen-2545. Exquisitely struck and attractively toned 
with lavender patina that is framed by rings of gold, violet, and lime- 
green color. The obverse is fully pristine, while the reverse comes very 
close. The first three digits in the date are doubled with a very narrow 
spread. Population: 7 in 67,0 finer (9/01). 

1894—Reverse Corroded—ANACS. Proof, Net PR55. The obverse is by 
far the more reflective of the two sides and both sides are draped in blue 
and gold pastels. 

1906 PR65 Cameo PCGS. Pastel shades of gold and violet grace this 
lovely Gem. Exquisitely struck and remarkably free of contact marks and 
hairlines, although the central reverse has portions of a thumb print. 

1909 PR64 NGC. Deeply mirrored with smoky gray and blue toning over 
each side.

1909 PR64 Cameo ANACS. A lovely Proof with golden-lilac color on 
the devices and deep mirrored fields that reflect golden-yellow under a 
light. Well struck with slight haze in the reverse. Perfect for inclusion in 
a Gem cameo proof type set. 

1910 PR64 NGC Deeply mirrored with light multicolored toning on 
each side. Nice coin.

BUFFALO NICKELS 

1913 Type One—Lacquered—ANACS, UNC Details, Net MS60, well 
struck with yellow-gold patina and good luster and no bothersome abra¬ 
sions; 1916 MS63, lustrous with light gold color, well struck and prob¬ 
lem-free; 1918—Scratched—ANACS, UNC Details, Net MS60, laven¬ 
der and gold colors compete for territory, a straight scratch from the nose 
to the rim is not obtrusive, lustrous with a good strike. 

1913- S Type One MS61 ANACS. Glossy gray and olive-gold surfaces 
with the usual matte-like texture. 

1913-S Type One MS63 ANACS. Sharply defined with subdued, satin¬ 
like surfaces. 

1913-S Type One MS64 PCGS. Originally toned with bright lemon-gold 
and iridescent violet patina. Much better struck than are most S-mint 
Buffaloes. The luster is good and the surfaces appear to be virtually pris¬ 
tine even under close examination. 

1913-D Type Two MS62 ANACS. This scarcer first year issue exhibits 
golden toning primarily on the reverse and is struck from rotated dies. 

1913- D Type Two MS63 ANACS. Predominately with gold patina, but 
with hints of lilac color. A nice coin with good luster and generally abra¬ 
sion-free surfaces. Struck from rotated dies. Much more scarce than the 
Type One or ‘raised ground’ variety. 

1914- D MS62 ANACS. Lustrous and lightly toned but a tad softly 
struck. A scarce, key date issue. 

1914-S MS63 ANACS. Steel-gray in color with hints of violet irides¬ 
cence in selected areas. An attractive Nickel despite a typical strike, 
which has the usually seen weakness of definition in the centers. 

1915 MS64 PCGS. Richly toned with iridescent green, gold, violent and 
yellow patina. The luster and strike are good. A few trivial abrasions are 
on each of the major devices. 

1915 MS64 PCGS. An untoned example with good luster and an above 
average strike. A shallow pinscratch is on the bison’s hide, otherwise a 
problem-free coin. 
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1916-D MS64 ANACS. An untoned example with good luster and a typ¬ 
ical strike. The surfaces are pleasing and do not have any mentionable 
abrasions. 

1916- S MS62 ANACS. A typically struck example with good luster. A 
few trivial abrasions are on the devices on each side. Struck from worn 
dies with heavy flow lines, the fields have an ‘orange peel’ texture. 

1917 MS64 PCGS. The obverse has striated golden-brown color with 
hints of lavender and crimson patina, while the reverse has iridescent 
gold and violet colors in the fields. A typical strike with very good luster. 
The bison has a pinscratch across his foreleg, otherwise a splendid exam¬ 
ple. 

1917- D MS63 ANACS. Well struck for a branch mint variety, this Nick¬ 
el also benefits from attractive yellow and lavender patina. Lustrous and 
with surfaces that are seemingly deserving of a better grade. 

1918- D XF45 ANACS. Light gray surfaces. There is a long die crack 
along the jawline of the Native American. 

1919 MS63 ANACS. Vibrant, satiny luster cannot be contained by exten¬ 
sive areas of golden-orange patina. 

1919- D Fine 15 ANACS. This well worn but otherwise problem-free 
example has silver-gray centers and dusky-charcoal fields. The date is 
surprisingly sharp. 

1919-D—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Dusky gray-brown 
toning covers both sides of this well struck but lightly circulated semi¬ 
key issue. 

1921 MS64 PCGS. An above average strike and good luster compliment 
this example. Slate-gray in color, there do not appear to be any abrasions 
that would prevent an even higher grade. 

1921-S Fine 12 ANACS. A well-worn but otherwise problem-free exam¬ 
ple of this scarce variety. About three quarters of the bison’s hom 
remains. A lengthy die crack (as struck) is in the upper obverse. The 
1921-S Nickel has one of the lowest mintages in the series. 

1923-S AU50 PCGS. A dusky-gray Nickel with light wear and matte-like 
granually pebbly surfaces (as made). Nice for the grade, without any dis¬ 
tracting abrasions. From an above-average strike, although LIBERTY is 
softly impressed. A scarce date even in upper circulated grades, as is the 
case with all S-mint Buffalo Nickels from the early to mid twenties. 

1924 MS63 PCGS. Steel-gray color dominates this Nickel, which also 
has horizontal streaks of rose-brown patina. From an early die state, with 
die polishing lines (as struck) throughout the fields. The strike is good 
but by no means full, while satiny luster adds to the eye appeal. Seem¬ 
ingly a candidate for a higher grade. 

1925 MS64 PCGS. Typically struck with slate-gray color and good lus¬ 
ter. The obverse including the date has strike doubling. Upon lengthy 
inspection, a few miniscule abrasions and carbon flecks can be found, but 
this near-Gem fully deserves its designation. 

1925- S XF45 ANACS. Olive-gold patina is interrupted by streaks of vio¬ 
let. This better date example has good details for the grade. The date, 
which is unprotected by a rim, is already blurry. A few miniscule ticks on 
the devices do not detract from the eye appeal. 

1926 MS64 ANACS. Lustrous with a typical strike that does have above 
average definition on the bison’s lower foreleg. Light lemon-gold color 
enhances the periphery. A problem-free example. 

1926 MS65 PCGS. Dusky-gray patina with traces of olive-gold colors. 
Typically struck, but with better than usual reverse details. Lustrous, and 
with well preserved surfaces. 

1926- S Fine 12 ANACS. The 1926-S is the only Buffalo Nickel date with 
a mintage of under one million. An evenly worn example that is choice 
and problem-free for the grade. 

1927 MS63 PCGS. A lilac-gray colored example with a typical strike, 
good luster and a few miniscule carbon specks on the obverse. The sur¬ 
faces are well-preserved. 

1927- S XF40 ANACS. A circulated, silver-tan colored representative of 
this conditional rarity, which is common in lower circulated grades but 
very scarce in mint state. Problem-free for the grade. 

1929 MS63 PCGS. A steel-gray Nickel with hints of purple iridescence 
in the fields. The reverse has a good strike, with the usual lightness of 
strike in the obverse center. The bison has a small, shallow cut in its 
flank, otherwise the coin is well-preserved. 

1929 MS64 PCGS. This example has a slightly above average strike, 
with more detail in the center than often seen. The surfaces have only the 
most trivial abrasions. Slate-gray in color, with a hint of rose patina on 
the lower reverse. 
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1929 MS64 PCGS. Typically struck with good luster and hints of golden 
patina at the periphery. The bison has a few trivial abrasions, with the rest 
of the surfaces nearly as minted. 

1930 MS65 ANACS. Highly lustrous with a touch of light patina. 

1931-S MS65 PCGS. Typically struck with golden-green patina and 
bands of iridescent peripheral color on the obverse. Lustrous and well 
preserved. 

1934-D MS64 PCGS. Typically struck with good peripheral details but 
with softness of detail in the centers. The luster is good and there are only 
the most trivial abrasions. The obverse has a couple of small carbon 
spots. An interesting die crack (as struck) runs from the center of the 
obverse to the tip of the nose. A later but slightly better date in the series. 

1934-D MS64 PCGS. Shades of lavender and green-gold patina compete 
for territory on the surfaces of this near-Gem. Typically struck and lus¬ 
trous, with surfaces that are free from distracting abrasions. A thin, 
lengthy die crack (as struck) nearly bisects the obverse. 

1934- D MS65 PCGS. Honey-gold and pastel lavender patina alternate 
across the surfaces of this attractive Gem. Typically struck, but the mint- 
mark is sharp. The luster is good and only the most miniscule abrasions 
can be found. A horizontal die crack (as struck) nearly bisects the Indian. 
The dies are rotated by about 30 degrees. 

1935- D MS64 PCGS. This well preserved example has good luster, and 
surfaces that from a technical perspective are seemingly deserving of full 
Gem status. However, like most mintmarked Buffalo Nickels, the strike 
does not bring up full obverse details, with a pebbly, granular surface in 
the portions of the surface that were not well brought up. 

1935-D MS64 NGC. Lilac highlights are on the obverse devices, while 
the fields are olive-gold in color. The fields are essentially pristine, while 
a few very trivial abrasions are on the devices. Typically struck, but with 
good luster. 

1935-D MS64 PCGS. Untoned and lustrous with a strike that has typical 
weakness of detail in the centers. The peripheral legends are blurry, as 
struck. There are no mentionable abrasions on either side. 

1935-D MS64 ANACS. Lustrous and without mentionable abrasion, but 
softly struck in the centers and in the peripheral legends. 

1935-S MS64 PCGS. A lustrous Nickel with surfaces that are nearly free 
from abrasions. A technical grader’s delight, as aside from the usually 
seen weak central strike, there is nothing that would prevent a much 
higher grade. 

1935-S MS64 PCGS. This lustrous, typically struck example has pleas¬ 
ingly iridescent golden-violet patina. A nice, problem-free coin. 

1935-S MS64 PCGS. Typically struck, but with good luster. Untoned 
except for an occasional streak of pastel tan patina. A well preserved 
near-Gem that would grade even higher if it had a better strike. 

1937-D Three-Legged AU55 PCGS. Green-gray patina with much orig¬ 
inal mint luster still intact. A good strike for the variety, with surfaces that 
are very much free of bothersome abrasions despite brief circulation. The 
most famous and popular of all the various die polishing error varieties. 

1937- D Three-Legged AU55 ANACS. A dusky gray example of this pop¬ 
ular mint error, which has the partially effaced hind legs that help to 
authenticate the variety. Considerable luster is still extant, and the only 
abrasion of any relevance is a scratch above the eye of the Indian. 

1938- D Buffalo Nickel MS65 NGC; 1938-D Buffalo Nickel MS66 NGC; 
1941 Dime MS67 NGC; 1945 Dime MS66 NGC; and (3) 1945-D Dimes 
MS66 NGC. (Total; 7 coins) 

1938-D/D MS66 ANACS. Repunched Mintmark. Yellow-green patina 
brightens the surfaces of this well preserved example. The strike is above 
average, with good definition on the lower hair braids. Buffalo Nickels 
for the year 1938 were only produced in Denver, as the new Jefferson 
design took over the denomination. The upright of a secondary D is left 
of the prominent mintmark. 

1938-D/S MS66 PCGS. A good strike with the mintmark and its 
repunched details crisply defined. Untoned except for faint violet color 
in the obverse periphery. Very lustrous with well preserved surfaces. 

PROOF BUFFALO NICKEL 

1915 PR65 PCGS. Sharply struck with slate-gray and olive-gold patina. 
The surfaces are virtually pristine, and seemingly deserve an even high¬ 
er grade. Proof examples such as this provide an uncommon opportunity 
to see James Fraser's popular design essentially fully struck.

404 1939 PR64 ANACS. Reverse of 1938. Light gold color enhances the cen¬ 
ters, which are ringed by a peripheral band of light lavender-blue patina. 
The reverse has light haze in the deeply mirrored fields. 

405 1942 Type One PR65 NGC. Whispers of iridescent gold toning enliven 
the already impressive surfaces of this well preserved Gem. Pleasing 
brightness is seen on both sides. 

406 1942-P Type Two PR65 ANACS. The milky-gray patina is enhanced 
with blushes of peripheral gold and violet-blue colors. Well struck with 
razor sharp steps. A nice example. The 1942-P Nickel was the first date 
of any denomination to be stmck with the P mintmark. 

407 1950 PR67 PCGS. A beauty with hints of lavender and yellow patina. 
The strike is essentially complete. The surfaces are virtually free from 
abrasions. 

408 1951 PR65 PCGS. Well struck with lavender highlights on the bust of 
Jefferson. The left obverse field has light lilac-tinged haze. The reverse 
has cameo contrast, although not designated as such on the encapsulated 

409 1952 PR66 PCGS. Jefferson's portrait has a purple-blue patina, while the 
reverse mirrored fields reveal blushes of gold color at certain angles. 
There is light purple haze in the left obverse field. 

410 1953 PR66 NGC. Hints of gold and violet patina appear when the fields 
are viewed at a certain angle. A well struck and essentially pristine exam¬ 
ple. 

411 1953 PR67 PCGS. Lavender and orange-gold color are faintly evident on 
this exceedingly well struck example. An essentially pristine coin. 

412 1953 PR67 PCGS. Deeply mirrored and lightly toned. A nearly perfect 
proof Nickel. 

413 1953 PR67 PCGS. Bright yellow-gold and lavender patina add eye 
appeal to this sharply struck Superb Gem.

416 1795 Fair 2 ANACS. V-4, LM-10, R.3. Heavily worn into the rims. The 
surfaces are very light in color, suggesting cleaning at one time. 

BUST HALF DIMES 

417 1830 AU58 ICG. V-l. LM-14, R.3. Nicely toned around the peripheries. 
Interestingly, contemporary cast counterfeits of this variety are known 
made from German silver. 

418 1830 MS61 ANACS. V-6, LM-8, R.l. The obverse has pleasing aqua- 
blue and russet patina, while the reverse has just a hint of rose color on 
otherwise brilliant surfaces. Sharply struck and lustrous. A pinscratch is 
under the date, while another travels from the left base of the bust to Lib¬ 
erty’s ear. 

419 1833 MS60 ANACS. V-l, LM-10, R.l. The brilliant centers are framed 
by peripheral golden-brown patina. Sharply struck, and with problem- 
free surfaces that are seemingly worthy of a higher grade. 

420 1834 MS64 PCGS. V-l, LM-2, R.l. Pleasing light brown patina graces 
each side of this sharply struck near-Gem. Lustrous, and without any 
abrasions that would preclude an even higher grade. 

421 1835 Small Date Large 5C MS64 NGC. V-5, LM-8, R.2. Light gold pati¬ 
na and prooflike mirrored fields add eye appeal to this near-Gem. The 
obverse has a very good strike, while the reverse shows weakness of 
striking detail only in the left center. The reverse legend is strike doubled 
and the reflective fields have a dusting of light tan color. 

SEATED HALF DIMES 

422 1838 No Drapery MS64 PCGS. The brilliant centers give way to irides¬ 
cent brown, violet, and aqua-green patina. Well struck and lustrous, and 
without noticeable abrasions. A seemingly conservatively graded exam¬ 
ple. The dies are rotated approximately 30 degrees. 

423 1838 Small Stars MS62 ICG. Both sides have a light grape-purple pati¬ 
na. Well struck with good luster, and struck from clashed dies. Heavy die 
rust (as struck) gives Liberty a skin condition. The surfaces are not dis¬ 
turbed by abrasions. A seemingly conservatively graded example. 


424 1839 No Drapery MS64 NGC. This scarcer second year of type is char¬ 
acteristically bold with delicate golden accents about the peripheral 
devices. 

425 1840 Drapery AU58 PCGS. The more difficult of the two Half Dime 
types produced in Philadelphia this year, this deeply toned example is 
sharply struck and problem-free for the grade. 

426 1841 MS62 ANACS. Sharply struck with original, attractive lilac patina. 
Muted luster and a couple of reverse abrasions limit the grade. A scarce 
variety in Uncirculated condition, despite a mintage of over 1 million 
coins. 

427 1843 MS63 ANACS. The bright lemon-gold patina is especially evident 
at the borders. Nicely struck, lustrous and without bothersome abrasions. 

428 1848 Medium Date MS62 ANACS. Iridescent violet and russet patina 
graces the obverse, while the reverse is largely untoned. Well struck with 
modest luster and surfaces that have few relevant abrasions for the grade. 

429 1851-0 AU55 PCGS. The dusky lilac patina is evenly distributed on both 
sides. The strike is good but a trifle weak on the upper left side of the 
wreath. The majority of the original mint luster remains, but is subdued. 
The surfaces are pleasingly free from detectable abrasions. 

430 1853 Arrows AU58 ANACS. Lustrous, brilliant and heavily die clashed. 
A problem-free example with good eye appeal. 

431 1858-0 MS64 PCGS. Bright mint luster underlies the rich tonal qualities 
that are seen over each side. The reverse is significantly lighter and 
brighter in hue than the obverse. Well defined. 

432 1859 MS61 ANACS. Repunched Date. The magenta-tinged devices rise 
above maroon-brown patinated fields, with hints of aqua-green at the 
reverse periphery. Sharply struck with modestly prooflike fields. A few 
lint marks are seen in the obverse field. The base of an errant 1 can be 
seen just below the 1 in the date. A seemingly conservatively graded 
example. 

433 1859 MS61 ANACS. Repunched Date. Slate-gray devices and pastel 
lavender fields are framed by a peripheral ring of russet and cobalt-blue 
patina. Well struck with mildly prooflike fields. The obverse fields have 
numerous small abrasions that account for the grade. The date has been 
repunched, with the vestiges of the base of a 1 just below the 1 in the 
date. 

434 1859 MS66 NGC. Typically struck, with sharp details on Liberty's head 
and the star centrils, but with softer details on the upper left portion of the 
wreath. Heavy die polishing lines (as struck) are especially prominent on 
the reverse, but do not detract from the eye appeal of this prooflike, 
untoned, and virtually abrasion-free Gem. 

435 1860 MS62 ANACS. Lavender patina blesses both sides, with hints of 
aqua-green color on the reverse. A good strike, modest luster, and sur¬ 
faces free from mentionable abrasion add to the eye appeal. 

436 1860 MS63 ANACS. This more available variety of the date has the leg¬ 
end UNITED STATES OF AMERICA in the obverse field instead of thir¬ 
teen stars. The obverse is well struck, but the reverse has slight weakness 
of strike in the left side of the wreath. The dusky-lilac patina partly sub¬ 
dues the luster. The surfaces are free from any mentionable abrasions. 

437 1861 MS62 ANACS. Dusky yellow-brown patina covers both sides of 
this Half Dime. The strike is good except for slight weakness in the left 
side of the reverse wreath. Struck from heavily clashed dies. A pleasing 
coin for the grade, perhaps held back by the subdued luster. 

438 1862 MS63 ANACS. Struck from heavily clashed dies, with several let¬ 
ters from the reverse denomination incused in the device of the Seated 
Liberty. Brilliant with hints of brown color at the obverse periphery. Well 
struck and with good luster. A seemingly conservatively graded example. 

439 1862 MS66 PCGS. Richly toned in shades of lilac, golden-brown, and 
gray-green colors. A well struck and exquisitely preserved Gem. A pop¬ 
ular variety that was struck during the Civil War. Population: 27 in 66.15 
finer (11/01). 

440 1866-S—Rims Filed—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The filed rims 
are just barely visible in the holder. The coin actually looks quite nice 
with light golden-brown accents on each side and good luster cbaracter- 
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1871 MS65 NGC. Iridescently toned with violet and sea-green patina. 
The luster and strike are good, and the surfaces are without noticeable 
abrasions. Population: 23 in 65, 11 finer (9/01). 

1872 MS61 ANACS. Light golden-brown patina graces the borders. Lus¬ 
trous with a typical strike that has slight weakness of detail in the left 
upper wreath. Struck from heavily clashed dies. The reverse has a few 
wispy slide marks that account for the grade. 

1872-S AU58 ANACS. Mintmark Below Bow. This coin is from a good 
strike, and has very light rub on the high points of the devices. The lus¬ 
ter is good and essentially full. The centers are brilliant, and are framed 
by iridescent shades of yellow, purple and blue that deepen at the periph¬ 
eries. A nice coin for the grade. 

1872- S MS62 ANACS. Mintmark Below Bow. The 1872-S Half Dime 
has two varieties depending upon the location of the mintmark. On this 
coin, the mintmark is below the bow, which according to Coin World 
Trends is the slightly more desirable variety. Brilliant with flashy, light¬ 
ly prooflike surfaces. A few trivial abrasions in the fields do not detract 
from the pleasing eye appeal. 

1873- S MS62 ANACS. From the final year of the denomination, this 
example has pastel lilac color in the centers that darkens to russet and 
aqua-green patina at the periphery. The strike is good, with trivial weak¬ 
ness of detail only in the upper left wreath on the reverse. The luster is 
modest, and a few minor abrasions in the central reverse are appropriate 
for the grade. 

PROOF SEATED HALF DIMES 
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1863 PR61 ANACS. Sharply defined, the surfaces present a very sub¬ 
dued appearance due to a moderate coating of argent-gray patina. 

1863 PR65 PCGS. Light gold patina and a sharp strike enhances the eye 
appeal of this attractive Gem. The reverse shows very heavy raised hor¬ 
izontal die polishing lines that are as struck and should not be confused 
with hairlines. A lint mark (as struck) is right of Liberty’s head. The 1 in 
the date has been repunched. Population: 30 in 65, 9 finer (11/01). 

1871 PR63 ANACS. A lovely proof Half Dime, with mirrored fields that 
are yellow-gold in color with hints of rose at the peripheries. Sharply 
struck with Cameo contrast, although not designated as such on the 
insert.

1871 PR65 NGC. Richly toned with original violet, blue-green, gold and 
pastel crimson patina. The strike is sharp except in the upper left portion 
of the wreath, and the corresponding lower left side of the obverse. The 
surfaces are nicely preserved. 

1873 PR66 PCGS. Final year of the denomination which was eliminat¬ 
ed along with several others by the Mint Act of 1873. A lovely Gem with 
rich gold patina in the centers that deepens into iridescent violet color at 
the peripheries. Sharply struck with lilac haze in the glassy fields. Struck 
from lightly clashed dies. The surfaces are very well preserved. Popula¬ 
tion: 9 in 66, 3 finer (11/01). 

EARLY DIME 
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1805 4 Berries—Plugged—ANACS. AG Details, Net Poor 1. JR-2, R.2. 
A well worn piece that has been holed and plugged. A crude attempt at 
retooling the missing letters on both sides has also occurred. Affordable 
for type. 

BUST DIMES 

1821 Dime Small Date—Damaged—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12, 
well defined with medium gray surfaces, a small indention is seen 
between 10 and C. on the reverse, 1838 Dime Large Stars—Scratched— 
ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40, the deep gray color overall almost 
obscures several scratches in the right obverse field; 1862 Dime AU53 
ANACS, excellent definition remains on steel-gray surfaces. (Total: 3 
coins) 

1827—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. JR-13, R.3. The 
obverse has rings of cobalt-blue, violet and golden-brown patina that 
frame the bust of Liberty. The reverse has brilliant centers and honey- 
brown color at the periphery. From a good strike except for the flatly 
impressed stars. Die polishing (as struck) has erased some of the lower 
reverse details. The reverse has hairlines from a light cleaning. There is 
a tiny circular depression in the lower left obverse field. 

1837 XF40 ANACS. Rotated Dies. JR-4, R.l. As is diagnostic for the 
variety, a large, vertical die crack bisects the obverse. Approximately 45 
degrees of clockwise die rotation is noted on the reverse. Medium gray 
surfaces and typical wear for the grade show on this pleasing example.

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SEATED DIMES 

1838 Large Stars MS65 NGC. A very well struck Gem, with rich origi¬ 
nal red-brown and aqua-green patina. The surfaces have no bothersome 
abrasions, and the luster is good. A heavy die crack, as struck, connects 
much of the reverse legends. 

1839 No Drapery AU58 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with hints of brown and 
aqua-green patina. Sharply struck with full definition in the star centrils 
and on the head of Liberty. The bright luster is not quite full, but comes 
close. A few very trivial abrasions are found upon close inspection. The 
dies are rotated by about 30 degrees. Population: 12 in 58, 68 finer 
( 11 / 01 ). 

1849-0—Damaged, Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Rich 
gunmetal-gray surfaces have a few stray marks on the obverse and are 
somewhat dull from the cleaning. Scarcer New Orleans issue. 

1858 MS60 ANACS. Well struck but somewhat muted due to the depth 
of the toning. There are no mentionable marks or abrasions. 

1859 MS65 NGC. The 1859 is the final year of issue for the Stars 
Obverse type. As such, it appears that a number were saved as the last of 
their kind. However, nowhere near as many were preserved in high 
grades as there are collectors who want high grade examples. This piece 
is brilliant and shows bright, satiny luster that is unfazed by any notice¬ 
able abrasions. The right obverse stars are softly struck, with sharper 
details elsewhere. Population: 18 in 65, 16 finer (9/01). 

1860-S—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Light 
charcoal-gray patina on otherwise brilliant surfaces. Sharply detailed, 
with each star centril fully detailed. The reverse is microscopically pitted 
and has a lightly pebbled appearance under a loupe. An underappreciat¬ 
ed variety; for example NGC has only certified 13 examples in all grades. 

1873 Arrows AU53 NGC. A brilliant example of this surprisingly scarce 
variety. The obverse has a few light obverse scratches. Weakly struck on 
Liberty’s head and on the left side of the wreath, with much better details 
elsewhere. A variety that is always in demand from type collectors, as it 
was only produced for two years. 

1875 MS64 ANACS. Sharply struck throughout and mostly brilliant with 
good luster characteristics. 

1875 MS64 ANACS. Tan-brown patina with hints of purple color are on 
the peripheries of this lovely coin, while the centers are brilliant. From a 
good strike with minor weakness in the upper left wreath. Several wispy 
die cracks (as struck) in the right reverse border. Separated by a few 
obverse luster grazes from full Gem status. 

1877 MS63 ANACS. Gray and speckled russet color show on the 
obverse, the reverse is somewhat lighter with green and gray-gold tones. 

1877-CC MS64 PCGS. Well struck with flashy luster and pleasing 
smoky-gray and cobalt-blue patina. A premium quality specimen that 
would be a splendid addition to a Carson City type set. The obverse leg¬ 
ends are riddled with die cracks, as struck. 

1878 MS63 ANACS. A mixture of steel-gray and gunmetal-blue toning 
equally covers each side. Well struck. 

1880 MS60 ANACS. Deeply toned with partially reflective underlying 
fields, a small patch of marks is seen to the right of the date. 

1882 MS63 ICG. Deep rose and gray toning covers each side of this 
brightly lustrous Dime. Softly struck on the head of Liberty. 

1882 MS63 ANACS. Argent-gray mixes with green and reddish-gold 
colors on the obverse, the reverse is similar and slightly brighter. 

1882 MS64 ICG. Well struck with very good luster and steel-gray sur¬ 
faces. The obverse is especially nice. A seemingly conservatively graded 
example, and an excellent candidate for a near-Gem type set. 

1883 MS66 PCGS. A lustrous Gem with colorful splashes of silver-gray, 
russet, and electric-blue toning on each side. Only a few very tiny abra¬ 
sions are evident even under high-power magnification, and none are out 
of context with the assigned grade. 

1884 MS66 NGC. This brilliant Gem has a tiny trace of champagne ton¬ 
ing at the rims, and displays thick mint frost on each side. The obverse 
strike is soft at Liberty’s head. 

1885 AU58 ANACS. Very lustrous with honey-gold color at the borders. 
The strike is a bit soft on the head of Liberty, but details elsewhere are 
sharp. Certainly an attractive coin for the seemingly conservative grade. 

1887 MS63 ANACS. Gray-golden color blankets the obverse, gray-green 
color overlays the reverse. 

1888 MS63 NGC. A brilliant and typically struck example with very 
good luster and a couple of abrasions in the left obverse periphery. The 
reverse has a couple of die cracks (as struck) at the lower reverse.

479 1858 PR63 ICG. This brilliant example has only minor traces of an 
underlying haze that perhaps represent all that is left of once heavy ton¬ 
ing. The surfaces are somewhat dull, but they are relatively free of hair¬ 
lines or other distractions. 

480 1859 PR64 PCGS. A well struck specimen with hazy patina on the 
obverse and a brilliant reverse. The surfaces are fully reflective on both 
sides. 

481 1872 PR61 ANACS. Although exhibiting the sharpness of a Proof, the 
surfaces display a muted appearance under a thick coating of gray-green 
toning. 

482 1881 PR63 ANACS. Moderately toned overall, a number of small con¬ 
tact marks and hairlines are visible in the reflective fields. 

483 1885 PR65 NGC. A reflective Gem representative with a hint of hazy 
toning on each side. There is one tiny spot on the obverse that is not par¬ 
ticularly objectionable. 

484 1885 PR66 Cameo PCGS. A very attractive example with lemon-gold 
color in the deeply reflective mirrored fields. The reverse is sharply 
struck, while the obverse has slight weakness of detail in Liberty's hair 
and gown. From a proof mintage of only 930 pieces. 

485 1889 PR62 ANACS. Originally toned with a decent strike. A small sta¬ 
ple scratch is seen at the top of the reverse. 

BARBER DIMES 

486 1892 MS60 ANACS, sharply struck with dusky gray toning over both 
sides; 1910 MS60 ANACS, almost brilliant; and a 1912-D MS60 
ANACS, lightly toned on both obverse and reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

487 1895-0—Rim Filed—AN ACS. VG Details, Net Good 4. This key New 
Orleans issue is toned on the reverse in rich turquoise and violet shades. 

488 1895-0 VG8 ANACS. A perfectly balanced and original Very Good that 
attractively lightens on the devices. Scarce and always in demand. 

489 1896 MS64 PCGS. A brilliant, lustrous, and well struck Dime with a 
remarkably smooth portrait. There is a lint mark (as struck) in the central 
reverse, and a die crack (also as struck) emerges from the reverse rim at 
3 o'clock and journeys into an ear of com. A lovely coin that challenges 
the Gem designation. Population: 19 in 64, 15 finer (11/01). 

490 1896 MS64 PCGS. Sharply struck, brilliant and very lustrous. The 
obverse has a few trivial luster grazes that preclude a higher grade, while 
the reverse is virtually pristine. A very pleasing example. Population: 19 
in 64, 15 finer (11/01). 

491 1896-S VG10 PCGS. Peripheral lilac-charcoal patina surrounds the 
stone-white devices. LIBERTY is full, although the E is weak. The 
reverse has several tiny digs that disrupt the right side of the denomina¬ 
tion. A rare date that is coveted in all circulated grades. Population: 1 in 
10,45 finer (11/01). 

492 1897 MS62 ANACS. somewhat dull and lightly toned; 1905 MS62 
ANACS, brilliant; and a 1907 MS62 ANACS, pale golden toning. (Total: 
3 coins) 

493 1898—Cleaned Reverse—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, mostly bril¬ 
liant; 1899—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details. Net MS60, toned deeper 
on the reverse than the obverse and dull from cleaning; 1902— 
Scratched—ANACS, Unc Details, Net MS60, just a bit of color shows 
on each side; and a 1908—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55, 
brown patina over each side with a couple of noticeable scratches on the 
cheek of Liberty. (Total: 4 coins) 

494 1898 MS64 PCGS. While not a key date in the Barber Dime series, the 
1898 becomes a conditional rarity as it approaches Gem preservation. 
This lovely Dime has pleasing shades of rose, aqua-blue, sea-green and 
violet patina. The strike is excellent, and the luster is good with a partic¬ 
ularly flashy obverse. The closest inspection reveals only the most trivial 
abrasions. Seemingly conservatively graded. 

495 1900 MS62 ANACS. rose tinted peripheries; 1903 MS62 ANACS, gold¬ 
en toned; and a 1911 MS62 ANACS, lovely pastel toning. (Total: 3 
coins) 

496 1901 MS63 ICG. Deeper charcoal-gray and emerald-green toning cover 
each side of this fully struck Dime. 


497 1902-0—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net AU50, harshly cleaned on 
both sides, otherwise without problems; and a 1914 AU58 ANACS, bril¬ 
liant with hints of dusky olive color, lustrous with light abrasions on the 
portrait. (Total: 2 coins) 

498 1904 MS61 ANACS. Well struck with just a hint of light peripheral color. 

499 1906 MS61 ANACS. Lightly and evenly toned, a good strike, lustrous 
with unobtrusive abrasions above the denomination; and a 1913 MS63 
ANACS, lustrous with a sharp strike and speckled green and gold patina. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

500 1906-S MS64 NGC. A dusky-gray jewel with good luster and a razor- 
sharp strike. The surfaces are free of all but the most trivial abrasions. 
Population: 22 in 64, 18 finer (9/01). 

501 1907 MS65 PCGS. Original mint brilliance is seen in the center of each 
side with deep charcoal colored accents of color around the margins. A 
nice coin for the grade and quite affordable in Gem condition. 

502 1908 MS66 PCGS. Fully struck with bright, sparkling mint luster on the 
obverse that shows only the slightest hint of color around the periphery. 
The reverse, on the other hand, has a wide band of deep russet-brown 
toning that frames a brilliant center.

504 1911-S MS64 NGC The light, even gray surfaces gradually deepen and 
show multiple flecks of color around the peripheries. Sharply struck and 
quite clean for a non-Gem coin. 

Fully struck, the bright, satiny luster is only inter¬ 
rupted by a few specks of color on each side. Really a nice coin.

508 1916 MS62 ANACS. Light golden toning. 

509 1916 MS62 ANACS. Richly toned with violet and russet patina dominant 
on the obverse, while the reverse has vivid electric-blue and red-brown 
colors. Well struck with good luster and nicely preserved surfaces. 

510 1916 MS63 PCGS. Brilliant, lustrous, and sharply struck. A few slide 
marks on the cheek of Liberty are visible only from certain angles. There 
is a small patch of prooflike luster, as struck, on the reverse periphery at 
2 o’clock.

511 1892 PR67 Cameo ICG. A brilliant and sharply struck Superb Gem that 
has excellent contrast between the devices and the fields. A beautiful and 
supremely preserved example from the first year of the series. There are 
three tiny lint marks, as struck, in the lower reverse. 

512 1894 PR61 ANACS. Lovely gold patina further increases the eye appeal 
of this razor sharp proof example. A few hairlines on the reverse account 
for the grade. 

513 1901 PR65 NGC. A brilliant and exquisitely struck Gem with immacu¬ 
lately preserved surfaces. A pair of denticles below the first 1 in the date 
are malformed, as struck. A few prominent raised die lines above the 
reverse denomination are also as struck. 

514 1905 PR67 NGC. The fact that this is a PR 67 Baiber dime is reason 
enough to take keen interest in this lot, but technical perfection only tells 

. a part of the story. What words cannot adequately convey is the aesthet¬ 
ic appeal this piece possesses. Both sides are splashed with gorgeous 
electric-blue and rose patina that further enhances the eye appeal. Popu¬ 
lation: 14 in 67, 4 finer (9/01). 

515 1907 PR64 PCGS. Deeply mirrored with dusky golden-brown toning. 

MERCURY DIMES 

516 1916-D—Damaged—ANACS. AG Details, Net Fair 2. This popular key 
has natural gray color and a clearly defined date and mintmark. Several 
obverse scratches are its only drawback. 

517 1916-D AG3 ANACS. Heavily worn with charcoal-gray toning sur¬ 
rounding the devices. 

518 1916-D AG3 ANACS. Worn into the rims on both sides but original with 
a sharply defined mintmark. 

519 1916-D—Obverse Rim Filed—ANACS. Good Details. Net AG3. The 
obverse rim was filed and there is a squiggly scratch in the upper left 
obverse field. Uncleaned however. 

520 1917-S MS63 Full Bands ANACS. Boldly struck in all areas and draped 
in blatantly original silver-gray patina along with deeper specks of red¬ 
dish-brown. 


Unless otherwise noted, all population figures are from the November, 2001 Potndation Rebort from PCQS;

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521 1918 MS65 Full Bands PCGS. Lovely, original toning covers both sides 
of this lustrous Gem.

522 1920-D MS66 NGC. Formerly offered in our 2001 ANA Sale, where it 
was described as, “A sparkling coin bursting with luster, untoned and 
white in appearance. The surfaces are clear of marks. ...IN GOD WE 
TRUST fades to the right, with softness to the lower areas of the fasces. 
This is a challenging coin to find in this high a grade.” Population: 10 in 
66, 2 finer (9/01). 

523 1921—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details. Net Fine 15. A pale violet toning 
has formed since the rather unobtrusive cleaning. 

524 1923 MS65 Full Bands ANACS. The untoned centers exhibit fantastic 
luster and are framed in attractive russet and blue toning. 

525 1923 MS65 Full Bands ANACS. A near twin to the vibrant Gem just 
offered and, in fact, from the same source. 

526 1924 MS65 Full Bands PCGS. Deep, multicolored toning covers the 
obverse with a much lighter tinted reverse. The underlying luster is 
strong throughout. 

527 1924-S MS64 Full Bands ICG. The alternating gold and violet patina is 
particularly vibrant on the reverse. Lustrous with a very good strike. A 
spindly die crack (as struck) traverses the winged cap. Only a luster graze 
or two from an even higher grade. 

528 1928-S MS63 ANACS. Both sides are draped in original golden-rose 
toning. More difficult pre Depression Era issue. 

529 1929 MS65 NGC, beautiful multicolored toning is scattered over each 
side with much underlying brilliance still in evidence as well; 1941 
MS65 Full Bands PCGS, pale, even toning with bright underlying mint 
luster; and a 1944 MS65 Full Bands PCGS, lightly toned. (Total: 3 coins) 

530 1929-S MS65 PCGS. Light, even golden-yellow toning covers each side 
of this lustrous Gem. 

531 1931 MS66 Full Bands PCGS. Light gray-brilliant surfaces. 

532 1931-S MS64 Full Bands PCGS. Highly lustrous with light golden and 
lilac toning. 

533 1931-S MS65 Full Bands PCGS. Varying shades of tobacco-brown pati¬ 
na grace both sides of this lustrous and sharply struck Gem. The fields 
are essentially pristine, with a few small abrasions on the bust mentioned 
for accuracy. 

534 1935 MS67 Full Bands PCGS. A brilliant, lustrous and well struck 
Superb Gem, with virtually pristine surfaces. Portions of the obverse 
periphery have a prooflike sheen, as struck. 

535 1935-S MS67 ICG. Brilliant with a pair of thin golden-brown toning 
streaks on the reverse. The strike is good, although the reverse central 
bands are not quite fully split. Hints of prooflike surface surround the 
head of Liberty in the upper obverse. The surfaces are immaculately pre¬ 
served. 

536 1936-D MS66 Full Bands PCGS. A lustrous beauty, with a very good 
strike and brilliant surfaces. The reverse has only the most microscopic 
abrasions, while the obverse is essentially as struck. Die polishing lines 
(as struck) are prominent in the left obverse field. 

537 1937 MS67 Full Bands PCGS. An untoned Superb Gem with blazing lus¬ 
ter. The obverse is particularly pristine. The locks of hair over Liberty’s 
temple are not completely defined. 

538 1938 MS67 Full Bands PCGS. Brilliant, highly lustrous, sharply struck, 
and immaculately preserved. What more can you ask for? 

539 1938-D MS66 Full Bands NGC. Brilliant and lustrous with a good strike. 

A pleasing and very well preserved example. 

540 1938-D MS67 Full Bands PCGS. An untoned Superb Gem with excellent 
luster, and surfaces that are free from all but the most trivial luster grazes. 

The strike is very sharp in the centers, but there is the faintest blurring of 
the obverse legends that modestly affects the date. 

541 1939-S MS66 PCGS. Pleasing, subtly toned surfaces are very clean over¬ 
all. The reverse bands are almost fully split. Really a good value for a 
collector who is looking for an original, near-Bands, high grade example 
of this scarce issue. 

542 1940 MS67 Full Bands PCGS. What makes this Superb Gem special is 
its rainbow patina on both sides. The golden-green centers gradually cede 
to bands of yellow, red, blue, green, and russet. The luster is unimpeded 
by the patina. The strike is very good except for a slight blurring of the 
date as it approaches the rim. A lovely jewel that has surfaces that are 
essentially free of abrasions. 

543 1940-D MS67 Full Bands PCGS. A brilliant Superb Gem with flashy lus¬ 
ter and an excellent strike. The surfaces are virtually as minted. 
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544 1941 MS67 Full Bands PCGS. Brilliant and well struck, with potent lus¬ 
ter and nearly flawless surfaces. 

545 1941-D MS67 Full Bands PCGS. Brilliant with a good strike and flashy 
luster. The surfaces are exceedingly well preserved. 

546 1942 MS67 Full Bands PCGS. Untoned and highly lustrous with a good 
strike. A very faint die crack (as struck) is seen along the central obverse. 
The surfaces approach perfection in their preservation. A scarcer latter 
date in Superb Gem condition with full bands. 

547 1942/1—Cleaned—AN ACS. XF Details, Net VF20. A bit dull with some 
color around the devices. 

548 1942/1—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. An average strike 
and a tiny dig on the reverse at 8 o’clock add to the woes of this lightly 
circulated but still desirable overdate. The 1942/1 overdate is obvious 
and much more impressive than the vestiges of the 1942/1-D overdate. 

549 1942/1 XF40 PCGS. The diagonal bands on the reverse are worn but still 
discernible. There are a couple of marks on the rim on both sides of the 
Dime. The reverse has a pinscratch in the upper right reverse field. An 
overdate variety that can be spotted with the naked eye. 

550 1942-D MS67 Full Bands PCGS. An untoned Superb Gem with great 
luster and a good strike. A faint die crack (as struck) travels from the 
obverse rim at 2 o’clock through the front wing of the cap. 

551 1943 MS67 Full Bands PCGS. Brilliant, very lustrous, and just shy of 
fully struck. The reverse is covered with prominent die polishing lines 
that are as struck and should not be confused with abrasions. 

552 A lot of (4) 1943-D MS66 Full Bands NGC. All four coins are lightly 
toned, lustrous, well struck, and problem-free. (Total: 4 coins) 

553 1943-D MS67 Full Bands PCGS. Brilliant and highly lustrous with a 
very good strike and graced with shimmering, nearly pristine surfaces. 

554 A lot of (4) 1943-S MS66 NGC. All four examples are lustrous with 
peripheral blue-green patina. Two have average strikes, and two have 
good strikes but without fully split central bands. (Total: 4 coins) 

555 1943-S MS67 Full Bands PCGS. Untoned and very lustrous, with nearly 
pristine surfaces. The strike is very good, but the right edge of the date is 
blurry as it approaches the rim. 

556 (20) 1945-D Dimes MS66 NGC. This is a group of 20 pieces, all are cer¬ 
tified by NGC as MS66. Most present as brilliant, several are lightly 
toned. (Total: 20 coins) 

557 (16) 1945-D Dimes MS65 Full Bands NGC. All are either fully brilliant 
or very lightly toned and obviously well struck. (Total: 16 coins) 

558 A lot of (5) 1945-D MS66 Full Bands NGC. Each is lustrous with a good 
strike, and brilliant with hints of olive-gold patina. One of the Dimes has 
a shallow scratch in the lower right reverse field, while the other exam¬ 
ples are without problems. (Total: 5 coins) 

559 1945-S MS68 NGC. The virtually perfect surfaces are covered with 
bright iridescent toning. 

560 1945-S MS68 NGC. Deep, multicolored toning is seen on each side with 
a wide band of brilliance down the fasces on the reverse. 

561 1945-S Micro S MS65 ANACS. Brilliant and lustrous, and just a trivial 
luster graze or two removed from an even higher grade. The reverse cen¬ 
tral bands are blurry, but overall the strike is good. 

PROOF MERCURY DIMES 

562 1937 PR64 ANACS. Brilliant with hints of violet color in the reverse 
mirrored field. Sharply struck with very few post-strike contact marks. 
Seemingly conservatively graded. 

563 1938 PR62 ANACS. Mostly brilliant with an exquisite strike and a light 
brown haze in the reverse mirrored field. A faint curving hairline scratch 
in the left reverse field apparently accounts for the grade. 

564 1940 PR66 PCGS. Dazzlingly brilliant surfaces with a pale gray haze on 
the reverse. 

565 1941 PR63 PCGS. The razor sharp strike accompanies the gold colored 
mirrored fields. A proof Dime with great eye appeal for the seemingly 
conservative grade. 

566 1941 PR64 PCGS. Light golden-rose toning. A nice coin for the grade. 

567 1941 PR66 PCGS. Brilliant, sparkling, and deeply reflective. 

568 1942 PR66 PCGS. An expertly detailed Proof with brilliant and highly 
reflective mirrored surfaces that are virtually as struck.

571 1950 PR67 PCGS. Brilliant and problem-free. 

572 1951 PR67 PCGS. A brilliant and sharply struck example with an abun¬ 
dance of die polishing lines on Roosevelt’s portrait, as struck. 

573 1951 PR68 NGC. A brilliant and fully struck example. A pair of hairlines 
in the lower right reverse are mentioned for accuracy. 

574 1952 PR67 PCGS. A brilliant, sharply struck and seemingly perfect 
example. 

575 1953 PR66 PCGS. A brilliant and glossy Gem with a good strike and 
granularly pebbly surfaces, as struck. 

576 1953 PR67 PCGS. A virtually flawless example, with brilliant surfaces 
that are essentially without contact marks or hairlines. The raised paral¬ 
lel striations in the lower right reverse are die polishing lines, as struck.

584 1820 Large 0 VF30 ANACS. B-2, R.2. Gray-golden toning is evenly dis¬ 
tributed over both sides. 

585 1834—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. B-l, R.l. Quite sharp 
and essentially mark-free, the moderately toned surfaces are somewhat 
dull from the cleaning. Approximately 45 degrees of clockwise die rota¬ 
tion is seen on the reverse side. 

SEATED QUARTERS 

586 1839 No Drapery—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Finel2. Russet 
toning surrounds the outer peripheries. Always a popular item because of 
its limited production. 

587 1840-0 No Drapery—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. Deep 
rust colored toning covers most of each side with brilliantish-silvery 
accents over the devices. 

588 1840-0 No Drapery VF35 ANACS. Medium gray centers with deeper 
charcoal tones at the borders. An evenly worn mid-grade example. 

589 1853 Arrows and Rays AU55—Rotated Dies—ANACS. Light wear 
shows overall as does a moderate coating of steel-gray toning. Approxi¬ 
mately 45 degrees of clockwise die rotation is noted on the reverse. 
Desirable one year type coin. 


590 1857 MS62 ANACS. Sharply struck and lightly toned with strong under¬ 
lying luster. An affordable issue in the No Motto series in Uncirculated 
condition. 

591 1857 MS66 PCGS. Generally well struck with a sharp obverse and slight 
weakness of detail from the strike only on the arrow feathers. Untoned 
and lustrous. A small scratch in the left reverse field above the eagle is 
mentioned for accuracy, with the remainder of the Gem nearly pristine.

592 1857-0 XF45 ICG. Rich, multicolored toning covers both sides of this 
attractive O-mint Quarter. Weakly struck, as one would expect. The ‘57- 
O does not become truly scarce unless one seeks a high-end AU or Mint

593 1860 AU53 NGC. A nice, scarcer date, milky-white patinated Seated 
Quarter from the eve of the Civil War. The left obverse stars are flatly 
struck, with a good strike elsewhere. The surfaces are better than expect¬ 
ed for a coin with some light circulation, with a tiny scratch at 9 o’clock 
on the obverse border mentioned only for accuracy.

A heavy die crack (as struck) complete¬ 
ly encircles the reverse peripheral legends. A pleasing example of a 
slightly better date in the series. Population: 15 in 64. 6 finer (11/01). 

598 1876 MS62 ANACS. Both sides are draped in pearl-gray patina, with a 
deeper charcoal color in the protected areas. 

599 1878 MS61 ANACS. Brilliant and sharply struck with good luster for the 
grade. 

600 1883 AU58 ICG. Fully struck, the brilliant surfaces display bright 
prooflike fields on each side. 

601 1891 MS62 ANACS. Steel-gray toning moderately overlays the slightly 
subdued luster. A few contact marks are seen mostly on the obverse. 

602 1891 MS62 NGC. Well struck, but showing slightly subdued luster. A 
couple of small marks are also seen on the obverse. 

PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 

603 1863 PR61 ANACS. Sharply detailed and with lilac-tinged fields. The 
mirrors have become hazy due to a web of light hairlines. Seated Quar¬ 
ter proofs are by no means common. From a low mintage of only 460 
pieces. 

604 1868 PR64 PCGS. Deep turquoise and rose colored patina covers both 
sides with deeply reflective fields. 

605 1870 PR62 ANACS Cameo. Attractive yellow-gold color on the flashy 
mirrors introduce this coin to its viewer. The devices are sharply defined. 
Light obverse hairlines limit the grade, while the reverse is nice than it 
appears due to the heavy die polish lines (as struck). 

606 1871 PR58 ANACS. Sharp and still partially reflective, evidence of light 
circulation shows on each side. 

607 1880—Scratched—ANACS. Proof, Net PR60. A curved hairline scratch 
is well concealed within the portrait of Liberty. Medium gray patina 
overlays glassy fields, with reddish-gold accents improving the visual 
qualities.

1895 AU55 ANACS, sharply struck but somewhat dull; and an 1896 
AU58 ANACS, golden-rose toning surrounds the margins. (Total: 2 
coins) 

1895- 0 MS64 ICG. The evenly endowed dusky-gray patina is interrupt¬ 
ed by streaks of lighter color. The strike and luster are good, and the 
reverse is especially free from abrasions. A pleasing near-Gem that 
would be difficult to improve upon. 

1897 MS61 ANACS, sharply struck and mostly brilliant with semi¬ 
prooflike fields on the reverse; and a 1905 MS61 ANACS, bright overall 
and sharply defined. (Total: 2 coins) 

1897 MS64 PCGS. Dusky gray-golden patina overlays each side with 
strong mint luster and a strong strike also present. 

1900 MS61 ANACS. There is peripheral russet patina, and the reverse 
has been struck from a clashed die. An attractive coin with a very good 
strike. 

1900-S MS67 NGC. A brilliant, lustrous, and well struck coin with vir¬ 
tually pristine fields. The obverse has at least a dozen separate die cracks 
(as struck) which together encircle the peripheries. The reverse has a per¬ 
fect die state. A wonderful Barber Quarter that is worthy of the finest col¬ 
lection. Population: 3 in 67, 0 finer (9/01). 

1901 MS60 ANACS. Lustrous and brilliant with a good strike. Seeming¬ 
ly conservatively graded despite a few light abrasions on Liberty’s pro¬ 
file. 

1902 MS62 ANACS. The brilliant centers are framed by peripheral 
lemon-gold patina. The strike is very good, and the surfaces are very well 
preserved for the grade. 

1903—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Lightly toned on the 
obverse. 

1906—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Actually quite a nice 
coin for having been cleaned. 

1908-0 MS62 ANACS. Bright overall with light golden toning around 
the margins. 

1910 AU58 ANACS, lustrous with deeper peripheral toning; and a 1913- 
D AU58 ANACS, almost brilliant and retaining much of the original mint 
luster. (Total: 2 coins) 

1913-S—Corroded—ANACS. Good Details, Net AG3. Deep pearl-gray 
surfaces have only an isolated area of corrosion at the center of the 
reverse. The lowest mintage regular issue minor from the 20th century, 
one of only 40,000 pieces struck.

Olive-gray centers give way to light, dusky laven¬ 
der-blue at the borders. Very lustrous for a lightly circulated coin, and 
without any significant abrasions. There is light high point where, with 
sharp details present except for the center of the shield. 

1918- S MS61 ANACS. Lightly toned and actually quite nice for the 
grade. 

1919 MS64 NGC. Sharply struck with 90% of the detail complete on 
Liberty’s head. Lightly toned and lustrous. 

1919 MS65 PCGS. Highly lustrous and attractively toned with gold and 
lilac patina. A typical strike that lacks crispness in the obverse center. 
Liberty’s head, however, is not far from being full. The surfaces easily 
merit Gem designation. The dies are rotated approximately 30 degrees. 

1919- D—Scratched—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU55. Bright, lus¬ 
trous, and untoned, an almost invisible staple scratch vertically bisects 
the right side of the obverse. 

1919— S—Cleaned, Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Several 
thin staple scratches are seen on each side of this lightly cleaned exam¬ 
ple. Scarcer date. 

1920— Lamination and Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. 
Boldly struck with nearly full head detail, being draped in attractive char¬ 
coal-gray and golden hues. A short planchet streak on the obverse is Mint 
caused and not particularly obtrusive. 

1921— Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF40. The surfaces are quite 
bright from the cleaning but there are no detracting marks or other 
impairments. 

1923-S VG8 ANACS. Deeply toned around and within the devices. 
Scarcer issue. 

1923-S—Whizzed—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. Lightly toned with 
plenty of underlying shininess from the whizzing. 

1923- S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU55. A boldly struck, 
untoned example showing essentially Full Head detail. Hints of a very 
light cleaning are barely evident. Certainly a worthwhile specimen of this 
desirable date. 

1924 MS63 ANACS. Sharply struck and lightly toned. 

1924- D MS67 NGC. While not fully struck, this is a remarkably lustrous 
and pristine Superb Gem. Both sides are brilliant. The upper reverse has 
at least a dozen separate die cracks (as struck) and could not have lasted 
much longer. Population: 27 in 67, 0 finer (9/01). 

1924-D MS60 Full Head PCGS. Sharply struck throughout, the surfaces 
otherwise brilliant surfaces show an accent of deep russet around the 
devices. 

1926 MS64 PCGS. A lustrous near-Gem with light gold and russet pati¬ 
na. A typical strike with nondescript details on the inner shield. The 
eagle’s wings have a well hidden horizontal scratch, otherwise the coin 
would surely grade even higher.

1928-D MS65 PCGS. A few swatches of brown patina highlight the 
reverse, while the obverse is fully brilliant. Lustrous with surfaces that 
are unquestionably worthy of Gem designation. An average strike with 
softly defined details on the head of Liberty. The upper left reverse has 
several interesting die cracks, as struck. 

1928-S MS64 ANACS. Mostly brilliant with approximately half the head 
detail present. 

1929 MS64 Full Head PCGS. Lustrous and sharply struck with virtually 
untoned surfaces.

Lovely olive-golden toning covers both sides of 
this lustrous Gem. 

669 1935-S—Counting Wheel Damage—ANACS. UNC Details, Net MS60. 
The obverse has peripheral sprays of magenta and russet patina, while the 
reverse is fully brilliant. Lustrous with a good strike. The lower obverse 
has a few very light slide marks, with no other hint of surface damage. A 
seemingly conservatively graded example. 

670 1935-S MS66 NGC. Peripheral brown and electric-blue patina contrasts 
with the brilliant centers. Highly lustrous with a very good strike. Wash¬ 
ington’s bust and the entire reverse are exceptionally free from abrasions. 

671 1936 MS66 NGC. Lustrous with a very good strike and speckles of tan- 
gold color at the borders. The fields are virtually pristine.

699 1951-D MS66 PCGS, twenty pieces, all are brilliant and show excellent 
mint luster. A rare opportunity to locate a small hoard of this issue in high 
grade. (Total: 20 coins) 

700 1951-D MS66 PCGS. A brilliant example with a good strike and flashy 
luster. The obverse is especially pristine. A die crack (as struck) is along¬ 
side the base of the bust above the date. 
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1951-S MS66 PCGS. A brilliant and lustrous coin with essentially pris¬ 
tine surfaces. The letters ICA of AMERICA are blurry as they approach 
the rim, otherwise this Quarter would likely merit full Superb Gem sta- 


1952 MS67 PCGS. Richly toned with iridescent green, gold, magenta 
and russet patina. The luster blasts through the patina. The surfaces are 
seemingly without abrasions. Population: 31 in 67, 0 finer (11/01). 

1952-D MS66 PCGS. The obverse is milky-yellow in color with irides¬ 
cent blushes of green and gold at the periphery. The reverse is brilliant 
with speckles of green-russet patina that begin to dominate the borders. 
A die crack (as struck) follows the lower edge of the bust of Washington. 
Lustrous with exceedingly well preserved surfaces. 

1952-S MS67 PCGS. Original, speckled, multicolored toning covers 
each side. Obviously from a Mint set. 

1952-S MS67 PCGS. Both sides of this Superb Gem are intensely toned 
with original purple-red, gold, and aqua-green patina. The luster blazes 
through the toning. The surfaces are essentially as struck. Population: 53 
in 67,0 finer (11/01). 

1954-S MS67 NGC. Brilliant and very lustrous with satiny surfaces and 
a good strike. The reverse is especially pristine. 

PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

1938 PR63 ANACS. Brightly reflective with just a touch of light periph¬ 
eral color. 

1938 PR66 PCGS. Light dusky-brown patina and a sharp strike. The 
obverse is struck from a worn die, with the radial die flow lines visible 
under a loupe. The reverse die appears to have had the eagle’s plumage 
strengthened by hand, with raised die lines (as struck) outlining many of 
the feathers. Many early proof dates in the series also show these lines, 
but to a lesser degree. A wonderfully preserved coin that is seemingly 
conservatively graded. 

1941 PR66 PCGS. The hazy red-brown patina is complemented with 
hints of yellow-gold color on the reverse. Well struck and separated by a 
few nearly undetectable wispy obverse hairlines from an even higher 
grade. 

1942 PR65 NGC. The otherwise silver tinged surfaces reveal a few areas 
of russet iridescence around the obverse periphery. This is a uniformly 
mirrored Gem. 

1942 PR66 PCGS. Brilliant with small patches of russet patina on the 
obverse, while the upper reverse has dusky red-brown color. A remark¬ 
ably well preserved example that is seemingly conservatively graded. 

1951 PR67 PCGS. A brilliant Superb Gem with deep mirrors that have 
modest cameo contrast, although it is not designated as cameo on the 
insert. The bust of Washington has myriad light die polishing lines, as 
struck. 

1952 PR67 PCGS. Brilliant with glossy, deeply reflective mirrored 
fields. An extremely well preserved Superb Gem. 

1953 PR66 NGC. Minimally frosted, the sharply impressed devices rise 
powerfully above the glassy, untoned fields. 

1953 PR66 PCGS. Brilliant and quite a dazzling coin. When angled just 
right, a slight bit of contrast can be seen on each side. 

1953 PR66 NGC. Brilliant and well struck with deeply reflective mirrors 
and virtually perfect surfaces. 

1953 PR66 NGC. Brilliant, sharply struck, and with nearly pristine sur¬ 
faces. The faint raised lines that run vertically across the face of Wash¬ 
ington, and horizontally across his neck, are from die polishing and are 
as struck. 

1953 PR67 NGC. A brilliant and sharply struck example with exceed¬ 
ingly well preserved surfaces. A tiny droplet of purple goo at 4 o’clock 
on the obverse is mentioned for accuracy. 

1954 PR66 PCGS. Brilliant, with hints of golden-brown color that are 
more predominant on the obverse than on the reverse. A mysterious tiny 
island in the field just shy of Washington’s forehead appears to be a die 
flaw and is as struck. 

1954 PR66 PCGS. Sharply struck and brilliant with tiny freckles of tan- 
brown patina. The modest cameo contrast is unofficial as it is not recog¬ 
nized by the encapsulated insert. 

1954 PR65 Cameo ANACS. Brilliant and quite heavily contrasted. 

1958 PR67 PCGS and a 1958 PR67 PCGS, both coins essentially perfect 
with razor-sharp details and deep, watery mirrored fields. (Total: 2 coins) 


723 1958 PR67 Cameo PCGS. The brilliant devices appear to float above the 
deeply mirrored fields. A lint mark, as struck, is in the eagle s neck. A 
lovely Superb Gem. 

PROOF STATEHOOD QUARTERS 

724 2000-S Massachusetts PR69 Silver Ultra Cameo NGC; 2000-S Virginia 
PR69 Silver Ultra Cameo NGC; 2000-S Maryland PR69 Silver Ultra 
Cameo NGC; 2000-S New Hampshire PR69 Silver Ultra Cameo NGC; 
and a 2000-S South Carolina PR69 Silver Ultra Cameo NGC. All five 
Quarters are brilliant and profoundly cameoed. (Total: 5 coins) 

EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

725 1795 VF30 NGC. 0-110, R.4. A very scarce die pairing and the only O- 
110 we have offered in a number of years. A desirable mid-grade exam¬ 
ple with natural gray-green patina over each side, few insignificant 
adjustment marks are visible at the center of the obverse. The underlying 
surfaces have a pleasing glossy appearance. 

726 1803 Large 3 Fine 12 ANACS. 0-101, R.3. The gray-lilac centers are 
surrounded by rich emerald-green toning around the margins. 

727 1803—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 15. Small 3. 
0-104, R.3. Very lightly cleaned, but with dark blue-green corrosion 
lurking on both sides around portions of the devices. There are no sig¬ 
nificant abrasions, and much detail remains in the hair tresses, shield, and 
wing plumage. 

728 1803 Large 3—Repaired, Cleaned—AN ACS. XF Details, Net VF20. O- 
103, R.3. Very bright from cleaning with a couple of deep scratches with¬ 
in the 0 in the date. 

729 1803 Large 3 XF40 PCGS. 0-101, R.3. Well centered but missing some 
of the denticles on the obverse rim. The surfaces are deeply toned and a 
few adjustment marks are present on the obverse. 

730 1805 VF20 ANACS. 0-112, R.2. Light gray-tan toning covers each side. 

731 1806/5—Damaged, Cleaned—ANACS. Fine Details, Net Good4. O- 
101, R.3. Bright and generally untoned with several scalloped-shaped 
areas of damage on the reverse. 

732 1807 Draped Bust—Damaged—ANACS. Fine Details, Net VG8.0-102, 
R.2. Deep gray patina surrounds the devices. A couple of long hits are 
located on the right side of the reverse shield. Cleaned. 

BUST HALF DOLLARS 

733 1807 Capped Bust, Large Stars, 50 Over 20 AU53 NGC. 0-112, R.l. An 
untoned and problem-free example of this popular variety, from the first 
year of the Capped Bust series and with a repunched denomination 
whose underdigit is easily visible with the naked eye. Pleasing mint lus¬ 
ter fills the peripheries. The reverse has been struck from a clashed die. 

734 1818/7 Large 8 Fine 12 ANACS. 0-101, R.l. A pleasing example of this 
popular variety. Evenly worn, with most of the lines in the shield fully 
separated. There is an abrasion below the neck of Liberty, and the reverse 
has a few short pinscratches. An overdate that can be spotted with the 
naked eye, with the upper serifs of the 7 creating hom-like projections 
from the final 8 in the date. 

735 1819/8 Large 9 XF45 ANACS. 0-102, R.2. Good portions of mint luster 
remain on each side with the obverse richly variegated in hue and the 
reverse a lighter and more uniform golden-gray. 

736 1820/19 Curl Base 2 MS62 NGC. O-102, R. 1. The prooflike fields have 
attractive golden-brown color, with peripheral iridescent rainbow patina. 
The strike is very good, with nearly all of the stars crisply detailed. A coin 
with considerable eye appeal. The underdigits are easily visible with the 
naked eye. 

737 1826 VF35 ANACS. O-118, R. 1. A variety that is readily attributed due 
to the extra spine on the R in AMERICA. This example has pleasing sur¬ 
faces that are without bothersome abrasions or hairlines. Many fine 
details of Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s plumage are evident. There is a 
slight rim ding at 9 o’clock on the reverse. 

738 1828 Square 2, Small 8 AU58 ANACS. 0-122, R.3. Beautifully toned in 
blue and antique-golden hues. 

739 1830 Small 0 AU50 ICG. 0-117, R.2. Untoned with the lightest wear 
showing on the highpoints. 

740 1835—Reverse Tooled—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 0-109, R.2. 
Brilliant throughout with well defined centers but a bit soft around the 
margins. 
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741 1835—Scratched Reverse—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 0-105, 
R.l. The lower right reverse has two shallow scrapes adjacent to the 
arrowheads. The left obverse has a lengthy pinscratch into the neck. Oth¬ 
erwise a pleasing specimen, with an amount of remaining mint luster that 
is generally associated with the AU55 grade. IB of PLURIBUS is weak¬ 
ly detailed due to the strike. Untoned in the centers with light golden 
color at the borders. 

REEDED EDGE HALF DOLLARS 

742 1836—Repaired, Whizzed—ANACS. XF Details, Net Fine 12. Both 
sides of this survivor have been harshly whizzed, leaving a minutely 
porous surface. There is a scratch that wasn’t repaired underneath the 
upper reverse legend. 

743 1837 AU58 ICG. Deep, multicolored toning covers both sides of this 
near-Mint example. The only noticeable abrasion is located at the top of 
Liberty’s neck. 

SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

744 1848-0 AU55 PCGS. Light honey-brown patina enhances the eye appeal 
of this very attractive coin. The reverse is sharply struck, with slight 
weakness of strike in the upper obverse. The reverse has two peripheral 
die cracks, as struck. There are no significant abrasions. Despite a high 
mintage, the 1848-0 is a scarce date in higher grades. Population: 6 in 
55, 15 finer (11/01). 

745 1852-0—Rims Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Originally 
toned with lilac and brown color that deepens to electric-blue and gold at 
the periphery. Very sharply detailed with little evidence of actual wear. 
There are a few individually trivial abrasions in the fields. The rim on the 
reverse has several small depressions that account for the net grade. 

746 1853 Arrows and Rays VF30 ANACS. Medium gray patina covers most 
of each side with sharply contrasting silvery-brilliance over the high- 
points. Problem-free for the grade. 

747 1853-0 Arrows and Rays AU50 NGC. From a sharp strike, with only 
very slight wear. The luster is especially vibrant on the reverse. The 
obverse has been struck from a clashed die. The obverse stars and lower 
reverse legends show heavy die abrasion doubling, as struck. A small 
scrape on the chest of Liberty is mentioned for accuracy. A popular one- 
year type, with the O-mint variety much more scarce. 

748 1853-0 Arrows and Rays AU58 NGC. A well struck example that comes 
very close to fully Uncirculated status. The brilliant devices are sur¬ 
rounded by lavender-tinged fields, with green and russet patina at the 
borders. The lightly prooflike fields are pleasing, but also help to make 
the abrasions in the fields more prominent. A scarce date that is even 
more in demand as a one-year type. Population: 6 in 58, 24 finer (9/01). 

749 1854 Arrows AU58 ANACS. Neither side of this type coin reveals indi¬ 
vidually bothersome abrasions despite light circulation. 

750 1854-0 Arrows AU50 PCGS. Breen-4852, Doubled Date. The 5 and 4 
touch and some doubling is noted on all four digits of the date. Just a hint 
of color has gathered on each side. 

751 1855-0 Arrows AU50 PCGS. A popular coin because of the Arrows 
design motif as well as being a mintmarked issue. This is a particularly 
nice example that has a layer of medium gray-golden color spread over 
each side. 

752 1855-0 Arrows AU58 ANACS. So close to Mint State, the luster is just 
a bit thin in the fields. Sharply defined, the surfaces are mostly brilliant 
with a light trimming of golden patina around the margins. 

753 1859 AU58 PCGS. Bright surfaces, the strike is slightly lacking on 
selected highpoints. 

754 1859-0 AU53 ANACS. Sharply struck with little loss of detail from cir¬ 
culation. 

755 1860-0 MS61 ANACS. The centers are sharply detailed, but the upper 
obverse and lower reverse are somewhat weakly struck. Lustrous and 
lightly toned with lightly abraded fields. 

CONFEDERATE STATES OF AMERICA 

756 1861 Scott Restrike MS63 PCGS. Several years after discovery of the 
original CSA Half Dollar dies, Scott prepared a special obverse die for 
restrikes with the inscription 4 ORIGINALS STRUCK BY ORDER OF 
C.S.A. IN NEW ORLEANS 1861 around the upper periphery and in the 
center. Below the date, an arch of seven stars precedes the inscriptions 
REV. SAME AS U.S. and, in parentheses. FROM ORIGINAL DIE: 
SCOTT. Scott combined this obverse die with the original reverse die 
and struck 500 tokens, which he sold in October, 1879 for 50 cents each. 
These tokens were struck in a white metal that Breen (1988) asserts is 
probably tin. This piece is subdued gray in the fields with much bright¬ 
ness still remaining around the devices. 


SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

757 1875—Reverse Corroded—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Brilliant 
and highly lustrous, but a couple of vertical streaks of corrosion run from 
rim to rim on the reverse. What happened here? 

758 1878—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. Sharply struck with 
steel-gray devices and pastel lilac fields. Evidence of die clashing in the 
right obverse field, which unfortunately also has a series of hairlines 
from cleaning. The rest of the coin has not been cleaned. The only other 
abrasion worthy of mention is a small dig that affects the second T in 
TRUST. The luster is especially vibrant on the reverse. 

759 1891 MS61 ANACS. Well struck beneath speckled gray toning that 
bespeaks originality. Final year of the Seated Liberty design and a some¬ 
what difficult issue in Mint State. 

PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

760 1875 PR64 PCGS. A brilliant example with a good strike that shows pin¬ 
point definition of the star centrils. The surfaces are extremely well pre¬ 
served except for a scratch through the eagle’s left claw, which is only 
mentioned for accuracy. Population: 41 in 64, 20 finer (11/01). 

761 1881—Cleaned—ANACS. Net PR66. Golden peripheral patina frame 
this otherwise brilliant Proof. Fully struck, but the fields have numerous 
light hairlines on each side. Only 975 Proof Seated Half Dollars were 
produced in 1881. 

762 1886—Obverse Tooled—ANACS. Proof, Net PR55. A mild attempt is 
seen in the obverse field to smooth out some tiny contact marks. This 
proof example gamers its popularity from the elusiveness of its business 
strike counterpart. 

BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

763 1893 MS63 PCGS. Brilliant with light yellow-gold color at the periph¬ 
ery. Lustrous but not fully struck, with slight weakness of detail in the 
reverse center. There is a prominent lamination on the cheek that is as 
struck but still limits the grade. The fields are remarkably free of abra- 

764 1893-0—Cleaned, Retoned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. Deeply 
toned except on the cheek of Liberty, where there is a planchet flake out 
of the surface. 

765 1893-S VF30 ANACS. Deep gray toning covers each side. 

766 1894-SWhizzed—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. Light, irregular ton¬ 
ing. 

767 1895 AU55 PCGS. Abundant luster remains over each side of this well 
struck example. 

768 1896 XF40 ANACS. Murky gray-brown toning covers both sides of this 
moderately worn Half. 

769 1897—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Dull from cleaning 
and lightly toned on each side. 

770 1897-S—Cleaned—AN ACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. Patches of laven¬ 
der and milky-gray patina minimize the horizontal hairlines that are vis¬ 
ible only under magnification. There are no other detracting abrasions, 
and the strike and luster are good. A better date that is difficult to find 
even in the lowest circulated grades. 

771 1898 XF45 ANACS. Mostly untoned with just a bit of friction over the 
highpoints. 

772 1898-S—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS; 1899-0—Cleaned—ANACS. 
Fine Details, Net VG8; 1902—Whizzed—ANACS, XF Details. Net 
VF20; 1906-S—Reverse Filed, Cleaned—ANACS, Fine Details, Net 
VG8; and a 1909-S—Cleaned—ANACS, VF Details, Net Finel 2. (Total: 
5 coins) 

773 1899—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Bright from cleaning 
and showing just a hint of light color on the reverse. There is a tiny 
planchet flake out of the highpoint of Liberty’s cheek. 

774 1900—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Bright from cleaning 
with a light bit of toning on each side. 

775 1900-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Harshly cleaned 
with a couple of small facial marks on Liberty. 

776 1901-S—Tooled. Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF30. The nicely 
toned surfaces on this minimally worn semi key display an unfortunate 
area of tooling on Liberty’s neck. 

777 1904—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Lightly 

778 1904-S—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Finel2. Lightly toned. 
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779 1906—Cleaned—AN ACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Dull gray surfaces 
with msset colored peripheries. 

780 1906—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Lightly toned. 

781 1906-0—Corroded—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Dull gray sur¬ 
faces with occasional speckled color around the devices. 

782 1907-D—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Pale patina covers 
each side and helps subdue the effects of the cleaning. 

783 1907-D MS61 ANACS. Lavender and honey-gold patina alternate on the 
obverse, while the reverse has slate-gray surfaces. The strike is quite 
good and the surfaces lack the distracting abrasions that are usually com¬ 
mon at this grade. The obverse luster is slightly subdued, but still a seem¬ 
ingly very conservatively graded example. 

784 1908—Tooled, Scratched—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Light gray 
surfaces. 

785 1908-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A thin ring of 
peripheral toning encircles each side. 

786 1909 XF40 ANACS. Deep, murky toning covers much of each side. 

787 1911 AU55 ANACS. An essentially “new” coin with subtle haziness 
across the centers and peripheral outlines of olive-gold toning. 

788 1911 AU58 ICG. The surfaces are dull but there is very little evidence of 
wear on either side of this lightly toned piece. 

789 1913 VG8 ANACS. Deeply toned around the devices with sharply con¬ 
trasting, brilliantish devices. 

790 1913-S AU50 ANACS. Basically untoned with modest wear on the por¬ 
trait and a slight break in luster on the exposed areas of the fields. 

791 1915-D—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Dull from cleaning 
with some deep color around the devices. 

PROOF BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

792 1892 PR61 ANACS. Lightly toned with a bit of golden color on Liber¬ 
ty’s neck. 

793 1915 PR65 PCGS. An exquisitely struck Gem whose brilliant mirrored 
fields are briefly interrupted by a patch of milky-white haze in the lower 
right obverse. A few lint marks (as struck) are located after the closest 
observation, but the surfaces are extremely well preserved. The cheek of 
Liberty is virtually pristine. Population: 12 in 65, 10 finer (11/01). 

WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

794 1916 MS62 ANACS. Subdued silver-gray luster over softly struck sur¬ 
faces. 

795 1916-D/D MS63 ANACS. FS-008. A secondary D mintmark is south¬ 
west of the prominent D. A very good strike, with fairly sharp details on 
the central obverse. Lustrous and brilliant with a hint of peripheral gold 
color. A pleasing and problem-free example that becomes even more 
desirable with the repunched mintmark. 

796 1916-S Fine 15 ANACS. Slate-gray in color with charcoal-lavender pati¬ 
na where protected by devices. Well worn but there are no mentionable 
abrasions on either side. Easily the rarest of the three mintmark varieties 
from the inaugural year of the series. 

797 1917 MS62 ANACS. Brilliant and sharply defined with the usual matte¬ 
like surfaces. 

798 1917-S Obverse—Obverse Edge Damaged—ANACS. VF Details, Net 
Finel2. Evenly worn and light in color. Frankly, we don’t see any dam¬ 
age on the obverse or reverse, and wonder if the damage is actually on 
the edge itself and not visible now in the holder. 

799 1921 Good 4 ANACS. Original surfaces. 

800 1921-D VG8 ANACS. Original, light surfaces. An attractive and prob¬ 
lem-free example for the grade. 

801 1933-S MS63 PCGS. The strike is very good, with full head and skirt 
lines and above average details in the centers. The central obverse is bril¬ 
liant, with splashes of sea-green color and msset patina at the periphery. 
The reverse has lavender-charcoal patina that subdues the luster on that 
side, while the obverse luster is strong. The surfaces are well preserved 
for the grade. 

802 1934 MS65 ANACS. Both sides of this flashy Gem are accented by a 
nearly transparent, hazy patina. 

803 1934-D MS64 ANACS. Bright satiny luster and a nearly mark-free 
appearance. Only some slight flatness of strike on the highpoints limits 
the grade. 


804 1934-D MS64 ANACS. Brilliant, lustrous, and sharply struck. 

805 1934-D MS64 PCGS. A delicately toned example with excellent sharp¬ 
ness on all areas save for Liberty’s head, which is characteristic for a ‘34- 
D. 

806 1934-D MS65 ICG. Both sides of this attractive Gem have evenly 
endowed honey-gold patina. The strike is above average on the reverse 
and the obverse center, but Liberty’s head has the usually seen softness 
of striking detail. The reverse is particularly pristine, while a small fiber 
has been struck into the right obverse field. 

807 1934-S MS61 ANACS. Sharply defined throughout with mostly brilliant 
surfaces. 

808 1935 Half Dollar—Scratched—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net MS60, light¬ 
ly marked in the right obverse field; and a 1941-S Half Dollar— 
Scratched—Unc. Details, Net MS60, highly lustrous, a single vertical 
mark is seen over the head and breast of Liberty. (Total: 2 coins) 

809 1935 MS63 ANACS, brilliant and lustrous with a typical strike, promi¬ 
nent die polishing lines (as struck) are in the obverse fields, a scratch is 
in the upper obverse that affects the rim; and a 1935 MS64 ANACS, bril¬ 
liant, lustrous, a very nice coin except for the typical obverse strike, 
apparently struck from the same die as the previous example as the die 
polishing lines match. (Total: 2 coins) 

810 1935 MS65 ANACS. Highly lustrous and brilliant throughout. A veiy 
pleasing coin. 

811 1935-D MS63 ANACS. Hints of silver-gray patina are seen overall. 

812 1935-S MS63 ANACS. Lightly toned with unusually clean surfaces for 
the grade. 

813 1936 MS64 ANACS, lustrous with faint lemon-yellow color, a good 
strike with full skirt lines, a small scrape on the right leg of the eagle; and 
(2) 1939-D MS64 ANACS, both lustrous with light yellow color and typ¬ 
ical strikes, one is seemingly conservatively graded while the other has a 
few trivial reverse abrasions. (Total: 3 coins) 

814 1936 MS64 ANACS; 1940 MS64 ANACS; 1944 MS64 ANACS; 1946- 
S MS64 ANACS; and a 1947-D MS64 ANACS, a worthwhile Half Dol¬ 
lar group, all coins are brilliant, a couple exhibit a hint of color, and are 
typically struck for MS64s. (Total: 5 coins) 

815 1936-D MS65 PCGS. A creamy, boldly struck Gem with a small hit on 
Liberty’s jaw and a few trivial carbon spots on the reverse.

Rather deeply toned in gunmetal, mustard-yellow, 
steel-violet hues. 

930 1845—Scratched—ANACS. XF Details. Net VF30. Lightly toned 
around the margins. 

931 1846—Obverse Rim Filed, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. 
Just a trace of light golden toning is seen around the margins. 

932 1846—Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Murky gray-russet 
toning covers both sides with lighter colored devices. 

933 1846-0—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details. Net Fine 12. Pale 
gray surfaces.

Toned around the devices with a milling mark in 
the right obverse field. 

1870—Cleaned, Retoned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. Deeply 
toned with bright underlying surfaces. 

1870—Damaged, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. Very light¬ 
ly cleaned, but the obverse is confronted with abundant reeding marks. 
About two thirds of LIBERTY is legible, with sharper details on the 
reverse. There is a small rim ding at 6 o’clock on the obverse. 

1870- CC—Scratched. Damaged—ANACS. VG Details, Net G4. A mis¬ 
guided individual has decorated the obverse rims with six equally spaced 
radial cuts. A few other scratches of various severity are on each side. 

Most letters in the 
reverse scroll are legible. The 1870-CC Seated Liberty Dollar was the 
first coin struck at the Carson City mint. 

1871— Graffiti, Cleaned—ANACS. Fine Details, Net VG10. Deep pati¬ 
na surrounds the devices. 

1871— Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Finel5. Evenly 
worn with some light toning. 

1872— Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Breen-5491. The 
lightly polished prooflike fields have lilac color, while the reverse 
devices are brilliant. All letters in LIBERTY are present although the B 
is weak. The reverse has sharp details for the grade. Both sides have 
numerous minor abrasions. An elusive misplaced date variety with por¬ 
tions of an errant 1 and 2 in the date embedded in the rock below the 
shield. 
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957 1872 XF45 ANACS. Breen-5491. Traces of a previously punched 1 and 
2 in the date show on the bottom of the rock. Listed by Breen as very 
rare. Attractive natural gray surfaces have generous amounts of underly¬ 
ing luster. 

958 1872-S AU53 PCGS. Untoned except for hints of charcoal patina that 
outline the central reverse devices. Original mint luster survives in the 
peripheries where protected by devices. The fields are modestly abraded, 
but with no blemishes that require individual mention. A rare date with a 
scant mintage of just 9,000 pieces. Population: 7 in 53, 16 finer (11/01). 

959 1873—Rim Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Brilliant except 
for a variegated section of russet patina in the central obverse. Lightly 
worn, with abrasions of various severity on each side. The rim damage is 
not visible due to the encapsulation.

960 1873—Rim Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Brilliant with 
prooflike fields that have numerous individually trivial abrasions. Light¬ 
ly worn, but with all major detail intact.

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1885 MS66 NGC. Essentially untoned, the surfaces are well frosted in 
finish with no individually conspicuous bagmarks. Sharply struck. 

1885 MS66 PCGS. This solid Gem is untoned with fulsome mint frost 
and nary a distracting abrasion to report. Whispers of tan iridescence are 
seen here and there, but both sides present as brilliant. 

1885 MS66 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant and lustrous with a sharp strike. 
The cheek has good eye appeal. A nice if not particularly rare prooflike 
Morgan. Population: 26 in 66, 0 finer (9/01). 

1885 MS65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Mostly brilliant except for a 
trimming of golden-russet toning around the margins and a dab of color 
on Liberty’s nose. Mildly contrasted between the fields and devices.

1885-S MS63 ANACS, nicely lustrous, a few roller marks are seen at the 
center of the reverse; 1897-S MS63 ANACS, well struck with a frosty 
appearance; and a 1921-S MS63 ANACS, bright and untoned. (Total: 3

The 
obverse has a few luster grazes, but there are no individually mentionable 
abrasions. A lower mintage and conditionally scarce date. 

Good portions of mint luster are seen over the 
surfaces. Well struck with just a bit of light color on the reverse. 

1886- S MS61 ANACS. The brilliant centers are framed by golden-brown 
peripheries. A popular variety with a mintage of under 1 million pieces. 
Lustrous and sharply struck, and the fields are well preserved. The cheek 
has slide marks that account for the grade. 

1887 MS65 NGC. Brilliant and lustrous with a good strike that only lacks 
full definition above the ear. The obverse is very well preserved, while 
the reverse has a reeding mark in the left reverse field that is appropri¬ 
ate for the grade. 

1887 MS65 NGC. Lustrous and brilliant with a strike that is sharp every¬ 
where except in the obverse center. There is a section of prooflike finish 
in the field surrounding the eagle’s right wing. 

1887 MS67 NGC. Well struck with glittering mint luster and showing no 
trace of color on either side. A remarkably clean example of this common 
date Dollar, but quite uncommon in Superb condition. Population: 45 in 
67, 0 finer (9/01). 

1887/6 MS62 PCGS. Brilliant with satin-like luster. The lunule on the 
bottom of the 6 shows plainly at the bottom of the 7. 

1887- 0 MS63 PCGS, fully struck and brilliant with good mint luster; 
1890-0 MS63 PCGS, excellent mint luster; and an 1891-S MS63 PCGS, 
brilliant with an angling grease stain (as struck) on Liberty’s chin. (Total: 
3 coins) 

1887-0 MS63 PCGS, lovely mint luster but softly struck in the centers;

1888 MS65 NGC. A well struck coin with flashy cartwheel luster. The 
centers are brilliant, while the periphery has rich lemon-yellow patina. 
Struck from lightly clashed dies, with traces of the reverse design below 
the nose of Liberty. A vertical pinscratch is balanced above the eagle’s 
head. A coin that easily merits its Gem designation. 

1888 MS66 NGC. Golden-brown patina graces the peripheries of this 
otherwise brilliant Gem. Highly lustrous and well struck. The reverse has 
been struck from a doubly clashed die. The surfaces are refreshingly free 
of relevant abrasions. 

1888- 0 MS65 NGC. The frosted mint brilliance is accented by light 
golden peripheral toning. 

1888-S AU55 PCGS, light gray patina; 1889-S AU53 ICG, untoned; 
1890-S AU55 PCGS. well struck and free from toning; 1891-S AU53 
ANACS, mostly brilliant, the surfaces appear to have been lightly 
cleaned at one time; 1896-0 AU53 PCGS, lightly abraded; and a 1904 
AU55 PCGS, untoned and sharply struck. (Total: 6 coins) 

1888-S MS63 ANACS. Lightly toned with strong underlying mint luster. 
Minimally abraded. 

1888- S MS63 PCGS. Essentially untoned with traces of golden periph¬ 
eral color and a few scuffy abrasions on the obverse. 

1889 MS65 ICG. The otherwise richly toned, golden-blue and orange-tan 
surfaces reveal areas of lighter, lilac and silver tinged color on both sides. 
A sharply impressed Gem for the toning enthusiast. 

1889 MS64 Prooflike ICG. Brilliant throughout, there is just a bit of con¬ 
trast on this sharply struck near-Gem. Population: 42 in 64, 9 finer 
( 11 / 01 ). 

1889- CC—Cleaned—ANACS. Fine Details, Net VG8. About three 
quarters of the eagle’s wing feathers are well outlined. A slight rim ding 
is at 12 o’clock on the reverse. The obverse is lightly cleaned. The low 
mintage key date of the Carson City Morgan Dollar varieties. 

1889-CC VF30 NGC. Traces of mint luster glimmer where protected by 
peripheral devices. Lightly toned in shades of lemon-gold. A few old, 
shallow scratches provide the only distraction. One of the desirable key 
dates of the series. 

1889-0 MS63 PCGS. An attractive Silver Dollar with flashy luster. 
There is light yellow patina on the obverse, while the reverse is brilliant. 
Typically struck, with excellent peripheral detail but modest weakness of 
strike in the centers. The surfaces are problem-free for Choice designa¬ 
tion. 

1889-0 MS63 NGC. Dazzling mint brilliance. 

1889-S MS63 ANACS. Repunched S mintmark. VAM-7. A secondary S 
mintmark is minutely southwest of the prominent mintmark. Well struck 
with flashy luster. A minor scrape below the eye of Liberty gives her the 
appearance of crying. 

1889- S MS64 PCGS. Lustrous and modestly abraded, with hints of gold¬ 
en toning about the peripheral devices. 

1890 MS64 PCGS. Brilliant and lustrous with a typical strike that lacks 
sharpness in the centers. A small scrape near the second S in STATES 
prevents an even higher grade. 

1890 MS64 PCGS, two pieces, a pair of sharply struck, brilliant, near- 
Gems. (Total: 2 coins) 

1890 MS64 NGC. Brilliant and lustrous with an average strike. Several 
die cracks (as struck) are throughout the reverse legends. A few luster 
grazes in the obverse field preclude an even higher grade. 

1890- CC MS62 ANACS. Brilliant and sharply struck.

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1157 1890-CC MS63 ANACS. Bright, frosty surfaces, sharp definition shows 
overall, save for the hair strands over Liberty's ear. 

1158 1890-CC MS63 PCGS. A lustrous and well struck example that has 
attractive golden-tan and violet patina. The cheek of Liberty is moder¬ 
ately abraded, but the remainder of the coin is very clean for the grade. 

1159 1890-CC MS63 NGC. Lustrous and untoned with a few facial marks, as 
usually seen on CC Dollars. 

1160 1890-CC MS63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Fully struck with pro¬ 
found white-on-black cameo contrast. 

1161 1890-0 MS64 PCGS. Suitably defined for this often poorly impressed 
issue, the minimally patinated features are free of all but a few scattered 
abrasions. A lustrous near-Gem. 

1162 1890-0 MS64 Prooflike PCGS. This is a premium coin that is not only 
prooflike in the fields but the striking details are exceptionally strong for 
this normally weak issue. This is a coin that collectors should examine 
closely if sharpness of strike is a main consideration in building a set. 

1163 1890-S MS64 ANACS. Brilliant, lustrous, and well struck. There are no 
singularly mentionable abrasions on either side. 

1164 1890-S MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Lavender-violet patina 
graces the periphery of this otherwise brilliant near-Gem. Well struck 
with mirrored fields that also betray reasonable cartwheel luster. The sur¬ 
faces are nicely preserved with only an occasional minor reeding mark 
interrupting their tranquility. Population: 20 in 64, 3 finer (9/01). 

1165 1891-CC MS61 ANACS. VAM-3. Brilliant and well struck. 

1166 1891-CC MS62 ANACS. VAM-3, "Spitting Eagle.” Extremely lustrous 
with no toning, a few luster grazes on the obverse device limit the grade. 

1167 1891-CC MS63 ANACS. Brilliant with a hint of russet color at the bor¬ 
ders. Exquisitely struck with good luster. The reverse has a couple of die 
cracks (as struck) that connect the legends between 12 and 3 o’clock. 

1168 1891-CC MS63 ANACS. Bright, frosty surfaces have a few light to mod¬ 
erate facial marks, but are otherwise Choice. 

1169 1891-CC MS63 ANACS. The obverse of this frosty Carson City issue 
exhibits smatterings of reddish-gold toning at the margins. 

1170 1891 -CC MS63 PCGS. Brilliant and sharply struck with a few grade-lim¬ 
iting abrasions on Liberty’s cheek. 

1171 1891-CC MS63 PCGS. Occasional light tan patina accompanies this oth¬ 
erwise brilliant example. Lustrous with a very good strike. The cheek has 
a faint pinscratch that does not reduce the eye appeal. 

1172 1891-0 MS63 ANACS. Brilliant with a hint of olive-gold color at the 
borders. A typical strike that is much sharper in the peripheries t han in the 
centers. Struck from lightly clashed dies. The cheek has a few luster 
grazes that prevent an even higher grade. 

1173 1891-0 MS63 ANACS. Lustrous and mostly brilliant, with peripheral 
areas of russet and electric-blue patina. Typically struck with good 
peripheral detail but slight weakness of strike in the centers. The obverse 
has a few trivial luster grazes, but the surfaces are still choice for the 
grade. 

1174 1891-0 MS63 PCGS. Brilliant with flashy luster and a very good strike. 
Nice for the grade despite scattered trivial abrasions. 

1175 1891 -S MS64 PCGS. A brilliant and well struck Silver Dollar with flashy 
luster on the reverse and muted obverse luster. There are a few luster 
grazes on the cheek, but overall a nice coin with good eye-appeal. 

1176 1891-S MS64 PCGS. Well struck with mildly prooflike surfaces, 
although not designated as prooflike on the encapsulated insert. The 
obverse has lilac, gold, crimson, and powder-blue patina that competes 
for territory, while the reverse is fully brilliant. There is a small scrape on 
the cheek of Liberty by the mouth, but the surfaces elsewhere are well 
preserved. 

1177 1892-CC MS63 PCGS. Well struck, brilliant, and lustrous with mildly 
prooflike surfaces. The obverse has some luster grazes, but the reverse is 
very pleasing. 

1178 1892-0 MS62 ANACS. The frosty white surfaces are very lightly 
marked for the grade and the central details are not quite fully shuck up. 

1179 1892-0 MS63 ANACS. The peripheries have russet and aqua-blue pati¬ 
na, while the centers are brilliant. Lustrous, but with an average strike. A 
few luster grazes in the left obverse prevent a higher grade.

Sharp and quite lustrous for 
the issue. 

1185 1893-CC VF30 PCGS. The lilac patina is evenly endowed on both sides. 
Relatively sharp for the grade with nearly full separation on all of the 
eagle’s wing feathers. Despite a long stint in circulation, there are no sig¬ 
nificant abrasions. A popular and scarcer date from the final year of the 
Carson City Mint. 

1186 1893-0 Fine 12 ANACS. Light original surfaces. Scarce. 

1187 1893-0 VF25 PCGS. A well worn example of this key date, but it is with¬ 
out any unsightly abrasions. 

1188 1893-0—Whizzed—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A harshly cleaned 
example of this better date Morgan. Still, well detailed and quite afford¬ 
able due to the obvious surface modification. 

1189 1893-0 AU53 ANACS. Light golden patina and flashy peripheral luster 
make this an attractive albeit briefly circulated example. A horizontal 
scratch above the eagle's head provides the only distraction. A low 
mintage variety that is coveted even in lower circulated grades. 

1190 1893-S Good 6 PCGS. The obverse is slate-gray in color, and the reverse 
has lilac patina that is lighter on the devices. A nice coin for the grade, 
with no heavy abrasions. The obverse rim is slightly damaged at 11 
o’clock. The bust of Liberty has numerous slide marks that are visible 
only under magnification. The unquestioned key date to the business 
strike Morgan Dollar series. 

1191 1893-S VG10 PCGS. The milky-brown patina is evenly distributed 
across both sides. The bust has a few mildly distracting pinscratches. oth¬ 
erwise there are no problems. A key date to the series that is coveted in 
all dates. 

1192 1894 AU55 PCGS. Most of the original mint luster still shimmers across 
the surfaces. A typical strike but with only slight mb on the highpoints. 
Brilliant and lightly abraded, but without any objectionable abrasions. 

1193 1894-0 AU55 ANACS. Dusky msset patina that especially congregates 
in the peripheries. The mint luster is ample but is broken in the obverse 
fields. A typical strike, but there are no noteworthy abrasions. 

1194 1894-S AU58 ANACS. Brilliant and lustrous with sharp details at the 
borders but softer definition of strike in the centers. The left obverse is 
lightly bagmarked, and there is a thin scratch between the wreath and the 
eagle's left wing. A possibly conservatively graded coin that does not 
have obvious wear. 

1195 1895-0—Edge Damaged—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF40. Luster does 
not fully connect the stars and peripheral legends. The eagle’s chest is 
worn smooth, but most other details are sharp. The surfaces are well pre¬ 
served despite brief circulation. The edge cannot be examined due to the 
encapsulation. A low mintage key date. 

1196 1895-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The dull, light gray 
surfaces are encircled by a light tinge of golden-brown around the mar¬ 
gins. Scarce and always desirable in any condition, this piece should 
prove quite popular as it retains noticeable portions of mint luster in the 
more protected areas. 

1197 1895-0 XF45 ANACS. Original "dirty gray” surfaces. 

1198 1895-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The comparatively 
smooth surfaces are unnaturally bright due to the cle anin g. Affordable for 
a high grade 1895-0 Dollar. 

1199 1895-S VG10 ANACS. Bright, evenly worn surfaces. 

1200 1895-S—Rim Filed, Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Finel5. Light 
golden-tan patina is seen over both sides of this evenly worn, scarce Dol¬ 
lar. 

1201 1895-S XF45 NGC. Lightly toned and remarkably free from abrasions 
for an XF coin. This is a very pleasing, slightly circulated example of this 
key issue. 

1202 1896 MS65 NGC. Brilliant and lustrous with a strike that would be full 
except for the hair detail directly above the ear. The obverse cheek is well 
preserved. A couple of small abrasions above the eagle's head prevent an 
even higher grade.

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1203 1896-0—Scratched Reverse—AN ACS. UNC Details. Net AU55. Bril¬ 
liant with a hint of violet color at the peripheries. Lustrous with a typical 
strike. A scratch that is not particularly bothersome is in the field next to 
the arrowheads. 

1204 1897 MS65 PCGS. A solid Gem representative that displays excellent 
sharpness and satiny-white surfaces. 

1205 1897 MS65 NGC. Lustrous with attractive light honey-gold patina. 
Sharply struck and worthy of Gem designation. 

1206 1897 MS66 PCGS. Speckles of lemon-yellow and pastel lilac patina add 
color to the reverse surfaces. Lustrous and well struck. The surfaces are 
nicely preserved, with the reverse exceptionally pristine. A variety that is 
readily attainable in lower grades, but becomes conditionally scarce in 
middle Uncirculated grades. Population: 92 in 66, 10 finer (11/01). 

1207 1897 MS63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Nicely mirrored and well 
struck, the lightly marked surfaces are brilliant except for a thin ring of 
golden-brown around the peripheries. 

1208 1897-0 AU58 ANACS. Light olive-gold color with hints of charcoal- 
gray patina brings eye appeal to this conditionally rare variety. Typically 
struck but with essentially complete mint luster. A tick on the cheek is the 
only notable abrasion. Light die cracks encircle the reverse legends. 

1209 1897-S MS63 ANACS. Well struck with surfaces that have both cart¬ 
wheel luster and mildly reflective fields. The lightly mirrored fields are 
well preserved, but a prominent luster graze on the cheek of Liberty pre¬ 
vents a higher grade. A die crack connects the upper bases of the legend 
UNITED. 

1210 1897-S MS65 ICG. Sharply struck and brilliant with a smooth, rounded 
cheek on Liberty. 

1211 1898 MS65 PCGS. Basically untoned and satiny with little variation 
from fields to devices. 

1212 1898-0 MS65 NGC, brilliant; 1899-0 MS65 NGC, scattered golden ton¬ 
ing on the obverse; 1902-0 MS65 NGC, satiny; and a 1904-0 MS65 
NGC, richly frosted but a bit softly struck in the centers. (Total: 4 coins) 

1213 1898-S MS62 ANACS. The brilliant centers give way to russet and elec¬ 
tric blue colors at the peripheries. Lustrous with a typical strike. A nice 
example that is seemingly conservatively graded. 

1214 1898-S MS66 PCGS. A brilliant Gem with shimmering luster and well 
preserved surfaces. The strike is very good and has crispness even in the 
lines of hair above the ear of Liberty. The reverse comes especially close 
to Superb Gem condition. A great conditional rarity at this level of 
preservation. Population: 28 in 66, 2 finer (11/01). 

1215 1899 MS64 NGC. Brilliant and quite clean for the grade. A popular issue 
with a low official mintage. 

1216 1899-0 MS65 NGC. Brilliant except for hints of gold color. Lustrous 
with a typical strike and an uncommonly pristine reverse. 

1217 1899-0 MS66 NGC. A ring of lemon-gold color at the border frames this 
otherwise brilliant Gem. Well struck except for the usual hint of weak¬ 
ness of strike in the obverse center. The fields are essentially pristine. A 
series of die cracks (as struck) follow the peripheral legends on the left 
half of the reverse. 

1218 1899-S MS64 NGC. Lustrous and brilliant throughout with attractive 
surfaces. 

1219 1899-S MS61 Obverse Prooflike ANACS. The brilliant devices are 
framed by iridescent gold and russet colors. Well struck with attractively 
mirrored fields. A few reeding marks are well hidden in the eagle’s chest, 
and there are a couple of slide marks on the cheek that account for the 
grade. 

1220 1900 MS65 NGC. Russet and sea-green patina graces the peripheries of 
this otherwise brilliant Gem. Nicely struck, and would surely grade even 
higher except for a few luster grazes on the cheek of Liberty. 

1221 1900 MS65 PCGS. Brilliant with flashy luster and an average strike. The 
surfaces are remarkably free of distracting abrasion, especially the near¬ 
ly pristine obverse. 

1222 1900-0 MS65 PCGS, a clean, satiny example with hints of golden color 
about the peripheral devices; and a 1900-0 MS65 ANACS, the obverse 
is draped in rich, intermingling hues of golden-violet and iridescent blue. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

1223 1900-0/CC MS63 ANACS. VAM-8A, Top 100. A brilliant and highly 
lustrous example of this popular variety, with the remnants of the Carson 
City mintmark (along with associated die rust) clearly visible with a 
loupe. A nice coin for the grade, with an especially well preserved 
reverse.

Satiny and very well struck with only 
a small cluster of facial marks that preclude a Choice designation. The 
underlying CC mintmark is easily spotted under light magnification. 

1225 1900-S MS63 ANACS. Hints of peripheral russet color highlight the bril¬ 
liant devices. Lustrous with an above average strike. There is a tiny lam¬ 
ination (as struck) under the mintmark. A prominent slide mark on the 
cheek of Liberty precludes an even higher grade. 

1226 1900-S MS63 ANACS. Sharply struck with light marginal toning. 

1227 1900-S MS64 NGC. Much above average sharpness for this tum-of-the- 
century Redfield issue, with scattered obverse contact marks over 
untoned surfaces. 

1228 1900-S MS66 PCGS. Attractively toned, this Morgan Dollar is largely 
gray with hues of sea-green and amber in selected areas. The surfaces are 
well impressed, and show only slight weakness of definition in the hair 
above Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s breast feathers as is often seen for 
this issue. Suitably lustrous, the surfaces of this example reveal no men- 
tionable abrasions. 

1229 1901—Cleaned, Retoned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The bright¬ 
ness of this conditionally scarce P-mint is tempered by suspect gunmetal 
and lilac toning. 

1230 1901 AU53 ANACS. Untoned except for light golden-brown color at the 
peripheries. An average strike but very little actual wear. Luster connects 
the peripheral devices but is broken by the fields. There are no significant 
abrasions. 

1231 1901 AU53 PCGS. Light in color and showing slight friction over the 
highpoints. 

1232 1901 AU55 ANACS. Well struck with deeply mottled toning covering 
each side. 

1233 1901-0 MS65 NGC. Lustrous with flashy luster and a typical strike. The 
brilliant devices are surrounded by a wide ring of attractive golden- 
brown patina. The reverse is very well preserved, while the obverse has 
individually minor abrasions that do not challenge its Gem status. 

1234 1901-S MS61 ANACS. Hints of antique-golden color show at the bor¬ 
ders. The luster is slightly subdued and numerous small scuff marks are 
seen on the obverse that limit the grade. 

1235 1901-S MS64 PCGS. Bright with the usual dazzling mint frost this issue 
is so well known for. An upper-end example. 

1236 1902 MS64 ANACS. Bright and semi-prooflike with a thin ring of ton¬ 
ing around the margins. 

1237 1902-0 MS66 PCGS. Variegated green patina compliments the obverse, 
while the reverse is richly toned in striated bands of crimson, gold, laven¬ 
der, and powder-blue. Luster blasts through the toning, and the strike is 
very good. The fields are essentially pristine. A coin that would be near¬ 
ly impossible to improve upon. 

1238 1902-S AU55 ANACS. Blushes of faded gray and russet patina frame the 
slate-gray centers. The luster is nearly complete. The strike is typical, and 
there is slight rub on the high points of the devices. Moderate reverse 
abrasions affect the F in the legend OF. 

1239 1902-S MS63 ANACS. A peripheral blush of amber and gold color 
improves the eye appeal of this otherwise brilliant Cartwheel. Lustrous 
with a very good strike. The cheek has a few abrasions that do not threat¬ 
en the overall grade. 

1240 1902-S MS63 ANACS. Bright and sharp, a highly desirable Redfield 
date in an affordable grade. 

1241 1902-S MS65 ANACS. One of the more difficult of the various Redfield 
Dollar issues, especially in better Mint State grades, this untoned Gem 
has few appreciable contact marks and suffers a very slight loss detail 
over Liberty’s ear from subtle roller marks. 

1242 1903 MS65 ANACS. Brilliant with richly detailed and satiny devices. 
Highly lustrous with only the most trivial abrasions. A very attractive 
Gem. 

1243 1903-0 MS62 ANACS. Highly lustrous and brilliant with light gold 
color at the borders. Well struck, but with a small cut on the eagle’s chest 
and a horizontal luster graze across the cheek of Liberty. Otherwise prob¬ 
lem free. 

1244 1903-0 MS64 PCGS. Bright, satiny mint luster characterizes this pleas¬ 
ing near-Gem Dollar. 

1245 1903-0 MS65 NGC. This lovely Gem is toned in mottled orange-red 
colors with some electric-blue peripheral shadings. The color is more 
extensive on the obverse. A well struck representative of this always-pop- 
ular O-mint Morgan. 
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1246 1903-0 MS65 PCGS. Lilac and blue-green patina dominate the surfaces, 
with peripheral visits of gold patina on the obverse. From a very good 
strike and with good luster. A prominent raised die line (as struck) 
extends from the right wing to the right base of the first A in AMERICA. 
An attractive example. 

1247 1903-S Micro S VF25 PCGS. Lightly toned. A rarely encountered die 
variety. 

1248 1903-S VF35 ANACS, original light-medium gray surfaces; and a 1904- 
S VF35 ANACS, very light patina over bright surfaces that appear to 
have been cleaned at one time. (Total: 2 coins) 

1249 1903-S AU55 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with small, unobtrusive abrasions 
scattered over each side. 

1250 1904 MS63 NGC. Boldly struck with a few scattered bagmarks, the 
untoned surfaces are sufficiently lustrous for the assigned grade. 

1251 1904-0 MS64 PCGS. Fully brilliant on the obverse, the reverse exhibits 
mottled gray color. 

1252 1904-0 MS65 NGC. Highly lustrous with a typical strike. The obverse 
has olive-gold color at the periphery, while the reverse is fully brilliant. 
The periphery of both sides have several wispy die cracks, as struck. A 
bagmark below the eagle’s left wing is noted for accuracy. 

1253 1921 MS65 NGC. Sharply struck with flashy luster. The obverse is bril¬ 
liant with hints of olive color, while the reverse has patchy yellow-gray 
patina. With the reverse virtually pristine, it must be the light luster 
grazes on the cheek that prevent an even higher grade. 

1254 1921 MS66 NGC. A hint of lemon-yellow patina adds to the eye appeal 
of this highly lustrous and sharply struck Gem. The satiny surfaces have 
especially well preserved fields. A die crack (as struck) connects the 
eagle's head to the upper right portion of the wreath. 

1255 1921-D MS65 PCGS. Brilliant and highly lustrous with a strong strike. 
The surfaces are unusually clean for this normally heavily abraded issue. 

1256 1921-S MS64 PCGS. A brilliant and well struck Silver Dollar with excel¬ 
lent luster. A few luster grazes on the cheek preclude a higher grade. After 
a lengthy hiatus, Morgan Dollars were struck for the last time in 1921 to 
meet the terms of the Pittman Act. 

1257 1921-S MS65 PCGS. The pastel-lilac patina is interrupted by an irides¬ 
cent blush of gold color in the lower reverse. Lustrous, with a good strike 
except for slight weakness of detail in the centers. The obverse has a trace 
of a fingerprint at 9 o'clock. The surfaces are well preserved and are 
more than worthy of the Gem designation. 

1258 1921-S MS65 NGC. Pleasing lemon-gold patina further improves the 
eye appeal of this lustrous Gem. The strike is above average with only 
hints of weakness in portions of the wreath. The reverse periphery has a 
section of prooflike surface at 1 o'clock. Neither side has any mention- 
able abrasions. 

PROOF MORGAN DOLLAR 

1259 1 893 PR50 ANACS. Lightly toned around the margins, the fields are 
deeply reflective still and the coin is obviously a proof. 

PEACE DOLLARS 

1260 1921 AU53 ANACS. Brilliant, with a typical strike that is weak in the 
centers and the lower peripheral legends. Faint mint luster is especially 
evident in the rays and reverse legends. There are no significant abra¬ 
sions. 

1261 1921 MS63 NGC. Lustrous with an above average strike and dusky 
olive-gold patina. A very pleasing example of this popular, low mintage, 
and higher relief first-year variety. 

1262 1921 MS64 PCGS. A lustrous example of the inaugural Peace Dollar, 
which some consider to be a one-year type due to its higher relief. A low 
mintage of just over 1 million adds to the desirability of near-Gem exam¬ 
ples of this date. Blushes of pastel lilac and lime-yellow color pay a visit 
to both sides, while the fields are free from bothersome abrasions. The 
obverse center is typically struck. 
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1263 1921 MS64 NGC. The strike has typical weakness of detail in the 
obverse center, but otherwise this is an exceptional first-year Peace Dol¬ 
lar. The surfaces are highly lustrous, and are especially free from distur¬ 
bances on the obverse. An attractive example, which is nearly brilliant 
except for hints of peripheral olive-gold patina. 

1264 1922 MS63 PCGS, olive-brilliant color, well struck, good luster, a few 
minor scuffs; and a 1928 XF45 PCGS, lightly worn, much remaining 
muted luster, faint hairlines on both sides. (Total: 2 coins) 

1265 1923-D MS64 ANACS. Untoned with fantastic luster for the issue and 
strong central details. 

1266 1923-S MS65 NGC. Brilliant and highly lustrous, with satiny surfaces 
and a good strike. An attractive Gem that would be nearly impossible to 
improve upon. Population: 57 in 65, 0 finer (9/01). 

1267 1924 MS65 PCGS. Sharply struck and highly lustrous with just a 
smidgen of golden color on the reverse. 

1268 1924 MS65 NGC. Well struck with attractive, consistent light olive-gold 
color. Unobtrusive reeding marks below Liberty's headband prevent a 
higher grade. 

1269 1924-S MS62 NGC. Well struck for this difficult S-mint and lightly 
toned. 

1270 1924-S MS64 ANACS. One of the key dates of the series, and certainly 
an unusual find with the consistent golden-tan patina that this example 
has. Flashy luster and a good strike add to the eye appeal. There are a few 
light abrasions that remain appropriate for the near-Gem designation. 

1271 1925-S MS62 NGC, Redfield, brilliant with a couple of tiny spots in the 
center of the obverse; 1926-S MS63 NGC, Redfield, superb luster and 
lightly toned; and a 1928-S MS62 NGC, Redfield, sharply struck on the 
obverse but weakly defined on the reverse, mostly brilliant. (Total: 3 
coins) 

1272 1925-S MS64 PCGS. Lovely lilac-gray patina covers both sides with 
strong underlying mint luster. Better struck than many of this issue. 

1273 1926-D MS63 ANACS. Sharply struck with good luster and just a bit of 
light color flecked about each side. 

1274 1926-D MS64 ANACS. One of the best produced of all Peace Dollar 
issues, this brilliant example is just a minor scuff on the cheek from Gem 
quality. 

1275 1926-S MS64 ANACS. A hint of olive-gold color further improves the 
eye appeal of this highly lustrous and well struck Peace Dollar. A die 
crack (as struck) connects most of rays that emit from Liberty’s head- 
band. A very nice example of this slightly better date. 

1276 1926-S MS64 NGC. Brilliant and well struck throughout with a few 
small abrasions that prevent a full Gem grade. 

1277 1927 MS64 ANACS. Brilliant with a hint of lemon-gold color. Very lus¬ 
trous with a good strike and satiny surfaces. A nice example of this date, 
which has the second lowest mintage of the series after the key 1928-S. 

1278 1927 MS64 ANACS. Brilliant and reasonably well struck. 

1279 1927-D MS62 ANACS. Well struck with flashy luster. Dusky charcoal 
patina is on the obverse, with some gold patina on the reverse. The 
obverse has a few mildly distracting abrasions that limit the grade. While 
the 1927-D has the highest mintage of the three date varieties of the year, 
it is actually scarcer in Uncirculated grades than either the 1927 or the 
1927-S. 

1280 1927-S MS63 ANACS. Brilliant throughout with especially strong defi¬ 
nition on the eagle’s feathers. 

1281 1928—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Lightly circulated 
with a couple of shallow scratches in the left obverse field and a couple 
other even fainter ones on the cheek of Liberty. 

1282 1928 AU58 NGC. Brilliant with hints of gray and olive patina. Still lus¬ 
trous, with an arc-shaped abrasion in the right reverse periphery proba¬ 
bly from a coin counting machine. A typical strike, but with little actual 
wear. 

1283 1928 MS62 PCGS. A lustrous and brilliant example that has a good 
strike. But you can't always have everything, and individually minor 
abrasions are found on both sides. Still a nice coin for the grade. 

1284 1928 MS62 ANACS. Brilliant with a hint of olive-gold color. Lustrous 
with a typical strike. There is a small scratch in the lower neck. Struck 
from a defective planchet which had several small pits in what became 
the lower center of the reverse. These tiny pits do not reduce the techni¬ 
cal grade but they affect the eye appeal. 
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1928 MS62 NGC. Brilliant with a good strike, typical luster, and surfaces 
that are well preserved for the grade. A lamination (as struck) is at 9 
o’clock on the reverse. A nice example of this key date Peace Dollar, 
which has by far the lowest mintage of the series. 

1928 MS65 PCGS. Peripheral red-brown and russet patina frames the 
pastel gold color of the devices. Lustrous with a good strike. A scratch 
that extends the mouth of the eagle is mentioned for accuracy. The 1928 
Peace Dollar has less than half the mintage of any other date in the series. 

1928-S MS63 ANACS. Sharply struck and brilliant with exceptional lus¬ 
ter characteristics. 

1934 MS63 ANACS. Dusky brown patina descends upon the centers, 
while the right periphery has deeper gold and russet toning. The strike 
and luster are good, and close examination of both sides does not reveal 
any relevant abrasions. A very nice example of this lower mintage vari¬ 
ety, which resumed the series after a six year hiatus. 

1934 MS63 ANACS. Lustrous and brilliant with a good strike. The satiny 
surfaces have no abrasions that are worthy of mention. 

1934 MS65 PCGS. The steel-gray surfaces have hints of gold color when 
viewed from certain angles. Lustrous with a very good strike. The sur¬ 
faces are without distracting abrasions. 

1934-S AU58 ICG. Great value in this key issue. Lightly toned with 
almost all the original mint luster still intact and virtually abrasion-free. 

1934- S MS66 PCGS. Highly lustrous with variegated lavender patina. 
From a very good strike, and the surfaces are free from disruptive abra¬ 
sions. The obverse has a few traces of a fingerprint. The undisputed key 
date to the series. Population: 14 in 66, 0 finer (11/01). 

1935 MS63 PCGS. A lustrous and well struck Peace Dollar, from a 
design that would have to wait another thirty years to be struck again. 
Pleasing dusky-gray color adds to the eye appeal. This coin is seemingly 
conservatively graded despite a well hidden abrasion on the eagle’s jaw. 

1935 MS65 NGC. Brilliant with a hint of lemon-yellow peripheral color. 
A pleasing and lustrous Gem with a good strike and uncommonly smooth 
surfaces. 

1935- S MS65 NGC. A brilliant Gem that has potent, shimmering luster. 
The strike is very good if not razor sharp, and the fields have exception¬ 
al preservation. Much scarcer than the Philadelphia mint variety of this 
year, despite a higher mintage. 

COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

1904 Lewis and Clark—Repaired—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF20. A 
mount looks to be expertly removed from the noticeably dull reverse. 

1916 McKinley—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details. Net AU50. This 
flashy semi-prooflike example is spoiled by a hairline scratch on the 
obverse. 

1916 McKinley MS62 ANACS. Struck Thru. Well struck with flashy lus¬ 
ter and pleasing surfaces that lack bothersome abrasions. A seemingly 
conservatively graded example. A lengthy fiber, assumedly part of a rag 
that was used to polish the dies, is struck into the portrait of McKinley 
below the jawline. 

1922 Grant MS67 PCGS. The bright yellow-gold surfaces have hints of 
crimson and lavender color. While not fully struck, the coin has pleasing 
luster and is essentially pristine. Population: 76 in 67, 0 finer (11/01). 

1926 Sesquicentennial MS62 PCGS. Rich orange-lilac patina covers 
each side. 
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GOLD DOLLARS 


1849 Open Wreath Small Head With L—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc 
Details, Net AU50. A pinpoint strike with unnatural brightness on the 
obverse and pastel blue peripheral accents on the reverse. The reverse has 
a die crack (as struck) that nearly bisects the coin. 

1849 Closed Wreath—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The 
reverse is more obviously affected by a relatively light cleaning. 

1850 MS61 ANACS. Bright green-gold in color with nice luster. Well 
struck with the centers and most stars fully detailed. A pleasing example. 
A scarce variety with the lowest mintage of any Type One Gold Dollars 
from Philadelphia. 

1851 MS61 PCGS. From a good strike, with minor lightness of detail in 
a few obverse stars. The luster is nearly as strong in the fields as it is at 
their borders. The surfaces with their light golden-brown color are well 
preserved for the grade.

1851 MS65 PCGS. A sharply struck and lustrous Gem, with a few luster 
grazes separating the surfaces from absolute perfection. An outstanding 
candidate for a Gem gold type set.

1852 MS65 PCGS. A razor sharp and lustrous Gem. The surfaces are 
wonderfully well preserved for a gold coin. There are sections of 
prooflike luster in the upper left obverse. Struck from clashed dies. Pop¬ 
ulation: 21 in 65, 13 finer (11/01). 

1853 AU55 ANACS. Well detailed beneath blushes of reddish patina 
across the center of the obverse. 

1854 Type Two—Rim Filed—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Lustrous 
with only faint signs of die clashing. 

1857 AU55 PCGS. A nice, lightly circulated example of this more avail¬ 
able gold dollar variety. There are excellent details in the major devices 
but a few central reverse letters are blurry, as usually seen, due to the 
strike. Much original mint luster hugs the devices, while the surfaces 
have only a modest number of individually unimportant luster graces and 
abrasions. 

1858- S—Damaged, Tooled, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF20. 
This conditionally scarce S-mint probably never entered commercial 
channels, but was used as a jewelry item and sustained a fair degree of 
damage when removed. Much luster remains beneath splashes of rose 
patina. 

1859- S—Rim Filed, Bent, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF30. 
Although the recipient of the dreaded triple qualifier, this scarcer S-mint 
displays a fair degree of luster and is reasonably attractive. 

1868—Rim Filed, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF30. Still 
somewhat prooflike with aggressive cleaning in the obverse fields and a 
few stray marks on the portrait. A mere 10,500 business strike were 
issued. 

1873 Open 3 MS62 ANACS. Rich orange-gold luster. 

1873 Closed 3—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU55. One of the 
rarest coins in the series and certainly one of the most underpublicized. 
Of the scant 1,800 business strikes minted, perhaps 100 examples now 
survive in all grades. This piece shows numerous hairlines from having 
been cleaned and obvious clashmarks on the obverse. Still, a worthwhile, 
affordable example. 

1886—-Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Wispy hairlines are 
not all that obvious on this relatively attractive example, one of just 5,000 
business strikes produced. 

PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 

1889 PR64 Cameo NGC. An eye-catching proof with strong contrast 
between the frosty devices and the deep, dripping wet mirrored fields. A 
vertical pinscratch from the rim to Liberty’s mouth is mentioned for 
accuracy. Die polishing (as struck) has removed leftmost details of the 
crown. The dies are rotated by about 30 degrees. Only 1,779 Gold Dol¬ 
lars were minted in proof format in 1889, which was the final year of the 
series. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

1840-D—Repaired, Whizzed—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF30. The 
1840-D is the first D-mint Coronet quarter eagle struck, and a rare issue 
in all grades with only 50-55 pieces believed extant today out of the orig¬ 
inal mintage of 3,532. The reverse field above the eagle has been tooled 
and whizzed, assumedly to remove an abrasion and conceal the repair. 
The lower obverse has a pair of tiny digs. Hints of prooflike luster per¬ 
sist in the peripheries. Both sides of the coin have heavy radial die cracks, 
as struck. An affordable and well detailed representative of this rare coin. 

1842 AU58 NGC. The prooflike fields are modestly abraded, but there 
are no individually noteworthy bagmarks. The strike is good with slight 
weakness only on the left leg and right claws of the eagle. A rare, high 
grade variety which has a miniscule mintage of only 2,823 pieces. Popu¬ 
lation: 2 in 58, 1 finer (9/01). 

1842- 0 MS62 NGC. The ’42-0 has an impressively low mintage of only 
19,800 pieces, and it is one of the rarest issues in the series of New 
Orleans mint quarter eagles. It is very rare in mint condition, and this 
piece appears to be tied with several others for second finest known. The 
fields are bright and prooflike, giving the coin a special appearance that 
is most likely missing from many of the other high grade survivors. It is 
also better struck than most, with no weakness apparent on Liberty’s hair 
curls and just the slightest softness on the eagle’s left (facing) leg. Light¬ 
ly abraded over each side, as the grade would indicate, the only surface 
flaw that is significant enough to use as a pedigree identifier is a small 
planchet void next to star 12. 

1843- 0 Small Date—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The 
luster has been appreciably dulled by the cleaning, but natural patina has 
since formed and the condition here is well above what is normally 
encountered on this early New Orleans Quarter Eagle. 
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1321 1847—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Breen-6188. 
Scratches appear in the fields on both the obverse and reverse. There is 
an interesting diagonal reverse die crack crossing the length of the coin. 
The 1 and 8 are obviously repunched, which Breen describes as "very 
rare.” The details are weak on this example, not unusual for this date, 
however these are nicely outlined by an ebony silhouette about the 
design elements. 

1322 1847-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Despite a 
respectable (by early New Orleans Mint standards) mintage of 124,000 
pieces, the 1847-0 is scarcer than the 1847-C (23,226 pieces produced), 
especially in higher grades. The strike is typically inadequate for the 
issue with softness of definition over the reverse eagle. There is ample 
but very subdued mint luster. Hairlines from a cleaning are most obvious 
in the right obverse field. 

1323 1850 AU50 ANACS. A pleasing, lightly circulated example. A hint of 
weakness of strike on the eagle's neck and leg is typical for Quarter 
Eagles from this era. There is ample remaining luster for the grade, and 
the surfaces are free from distracting abrasions. 

1324 1853 MS63 NGC. While much of this coin is well struck, the left leg of 
the eagle is flatly impressed by the dies. The obverse is exceptionally 
sharp, with all star centrils fully detailed. The surfaces are very pleasing, 
with the obverse especially close to pristine. 

1325 1854 MS61 NGC. Sharply struck for Quarter Eagles from this era, with 
weakness of strike only on portions of the eagle's left leg. Lustrous and 
bright with no noteworthy abrasions. Very faint die cracks (as struck) 
connect many of the obverse stars. 

1326 1854-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The surfaces do 
not appear to be wiped, however, the fields have outrageous red-violet 
patina that stains the remaining luster and cannot possibly be natural. A 
nice coin otherwise, with no distracting abrasions. The reverse has been 
struck from a clashed die. The reverse is well struck for the variety, with 
typical weakness of strike on the eagle’s left leg. 

1327 1856 AU55 ANACS. Much original mint luster shines from the legends. 
Nicely struck with a hint of weakness only on the eagle’s left leg. There 
is a small lamination above the final obverse star. The surfaces are pleas¬ 
ingly free of troublesome abrasions. 

1328 1856 AU58 NGC. Well struck except on the eagle’s leg, as usual, with 
slightly muted yellow-gold color. 

1329 1856-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Mildly cleaned on 
both sides. Subdued mint luster remains where protected by peripheral 
devices. There is slight weakness of strike on the eagle’s neck, but the 
stars are sharply defined. There are no singularly mentionable abrasions. 
A scarce and slightly better date. 

1330 1857-S VF30 PCGS. This coin has the remaining mint luster associated 
with the XF45 or AU50 grades. However, primarily due to a weak strike 
on the eagle, it has the reverse detail of a VF25 coin. Both sides have a 
couple of shallow scratches that are not particularly distracting. A scarce 
date with a mintage of only 69,200 pieces. 

1331 1861 New Reverse AU53 ANACS. Satiny and well detailed except for 
the eagle’s left (facing) leg feathers. 

1332 1861 Old Reverse AU58 NGC. The majority of 1861 Quarter Eagles 
were struck from a new reverse hub which was changed in 1859. How¬ 
ever, a few pieces were struck from the leftover hub from 1858, and are 
very scarce. The old hub is characterized by the lowest arrowhead almost 
touching the CA in AMERICA. The space between the arrowheads is 
also more closed than on the new hub, the lettering is larger and less 
chunky, and the period after the D is more distant. This piece shows good 
remaining luster and attractive coloration. Somewhat weakly defined in 
the centers. 

1333 1863-S XF45 NGC. The '63-S is a low mintage S-mint Quarter Eagle 
and is scarce in all grades, and rare above VF. This bright piece is a bit 
weakly struck and shows some reddish patina around the peripheries. 

1334 1868-S NGC AU58. A bright yellow example, bursting with mint bloom. 
The denticles are not well pronounced at several areas on each side of the 
coin, however all other details are nicely defined. A mark to be consid¬ 
ered appears at the mouth. Despite a reasonable mintage for the period in 
which this coin was struck, today it is a condition rarity in AU and better 
grades. Population: 49 in 58,7 finer (9/01). 

1335 1869 AU50 PCGS. Well struck, just a hint of semi-prooflikeness remains 
in the fields—a finish that is common to all Quarter Eagles we have seen 
of this issue. Always popular because of its low mintage, the only flaw 
on this example is a stain in the left obverse field adjacent to Liberty’s 


1336 1869 MS62 NGC. Attractive and sharply struck, with prooflike surfaces 
and no distracting abrasions. An unusual group of raised die lines in the 
upper left reverse periphery are as struck. A rare variety that has a 
mintage of only 4,345 pieces, very few of which have survived in Uncir¬ 
culated condition. Population: 3 in 62, 1 finer (9/01). 

1337 1871-S AU50 NGC. Struck with prooflike surfaces whose reflectivity 
has been tempered by brief circulation and numerous individually trivial 
abrasions. The reverse eagle has been softly struck, giving it the appear¬ 
ance of greater wear than the coin actually has. A scarce variety with a 
low mintage of only 22,000 pieces. 

1338 1873 Open 3 MS65 NGC. The rich reddish-golden mint luster is barely 
affected by abrasions of any size. The more frequently encountered of the 
two date variants but, nevertheless, a very scarce issue in Gem condition 
with only four pieces so graded by NGC with none finer. 

1339 1873 Closed 3 MS61 NGC. A bright and lustrous example, with surfaces 
that have fewer abrasions than are usually seen for the grade. Softly 
struck on the eagle’s left (facing) leg, but with sharp details elsewhere. 

1340 1876-S—Ex-Jewelry—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. The rim is dam¬ 
aged at 6 o’clock on the obverse, and the corresponding location at 12 
o’clock on the reverse. Both sides have light hairlines from cleaning. Die 
polishing has removed many portions of the vertical shield lines, as 
struck. The 1876-S Quarter Eagle has a low mintage of only 5,000 
pieces, nearly all of which went directly into circulation. 

1341 1877 MS62 NGC. The 1877 is scarce in all grades because of its impres¬ 
sively low mintage of only 1,632 business strikes. It is not quite as scarce 
as one might imagine from looking at the mintage, but it is, nevertheless, 
a difficult coin, especially in Mint State. The fields are bright and 
prooflike with each side showing a few small abrasions. Fully detailed on 
the peripheral stars with slight striking softness in the centers. Popula¬ 
tion: 4 in 62, 4 finer (9/01). 

1342 1878-S AU58 PCGS. Sharply struck with excellent luster remaining, 
each side is covered with a rich layer of reddish-golden patina that is 
most attractive. 

1343 1879-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF45. The surfaces have 
much remaining semi-prooflike luster. The strike is good except for the 
usually encountered weakness on the eagle’s left leg. The surfaces are 
modestly abraded in addition to the cleaning, but there are no blemishes 
that require individual mention. A low mintage (43,500 pieces) issue, the 
‘79-S is also the final branch mint delivery in the Liberty quarter eagle 


1344 1889 MS64 PCGS. Rich orange-golden surfaces exude bright mint luster 
and are pleasingly clean. 

1345 1893—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Natural olive patina 
has since formed over both sides which actually gives the coin a rather 
pleasing appearance. 

1346 1903—Polished, Scratched—ANACS. AU Details. Net VF30. The 
obverse has been polished as if it were a doorknob, while the reverse is 
merely cleaned. Numerous pinscratches further injure the obverse. The 
reverse is especially lustrous and has sharp plumage detail on the eagle. 

1347 1907—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A well struck coin 
that has the luster and sharpness of an AU58 grade, but has been down¬ 
graded due to a thorough cleaning on both sides. Other than the resulting 
hairlines, there are no bothersome abrasions. 

INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

1348 1908 MS61 ANACS. A nice example with crisp headdress detail, and a 
touch of striking weakness on the eagle's shoulder. The fields have indi¬ 
vidually trivial abrasions that account for the grade. 

1349 1909 MS60 ANACS. A well struck example with well preserved fields 
for the grade. A hidden abrasion in the eagle's wing plumage is dealt with 
seemingly conservatively by ANACS. 

1350 1910 AU55 PCGS. A well detailed and lustrous representative of the 
type, without distracting abrasions and seemingly conservatively graded. 

1351 1910 MS61 ANACS. A lustrous example with an average strike. The 
obverse is much less abraded than usual for an MS61, while the reverse 
has a few light abrasions that are typical for the grade. 

1352 1911—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details. Net AU55. The reverse is well 
struck, but the lower headdress details are not sharp. Very lightly cleaned. 
A pinscratch between the first two letters in LIBERTY provides the only 
distraction. 

1353 1911 MS63 NGC. Lustrous golden-rose and lilac tinted surfaces. 

1354 1911 MS64 PCGS. Sharply struck, the satiny surfaces are remarkably 
clean for a non-Gem coin. 
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1913 AU50 ANACS. Bright yellow-gold surfaces. 

1913— Scratched—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55, a couple very 
faint pinscratches in the left obverse field and one in the left reverse field 
are judged rather severely by ANACS, otherwise problem-free; and a 
1928—Altered Surfaces—ANACS, UNC Details, Net MS60, Altered 
Surfaces, the eagle’s flank looks like it has been coated with a lilac-col¬ 
ored lacquer, a few scattered individually trivial abrasions. (Total: 2 
coins) 

1913 MS63 NGC. The strike is sharp on the reverse, with trivial weak¬ 
ness only on the lower details of the headdress. The obverse is nicely pre¬ 
served, with a few minor reverse abrasions hidden within the motto. 

1914— Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. There are light abra¬ 
sions from brief handling on the cheek of the Indian and in the right 
reverse field. A small amount of a dark substance that looks like tar is in 
a few letters of the lower reverse legend. A pair of small prooflike patch¬ 
es in the left reverse field are due to the die finish and are as struck. 

1914—Rim Damaged—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. Well struck 
with typical luster and surfaces without mentionable abrasions. The rim 
damage is obscured from view by the encapsulation. 

1914 AU58 NGC. The pleasing, richly detailed surfaces betray a hint of 
rub on the eagle’s shoulder and on the lower obverse portion of the head¬ 
dress. The 1914 is second only to the 1911-D in terms of rarity within the 
series. 

1914-D AU58 NGC. Sharply struck with clean, lustrous surfaces. A 
scarce, semi-key issue. 

1914-D MS61 NGC. Bright yellow-gold surfaces but just a bit softly 
struck. Scarce in mint condition. 

1914-D MS61 ANACS. A well struck coin with good luster. Seemingly 
conservatively graded despite a few trivial abrasions on each side that are 
found only with close scrutiny. 

1914- D MS62 NGC. Bright reddish tinted mint luster characterizes this 
scarce issue. Just a bit softly struck on the lowest feather in the warbon- 
net. 

1915 XF45 ANACS. An attractive coin despite brief circulation. The 
headdress feathers show light wear, as does the tip of the eagle’s shoul¬ 
der. 

1915— Cleaned—UNC Details, Net AU50. Well struck. The reverse has 
been thoroughly cleaned. The obverse has been wiped as well, but to 
lesser effect. 

1915 MS63 NGC. Sharply defined with pleasing surfaces for the grade. 

1925-D MS65 NGC. Deep orange-gold colored mint luster covers both 
sides of this attractive Gem. 

1926 MS61 ANACS. Well struck with attractive luster. Numerous indi¬ 
vidually trivial abrasions in the fields account for the grade. 

1927— Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. Lustrous with a 
good strike and a mysterious purple stain on the headdress. Neither side 
has any hairlines indicative of a cleaning, although there are light abra¬ 
sions in the right reverse field. 

1927 MS62 ANACS. A lustrous and well struck example with a small 
number of individually trivial luster grazes in the reverse field. 

1927 MS62 ANACS. A lustrous coin with a good strike and only trivial 
abrasions on each side that are not individually worthy of mention. 

1928— Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. Nicely struck and 
with a few trivial abrasions in the fields. A very lightly cleaned example, 
but with good eye appeal for the net grade. 

1929 MS61 ANACS. This example has good luster, a typical strike, and 
surfaces that are less abraded than usually witnessed at the MS61 level. 
A lamination (as struck) is in the left reverse field. A short, thin scratch 
on the temple is the only minor distraction. 

1929 MS62 ANACS. This example has typical luster and a strike that is 
very good except for the lower ponions of the headdress. A few light 
abrasions on the reverse are consistent with the grade. 

THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

1854—Tooled, Polished—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF30. Both sides 
exhibit an unnatural glassy finish from the polishing and a bothersome 
spot is noticed on Liberty’s neck.

1858 AU50 PCGS. The 1858 has the second lowest mintage Three Dol¬ 
lar from the 1850s, second only to the famous 1854-D, one of just 2,133 
pieces struck. Unlike other later low mintage dates, the average grade on 
an 1858 is a fairly modest VF35. This piece has bright surfaces and is 
lightly marked. 

EARLY HALF EAGLE 

1810 Small Date, Large 5 AU53 NGC. B. 2-D, Miller-113, High R.5. 
Among 1810 Half Eagles, the Small Date, Large 5 is an underrated coin 
that is more difficult to locate than the Large Date, Large 5. This original 
example has significant portions of rich reddish tinted patina around and 
within the recesses of the devices. There are several light marks in the left 
obverse field with a few more between the eagle’s head and the scroll on 
the reverse. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 

1834 Plain 4—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Repunched 
Date. Bright green-gold surfaces. 

1834 Plain 4 MS62 NGC. The strike is sharp on all but one of the obverse 
stars, but the eagle’s left leg and the locks of hair on Liberty’s forehead 
are characteristically softly defined. The surfaces are pleasingly free 
from detracting abrasions, but the luster lacks punch in the fields. An 
attractive example from the first year of this short-lived series. 

1836 VG10 ANACS. A heavily circulated early Five Dollar that can be 
identified by a small mark at the top of the portrait and a reverse edge 
nick at 8 o’clock. 

1836— Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Just a little dull as a 
result of an old scrubbing, otherwise a well balanced olive-gold example. 

1837— Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Pale orange toning 
has since formed over the somewhat bright green-gold surfaces. 

LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

1839—Damaged—ANACS. XF Details. Net VF30. Several rim mark 
indicate the probability of an old mounting. Affordable quality for this 
undervalued first year Half Eagle design. 

1842 Small Letters XF45 PCGS. While not as scarce as the Large Letters 
variety, the Small Letters is definitely a difficult item and is seldom seen 
above VF. The Small Letters coins were struck early in the year as the 
dies for the Large Letters variety were sent to the various branch mints 
no later than March 22. Evenly worn across the devices and only slight¬ 
ly abraded in the fields from handling in the channels of commerce. 

1845 MS62 NGC. As an issue, the 1845 is equally as elusive as the 1844 
and 1846, all of which are rarer than the 1843 and 1847. The 1845 was 
produced in sizeable numbers (417,099 pieces), but most known exam¬ 
ples are circulated to one degree or another. The present representative 
has bright, semi-prooflike fields and the surfaces are well defined with 
green-gold coloration. Population: 8 in 62, 6 finer (9/01). 

1852 AU50 ANACS. Some indistinct striking shows at the centers of 
each side. Muted yellow-gold color overall. 

1873 Open 3 MS60 NGC. Bright yellow-gold coloration with the only 
area of weakness on the eagle’s neck. 

1874-CC AU53 PCGS. The Carson City Mint’s production of Half 
Eagles amounted to only 21,198 pieces in 1874. Winter (2001) estimates 
that 125-135 coins are extant, most of which grade VF-XF. This issue 
edges out the 1871-CC as the most common CC-mint Half Eagle pro¬ 
duced prior to 1879, yet it is a much scarcer coin than any of the post- 

1879 issues save for the 1881-CC. The present example retains ample 
evidence of an above average strike with some light rub across the high- 
points. Orange-gold in color, the surfaces are refreshingly free of dam¬ 
aging abrasions. 

1879-S AU53 NGC. Well struck with bright surfaces. 

1880 AU55 ANACS. Light friction over the surfaces with few abrasions 
evident. 

1881-S MS64 NGC. A very attractive near-Gem, with good luster and a 
very good strike. The surfaces lack remotely disturbing abrasions, and 
have excellent eye appeal. 

1882 MS64 NGC. Fully struck with highly lustrous surfaces that are 
close to Gem quality. 

1883- S AU50 NGC. Some luster remains on this lightly circulated exam¬ 
ple. 

1884 MS61 NGC. Bright overall with light orange-gold coloration. 

1884- S MS62 NGC. Sharply struck with bright yellow-gold surfaces. 
1886-S MS61 ANACS. Sharply struck with bright, semi-prooflike fields. 
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1398 1888-S AU53 NGC. Still partially lustrous with numerous circulation 
marks on the obverse and reverse. 

1399 1891-CC AU50 ANACS. A nice coin for the grade, with considerable 
luster in the peripheries and without singularly mentionable abrasions. 
Both sides are well detailed, with a lack of sharpness in the eagle's neck 
and arrow feathers due mostly to the strike. The most readily available 
Carson City variety of the denomination. 

1400 1892 MS60 ANACS. A well struck coin with good luster. The cheek has 
a couple of abrasions, and the upper reverse has a short and shiny scratch. 
A less commonly seen variety among the latter-dated Liberty Half Eagle 

1401 1892-S MS60 NGC. Well defined with subdued, satin-like surfaces. 

1402 1893-0 AU53 ANACS. Misplaced Date. Strong magnification discloses 
the upper loops of an 8 and 9 in the denticles below the date. An inter¬ 
esting die variety on this desirable O-mint Half Eagle. 

1403 1893-S AU58 NGC. Reddish tinted surfaces with semi-prooflike fields. 

1404 1894-0 AU58 ANACS. Some deep-golden patina has formed over 
reflective surfaces. This is a well struck, affordable example of this 
scarcer date. 

1405 1894-S XF40 ANACS. Attractive despite twenty points of wear and myr¬ 
iad miniscule abrasions that pepper the fields. The eagle’s neck and 
arrow feathers are worn smooth, mostly due to the strike. The remaining 
luster has an unusual purplish patina. A scarce variety with a mintage of 
only 55,900 pieces. 

1406 1894-S AU53 NGC. Well struck with light orange-gold surfaces. 

1407 1895—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details. Net XF40, sharply detailed with 
good luster but obviously cleaned; 1908 Indian ANACS AU50, the 
obverse is very sharp but there is mb on the eagle’s shoulder, the surfaces 
have slide marks from brief circulation; and an 1879—Cleaned— 
ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, lustrous and very lightly cleaned with a 
horizontal scratch in the obverse near star 2. (Total: 3 coins) 

1408 1895 MS64 NGC. Sharply struck throughout with bright yellow-gold 
coloration. 

1409 1896-S AU53 NGC. Bright lightly worn surfaces are typically marked. 

1410 1896-S MS64 PCGS. Deep reddish tinted color surrounds the devices. 

1411 1898 MS60 NGC. Deep lustrous surfaces. Well struck. 

1412 1898 MS61 NGC. Deep reddish tinted surfaces. 

1413 1900 MS60 ANACS. Lustrous and sharply struck, with pleasing surfaces 
for the grade that lack heavy or singularly mentionable abrasions. 

1414 1904 MS61 NGC. Sharply struck. 

1415 1906-D MS61 ANACS. Exhibiting a typical appearance for an MS61 
with slightly subdued luster and a few small marks. 

1416 1906-D MS64 PCGS. Sharply defined throughout with rich reddish- 
golden mint luster. 

INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

1417 1908 MS63 NGC. A sharply defined example of this first-year issue that 
shows rich green-gold coloration. 

1418 1908-D MS63 NGC. Bright reddish tinted surfaces. 

1419 1909 MS61 ANACS. This example has a glossy bright yellow color that 
is not often encountered. The luster is good, with only modest weakness 
of strike on the eagle’s shoulder. Seemingly conservatively graded, with 
surfaces that have less than the expected number abrasions. 

1420 1909-D MS62 ANACS. A well struck coin with good luster. The only 
abrasion that deserves mention is a lengthy but shallow scratch in the 
right reverse field. The 1909-D Half Eagle has more t han double the 
mintage of any other date in the series. 

1421 1909-S—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. Good strike and 
luster give eye appeal to this very lightly cleaned example. An interest¬ 
ing planchet lamination, as struck, is at 7 o’clock on the obverse periph¬ 
ery. The 1909-S is a much scarcer date in the Indian Half Eagle series. 

1422 1910-D AU58 NGC. Light robbing shows on the typically marked sur- 


1423 1910-S MS61 PCGS. Well struck with bright yellow-gold surfaces. 

1424 1911 MS62 NGC. Lustrous with a very good strike. The obverse is nice¬ 
ly preserved, while the reverse fields have a few trivial abrasions. 


1425 1911-S—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. An example with 
a good strike except for minor softness of detail in the feathers of the 
headdress. A lustrous coin with problem-free surfaces aside from the very 
light cleaning. 

1426 1912—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. Lightly cleaned 
with good luster and a reasonably good strike, but with a couple of abra¬ 
sions on the reverse that reduce the eye appeal. 

1427 1912 MS62 NGC. Well struck with bright satin-like surfaces. 

1428 1912 MS62 PCGS. Original gray-golden surfaces with no obvious abra¬ 
sions on either side. 

1429 1912 MS62 ANACS. This coin is from a very good strike, with only a 
hint of weakness of detail on the eagle’s shoulder. Lustrous, with a prob¬ 
lem-free obverse and a few abrasions in the upper right reverse field that 
account for the grade. 

1430 1912 MS63 NGC. A lustrous and sharply struck Half Eagle, with a few 
minor abrasions on each side that limit the grade. 

1431 1913 MS62 PCGS. A good strike and nice luster and eye appeal to this 
Indian Half Eagle. Light abrasions are on both sides, but none of them 
are distracting. 

1432 1913 MS63 NGC. Lustrous green-gold surfaces and sharply struck 
throughout. 

1433 1914 MS61 NGC. A lustrous, moderately abraded example of one of the 
more difficult P-mints in the series. 

1434 1914-D MS63 NGC. The lustrous green-gold surfaces are covered with 
light reddish patina on each side. Sharply defined. 

1435 1914-S AU58 NGC. The Indian has an abrasion near his mouth, while the 
reverse has a couple of pinscratches. A good strike except for the lower 
headdress detail. A better date in higher grades. 

1436 1915 MS60 ANACS. This coin has good luster, an average strike, and 
several individually trivial light pinscratches on each side. 

1437 1915-S AU50 PCGS. Bright golden color, light wear shows overall. 

1438 1916-S MS61 NGC. Dusky olive-green patina is seen over both sides of 
this lustrous, well struck example. 

LIBERTY EAGLES 

1439 1839/8 Type of 1838 AU58 PCGS. Although the 1838 is scarcer in all 
grades, the 1839 Type of 1838 is always in demand as one of only two 
issues that displays Christian Gobrecht's original design for the eagle. 
This second-year issue was produced to the extent of only 25,801 pieces, 
and most known survivors grade either VF or XF. A conditionally rare 
and well detailed AU representative, the present coin is olive-gold in 
color with originally preserved surfaces. A vertical scratch on Liberty's 
neck is distracting, and a series of lesser abrasions affect the upper 
reverse legend. The star centrils are the only inadequately struck features. 
This coin displays visible remnants of the underdigit to the right of the 9 
in the date. Population: 5 in 58, 11 finer (11/01). 

1440 1847-0 XF40 NGC. Lightly abraded with bright reddish-gold color. One 
of the few relatively common No Motto tens. 

1441 1848-0 AU58 PCGS. Formerly offered in our 2001 Central States Sale, 
where it was described as, “The ’48-0 is a scarce coin in all grades with 
only 85-95 pieces believed extant today. In AU it is especially challeng¬ 
ing with an estimated 7-8 coins believed known. While known for its 
weak striking characteristics, this ’48-0 is actually well defined on the 
reverse with the softness of detail reserved on this coin for the peripher¬ 
al stars and Liberty’s hair curls. Numerous light abrasions are peppered 
over each side, as one would expect from a coin of this grade, but the 
only ones of any note are a small cluster above star 12." 

1442 1850 Small Date VF30 NGC. The scarcer of the two major varieties for 
this date, and a difficult coin in any grade. This piece is softly struck and 
modestly abraded, but there are no distracting blemishes. 

1443 1851 XF45 ANACS. A modestly abraded example, which has consider¬ 
able remaining mint luster that surrounds the peripheral devices. A reed¬ 
ing mark on the back of the neck provides the only distraction. 

1444 1853 AU50 NGC. The original surfaces show reddish patina around the 
stan and other devices and there are several light scratches in the lower 
right obverse field. 

1445 1879 MS63 NGC. The fields have light luster grazes, but the surfaces are 
pleasingly free from distracting abrasions. Well struck with good luster. 
While 384,770 pieces were struck of this issue, examples that grade finer 
than MS62 are actually quite elusive. Population: 15 in 63,3 finer (9/01). 

1446 1880-S MS62 ANACS. Sharply struck with excellent luster characteris- 
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1447 1881 MS63 NGC. The satiny mint luster is overlaid with rich reddish 
patina. 

1448 1882 MS63 NGC. Sharply struck and lustrous with a faint swipe of 
grease (as struck) in the center of the obverse. 

1449 1886 AU58 ANACS. A well struck Eagle that probably never actually 
circulated, but has a few too many abrasions in the obverse field to grade 
any higher. The luster is flashy in the peripheries, but is broken by the 
obverse field. A scarcer date with a mintage of less than 250,000 pieces. 

1450 1886-S MS63 NGC. Sharply struck throughout with medium orange- 
golden patina. Lightly abraded. 

1451 1887-S MS62 NGC, five pieces, each coin is well struck and shows dis¬ 
tinctive reddish colored surfaces. (Total: 5 coins) 

1452 1888-0 MS61 NGC. The 1888-0 marks a turning point for New Orleans 
Mint Liberty Eagles. Unlike prior years, beginning with this date they 
become available in lower mint state grades. This is a well struck piece 
with good luster and typically lightly bagmarked fields. The reverse has 
die cracks (as struck) across most of the peripheral legends. 

1453 1890 AU58 ANACS. Well struck overall and bright (probably from 
cleaning). 

1454 1890 MS60 ANACS. A much scarcer date in Mint State, subdued luster 
and myriad small abrasions on the surfaces account for the grade. 

1455 1892-0 MS61 NGC. Sharply struck with rich green-gold coloration. 

1456 1893 MS64 NGC. The centers are well defined and the obverse shows a 
bright semi-prooflike finish. 

1457 1893-S MS62 PCGS. Soft mint frost covers both sides of this minimally 
abraded type coin. 

1458 1894 MS64 NGC. Lustrous and well struck throughout with a small spot 
of grease on Liberty’s jawline, as struck. 

1459 1895 MS63 NGC. Well struck with good luster that is flashy on the 
reverse. The obverse fields have light luster grazes that are commonly 
seen on these larger gold coins, which were often stored and shipped in 
canvas bags. 

1460 1895 MS64 NGC. A sharply detailed and lustrous near-Gem, with a scat¬ 
tering of light luster grazes across otherwise pristine surfaces. While 
there is no shortage of baggy Uncirculated Eagles of this date, they are 
very difficult to find in better mint state grades. Population: 42 in 64, 3 
finer (9/01). 

1461 1895-0 MS62 NGC. A sharply struck coin with good luster and modest¬ 
ly abraded surfaces that are actually better preserved than the majority of 
Uncirculated survivors from this issue. Population: 28 in 62, 5 finer 
(9/01). 

1462 1895-S AU50 NGC. Sharply detailed for the grade with ample mint lus¬ 
ter in the peripheral devices. The fields have individually minor abra¬ 
sions from brief circulation. The 1895-S is a scarce coin in any grade, 
with a mintage of less than 50,000 pieces. 

1463 1897-0 MS62 PCGS. A well struck example with especially pleasing 
luster on the reverse. The obverse field is lightly abraded, but no more 
than is consistent with the grade. A scarce variety from the New Orleans 
Mint with a mintage of only 42,500 pieces. Population: 18 in 62, 14 finer 
( 11 / 01 ). 

1464 1897-S MS60 NGC. This Liberty Eagle has green-gold color and a very 
good strike. The surfaces have pleasing eye appeal for the grade, without 
the usually seen bothersome abrasions. The luster is particularly vibrant 
on the reverse. A tough date to find in Uncirculated grades. 

1465 1898 MS62 NGC. Lustrous with a very good strike. The fields have good 
preservation, but there is a short scratch on the cheek. Reverse die cracks 
(as struck) connect approximately half of the peripheral legends. 

1466 1898-S MS63 NGC. Well struck and lustrous with individually trivial 
abrasions in the obverse fields. A surprisingly scarce date at this grade 
level. Population: 9 in 63, 1 finer (9/01). 

1467 1901-0 MS62 PCGS. A sharply struck and lustrous example that has 
pleasing surfaces for this usually moderately abraded variety. A nice can¬ 
didate for a New Orleans Mint type set. 

1468 1903-0 MS61 NGC. Fully struck with slightly muted yellow-gold color 
and satiny luster. 

1469 1906-S AU55 NGC. A bright and sharply detailed Eagle with flashy lus¬ 
ter than is essentially fill on the reverse. The fields are typically but mod¬ 
estly abraded. A coin which has the eye appeal if not the luster of a high¬ 
er grade. 
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INDIAN EAGLES 

1470 1907 No Motto MS62 PCGS. Lustrous but noticeably bagmarked. 

1471 1908 No Motto MS61 NGC. The luster is fill, but stronger in the periph¬ 
eries than in the reverse field. The strike is good, and a curved abrasion 
at 3 o’clock on the reverse provides the only distraction. A popular vari¬ 
ety as it belongs to a two-year type, and has a low mintage of only 33,500 
pieces. 

1472 1908 Motto MS61 NGC. Attractive and lustrous with a good strike. 
Although a few minor abrasions lurk in the lower right reverse field, the 
obverse is very well preserved for the grade with a nearly pristine cheek 
on Liberty. 

1473 1908 Motto MS62 ANACS. Bright orange patina highlights the obverse 
portrait of this lustrous and typically struck example. A modest number 
of individually trivial abrasions on the portrait do not detract from the 
eye-appeal. While not as rare as the No Motto 1908 Eagle variety, the 
With Motto is still a scarce coin even in lower Uncirculated grades. 

1474 1909-S AU58 NGC. Slight rub on the eagle’s shoulder may be all that 
separates this Eagle from Uncirculated status. Lustrous with a good 
strike. Modestly abraded with a mark on Liberty’s jaw and a luster graze 
in the upper reverse field. 

1475 1910 MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck with subdued, satiny surfaces. 

1476 1910 MS63 NGC. An attractive representative, with a very good strike 
and vibrant luster. The obverse is especially well preserved. A good alter¬ 
native to the more common 1910-D as a member of a high grade gold 
type set. 

1477 1910-D MS60 ANACS. This attractive Eagle is lustrous, well struck, and 
with fields and devices that lack the abrasions in the fields and devices 
that are usually associated with large gold coins that grade MS60. 
Despite a small rim nick at 9 o’clock on the reverse, a seemingly conser¬ 
vatively graded example. 

1478 1912-S AU58 NGC. Very lightly circulated with a good strike and luster 
that is virtually complete on both sides. Attractive and without any abra¬ 
sions that require individual mention. 

1479 1913 MS62 ANACS. Very lustrous with a good strike, and with fields 
that lack the numerous small abrasions that are usually seen at the MS62 
level. However, there a couple of well-hidden abrasions on the lower 
eagle that limit the grade. 

1480 1913-S AU58 NGC. The luster is nearly complete, but the eagle’s shoul¬ 
der and Liberty’s forelocks of hair have slight rub. The eye appeal is 
good, and there are are no singularly mentionable abrasions. A low 
mintage date that is highly coveted even in circulated grades. 

1481 1914-D MS61 NGC. Granular yellow-gold surfaces and a number of 
contact marks. 

1482 1926 MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck with medium orange-gold coloration. 

1483 1932 MS62 PCGS. Sharply defined with satiny, subdued surfaces. 

1484 1932 MS62 NGC. Lustrous and quite sharp with typical bagmarks for the 
grade. 

1485 1932 MS64 PCGS. Fully struck with bright, sparkling mint luster and 
minimal abrasions. 

LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

1486 1856-S—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. An attractive 
coin despite a light cleaning and a pinscratch that originates on one of the 
obverse stars. Lustrous, and with sharp details for a Type One Double 
Eagle. 

1487 1856-S AU53 NGC. Considerable remaining mint luster and an above 
average strike increase the eye appeal of this pleasing Double Eagle. The 
surfaces have fewer abrasions than expected, and none of them require 
individual mention. 

1488 1856-S AU55 NGC. Mint luster flows smoothly through the peripheries, 
while the strike is particularly sharp on the eagle’s plumage. The surfaces 
are modestly abraded, with a small bruise on the chin of Liberty. A con¬ 
ditionally scarce Double Eagle variety that is more commonly found in 
bagmarked XF grades. 
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1489 1856-S AU58 NGC. Bright and lustrous with a few noticeable abrasions 
in the lower left obverse field and numerous others scattered about that 
side as well. Sharply defined throughout. 

1490 1857-S XF45 NGC. Both sides have much remaining luster for the grade, 
with only modest wear on the high points of the devices. There is a 
scratch below STATES in the upper reverse, but otherwise the surfaces 
have fewer abrasions than to be expected from a circulated gold coin with 
this much heft. 

1491 1857-S AU53 NGC. Bright mint luster shines from the peripheries and 
devices, while the high points of the designs show only a hint of wear. 
The surfaces have numerous abrasions, none of which have a severity 
that would be inappropriate for the grade. 

1492 1858 AU55 NGC. The fields are somewhat prooflike but are modestly 
abraded, as is the cheek of Liberty. Die polishing (as struck) has removed 
some finer details of Liberty's hair bow. A conditionally scarce date that 
is typically encountered in lower grades. 

1493 1860-S XF45 NGC. Subdued mint luster hugs the devices, which have 
good details for the grade. The fields are modestly abraded but have 
greater eye appeal than most surviving circulated examples. 

1494 1860-S AU55 PCGS. The 1860-S is a challenging issue, especially in 
high grades, with XF and AU examples always in demand by collectors. 
While more easily located than the 1861-S Paquet Reverse and the 1866- 
S No Motto, the 1860-S is in the second tier of rarity among S-mint Lib¬ 
erty Double Eagles. Other comparable issues at this rarity level include 
the 1854-S, 1861-S, 1862-S, 1864-S, 1866-S Motto, 1867-S, and 1868- 
S. This piece is noticeably abraded but retains strong remnants of mint 
luster throughout. Well struck. Population: 18 in 55, 38 finer (11/01). 

1495 1862-S XF45 NGC. A pleasing amount of mint luster persists where pro¬ 
tected by devices. Like most circulated Double Eagles from this era, the 
surfaces are thoroughly abraded, although none of the blemishes merit 
individual mention. 

1496 1863-S AU58 NGC. With few bothersome abrasions and crisp overall 
definition, this orange-gold example has the look of a Mint State grade. 
Close inspection does reveal light rub across the highpoints, but the eye 
appeal is significant for the AU 58 level of preservation. A partially lus¬ 
trous survivor of this conditionally challenging Civil War issue. 

1497 1864-S XF45 NGC. The original mint luster is especially evident on the 
reverse, but the surfaces are peppered with light abrasions. A reverse 
scrape above the D in the denomination serves as the only distraction. 
Struck during the Civil War, although the San Francisco Mint was distant 
from the battlefields. 

1498 1864-S AU53 NGC. Abundant remaining luster with an average strike 
and numerous abrasions, grease marks, and contact marks. While not one 
of the more noteworthy Type One Double Eagles, this date is generally 
found in VF or XF condition and AU examples are very elusive. 

1499 1864-S AU58 NGC. From a good strike, and the mint luster is essential¬ 
ly full. The surfaces are abraded, but to a lesser extent than is usually 
seen for this grade and era. As was the case with most Type One Double 
Eagles from San Francisco, the entire mintage went directly into circula¬ 
tion. Very few were set aside, and despite a sizable production the 1864- 
S is very scarce in AU and better condition. Population: 27 in 58. 30 finer 
(9/01). 

1500 1865 AU58 NGC. The mint luster is virtually complete, and only par¬ 
tially subdued in the fields. The strike is very good. The surfaces have 
abrasions, but retain the eye appeal of many MS62 examples. Another 
conditionally rare date in the series that is very difficult to obtain any 
finer. Population: 48 in 58, 8 finer (9/01). 

1501 1867-S—Cleaned, Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The lus¬ 
ter and overall sharpness is consistent with an AU55 grade. The cleaning 
is very mild, but the reverse has numerous pinscratches that reduce the 
eye appeal. The reverse periphery has an inconsistent strike, with the first 
S in STATES particularly affected. 

1502 1867-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF45. A lightly worn 
example of this scarcer S-mint double eagle showing somewhat muted 
surfaces due to the cleaning. 

1503 1867-S AU55 PCGS. The reverse has good details from the strike, while 
the obverse has softness of detail in the centers and in the leftmost stars. 
A lustrous coin for the grade, with surfaces that are much less abraded 
than is usually seen on a briefly circulated Double Eagle from this era. A 
conditionally rare variety that is practically unavailable in mint state 
grades. Population: 20 in 55,17 finer (11/01). 

1504 1867-S AU55 NGC. A good strike, but with a couple of obverse stars 
missing their centril details. Considerable mint luster radiates from the 
centers and peripheries. Both sides are modestly abraded, as is the case 
for virtually all lightly circulated Double Eagles from this era. 


1505 1867-S AU58 NGC. The strike is good, and the ample luster is especial¬ 
ly predominant on the reverse. Modestly abraded throughout, but there 
are no singularly mentionable blemishes. A conditionally rare coin that is 
very elusive in Uncirculated grades. 

1506 1868-S VF35 NGC. Both sides have remnants of the original mint luster. 
The fields are pleasingly free from heavy abrasions, although the cheek 
does have a small scratch. Many fine details of the obverse star centrils 
and the eagle’s plumage remain despite a stint in circulation. An attrac¬ 
tive coin for the grade. 

1507 1868-S AU58 NGC. Lustrous for the grade with a good strike. The 
obverse fields are refreshingly free of the contact marks that typically 
plague the series. A coin that has much eye appeal and must be seen to 
be fully appreciated. 

1508 1869 AU55 NGC. The modestly prooflike fields retain considerable lus¬ 
ter. A very good strike, with slight rub across the high points of the 
obverse design. The surfaces are generally much less abraded than is 
usual for the grade, but a scratch in the upper reverse provides a mild dis¬ 
traction. 

1509 1869 AU55 NGC. Richly detailed and with much of the original luster 
intact. The typically encountered abrasions are evenly distributed across 
the surfaces. 

1510 1871 VF35 PCGS. A seemingly conservatively graded example, as it has 
good details and much of the original mint luster intact. The surfaces are 
typically abraded, with a narrow scratch adjacent to the eagle's head. 

1511 1871-S AU58 NGC. The obverse of this example is heavily abraded, 
although neither side has any blemish that requires individual mention. A 
good strike with nice luster which does not extend through the obverse 
fields. 

1512 1872-S AU50 NGC. Most of the original mint luster is still present on the 
reverse, while the obverse luster is primarily limited to the stars and date. 
Sharply detailed but the surfaces have the myriad individually trivial 
abrasions that are typical for the series in circulated grades. 

1513 1872-S AU58 NGC. A bright and lustrous example with good details 
from the strike. The surfaces have the unavoidable abrasions, but the 
cheek is relatively unscathed. 

1514 1873 Closed 3 XF45 NGC. An affordable example of this scarcer issue 
that shows a few small facial abrasions. 

1515 1873 Open 3 XF40 NGC. Richly detailed for the grade, with ample lus¬ 
ter where protected by devices. The surfaces are heavily abraded, with a 
scrape at 9 o’clock on the obverse mentioned for accuracy. 

1516 1873 Open 3—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details. Net AU50. Lustrous 
and with sharp details, but the surfaces are heavily abraded. A scrape 
through the shield reaches the arrowheads. There is a series of shallow 
scrapes in the lower left obverse. 

1517 1873 Open 3 AU55 NGC. A clean, problem-free Type Two that is sharply 
shuck, just lacking a bit of luster due to light circulation. 

1518 1873 Open 3 AU58 NGC. Nicely struck with essentially full luster. The 
cheek has a touch of mb, and the obverse has a trio of heavier abrasions. 

1519 1873 Open 3 MS60 NGC. Lustrous with a good strike. The surfaces are 
thoroughly abraded, but no more than is usual for the grade. 

1520 1873 Open 3 MS61 NGC. A lustrous coin with a good strike and a sur¬ 
prisingly well preserved reverse. The obverse, however, has myriad triv¬ 
ial abrasions, which include a minor scrape that affects the R in LIBER¬ 
TY. 

1521 1873-S Closed 3 AU55 PCGS. Good portions of original mint luster still 
survive around the reverse devices. A number of light to medium sized 
abrasions are peppered over each side. 

1522 1873-S Closed 3 AU58 NGC. The strike is good, and the luster is nearly 
full. The surfaces are modestly abraded, but to a lesser degree than is 
usual for the grade. A scratch above the right side of the denomination is 
mentioned for accuracy. 

1523 1873-S Closed 3 MS60 ANACS. A lustrous and sharply detailed coin that 
is plagued with the numerous abrasions that typically frequent MS60 
examples. A series of shallow scrapes affect the stripes of the reverse 
shield. 

1524 1873-S Closed 3 MS60 ICG. Lustrous, but with numerous abrasions 
across the obverse field. The strike is slightly soft in the obverse center, 
but the peripheral details are crisp. 
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1874-CC VF30 NGC. A sharply detailed example for the assigned grade, 
with the feathers on the eagle nearly completely delineated. The obverse 
stars also have good details. The central obverse has traces of grease 
verdigris. The surfaces are pleasing despite its circulation, although a 
pinscratch on the cheek and a reeding mark on the jawbone impact the 
eye appeal. The reverse legend is strike doubled. 

1874-S AU58 NGC. This coin has a very good strike and essentially 
complete luster. The upper reverse has speckles of brown verdigris. Both 
sides are liberally abraded, but there are no blemishes that are worthy of 
singularly mention. 

1874-S MS60 ANACS. A bright and intensely lustrous Double Eagle 
with a sharp strike. The reverse die was about to fall apart when this coin 
was struck, as there are heavy peripheral die cracks encircling the 
reverse. Struck from clashed dies, with shield lines above Liberty’s ear 
and what looks like a handle behind the eagle’s head. The surfaces are 
peppered with light abrasions, none of which deserve individual mention. 

1874- S MS61 ICG. A lustrous coin with a good strike, although the first 
two obverse stars are flat. The surfaces are modestly abraded, but not to 
a greater degree than is appropriate for the grade. 

1875— Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Deeply reflective 
fields with a few obverse scratches. 

1875 MS61 NGC. Deeply patinatedand well struck. 

1875- S MS61 NGC. A lustrous and nicely struck representative that is 
somewhat less abraded than usual for the grade. There are no singularly 
mentionable blemishes. 

1876 AU50 NGC. An original example with a few light abrasions. Light 
wear is present on the highpoints. 

1876 AU58 NGC. Typically marked but showing essentially full luster. 

1876 AU58 ANACS. Mostly lustrous and bright, a number of small and 
medium sized marks litter the obverse. 

1876- CC AU55 NGC. While the luster lacks zest, the surfaces are 
refreshingly free from the heavy bagmark abrasions that usually plague 
series examples of this grade. Portions of the obverse periphery have 
deep purple verdigris. Carson City Double Eagles are always in strong 
demand. 

1876-S AU50 PCGS. Pinkish-rose surfaces with good remaining luster. 

1876-S AU58 NGC. This near-Mint Type Two shows one small mark in 
the middle of Liberty’s cheek. 

1876-S MS61 NGC. Fully lustrous with a few abrasions scattered over 
the obverse which account for the grade. 

1876-S MS62 PCGS. A lustrous coin with a very good strike. The fields 
have scattered light abrasions, but none are individually distracting, and 
they lack the overall severity that is associated with lower graded exam¬ 
ples. 

1877 MS62 NGC. A lustrous and well struck coin that has numerous but 
individually trivial abrasions that are especially prominent on the 
obverse. 

1878 MS62 NGC. Sharply struck, this is a lustrous, good looking coin 
that has some semi-prooflikeness in the fields. 

1878 MS63 NGC. Bright mint luster sparkles over both sides with the 
obverse several shades lighter in color than the reverse. Sharply struck. 

1879 MS61 ICG. Rich reddish tinged mint luster with numerous abra¬ 
sions on the obverse that account for the grade. An original, untampered 
coin. Population: 15 in 61, 18 finer (11/01). 

1879- S AU58 NGC. The lustrous surfaces are sprinkled with numerous 
small abrasions. 

1880- S AU55 NGC. Lustrous orange-gold surfaces. 

1880-S AU58 NGC. Heavily abraded, but a coin that retains much luster 
and displays pretty golden color. A conditionally challenging San Fran¬ 
cisco Mint double eagle. 

1882-CC AU55 NGC. A median rarity in the CC series of Double Eagles, 
this is a pleasing and remarkably clean example with some mint luster 
still remaining around the devices. 

1882-CC AU58 NGC. Take a close look at this piece. The surfaces are 
bright and highly lustrous with no obvious friction over the highpoints, 
just a bit of thinning of the luster in the fields. Sharply struck with no 
obvious or distracting surface flaws. An important coin for the Double 
Eagle specialist and undoubtedly a piece that will see much interest on 
the part of bidders. 
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1884-CC MS61 NGC. Always of interest to type collectors, this Uncir¬ 
culated Carson City Double Eagle has full mint luster but shows the deep 
and somewhat detracting abrasions that are so often seen on this issue. 

1888- S MS63 NGC. Light, scattered abrasions define the grade on this 
lustrous honey-gold example. The 1888-S $20 is scarce in high grades, 
and is unknown at the Gem level of classification. 

1889 MS61 PCGS. Deep golden luster, a number of small to medium 
sized marks are noted on the obverse. 

1889- S MS63 PCGS. A small scrape in the right obverse field prevents a 
higher grade on this lustrous piece. This issue is rare any finer, as both of 
the major grading services have graded a combined five pieces (all 
MS64) any finer. 

1894 MS64 NGC. Lustrous and well struck, this piece displays light, 
scattered abrasions that define the grade. Only five pieces have been 
graded higher by NGC, and none have reached the Gem level at PCGS. 

1895 MS63 NGC. Flashy and lustrous with frosty yellow-gold surfaces, 
but typically abraded for the grade. 

1895 MS64 NGC. Rich honey-golden luster drips from the surfaces of 
this minimally abraded near-Gem. It is well struck on each side, and rep¬ 
resents a wonderful opportunity for the type collector. 

1896- S MS62 NGC. The fields are bright and prooflike with fewer abra¬ 
sions than one might imagine for the grade. There are a couple of light 
streaks of grease at the top of the reverse that were struck into the 
planchet at the time of manufacture. 

1897 MS63 NGC. Frosty medium gold surfaces with light, scattered 
abrasions throughout. 

1897 MS64 NGC. A flashy, lustrous example with a small abrasion on 
Liberty’s cheek that perhaps prevents a higher grade. This issue is com¬ 
mon in lower grades, but becomes prohibitively rare as one approached 
the Gem level of classification. 

1897- S MS64 NGC. The surfaces of this near-Gem display rich, frosty 
luster. A few minor abrasions are present, but none are out of context with 
the assigned grade. This issue is rare any finer. 

1898 MS62 NGC. A Mint State example of this issue that becomes 
increasingly difficult to locate in grades of MS63 and above. The luster 
on this example is a little soft, otherwise a Select BU grade might be in 
order. 

1898- S MS62 ANACS. Lustrous and richly struck, but the obverse has 
myriad individually trivial abrasions. However, the surfaces do not have 
the heavy scrapes or reeding marks that typically accompany lower grad¬ 
ed examples. 

1899 MS63 NGC. A sharply detailed and lustrous example with good eye 
appeal, but with perhaps one too many obverse luster grazes to qualify 
for a higher grade. 

1899 MS64 NGC. The lustrous yellow-gold surfaces are minimally 
abraded. Sharply struck throughout. 

1899- S MS63 NGC. Numerous small bagmarks are present on each side 
of this lustrous orange-gold example. 

1900 MS63 NGC. A well struck coin with flashy cartwheel luster. The 
fields on both sides have fewer than expected abrasions, but there are a 
modest number of tiny abrasions on Liberty’s cheek. 

1900 MS65 NGC. A lovely example of this popular issue with shimmer¬ 
ing, slightly reflective surfaces that display unbroken honey-gold luster 
throughout. This well struck Gem would be an ideal addition to a high 
grade type set. 

1901 MS63 PCGS. A lustrous and sharply detailed Double Eagle. There 
are several small areas in the right obverse periphery that are shiny from 
some angles, and have a rough appearance from other angles. This inter¬ 
esting effect was caused by improper polishing of the dies, and is as 
struck. The fields are better preserved than expected, but the cheek is 
modestly abraded. 

1901-S MS63 NGC. A nice Select specimen with scattered abrasions that 
prevent a higher grade. This issue is scarce any finer. 

1903 MS63 PCGS. A well struck example with flashy luster and deeper 
golden patina on the obverse. A few light abrasions in the obverse field 
keep the coin from a higher grade, as the reverse may deserve Gem des¬ 
ignation. 

1903 MS64 NGC. This well struck example displays frosty luster and is 
minimally abraded. It is a nice high-end coin for the grade. 

1903-S MS63 NGC. Lustrous and attractive for the grade. 
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1572 1903-S MS63 ICG. A lustrous example that displays a few scattered 
abrasions, including a small scrape on Liberty's cheek that prevents a 
Choice designation. 

1573 1903-S MS64 NGC. A few minor, scattered abrasions prevent a Gem 
designation on this Choice BU S-mint Twenty. The lustrous surfaces dis¬ 
play attractive mint frost and a slight pinkish tint. 

1574 1904-S MS63 NGC. A lustrous and richly stmck coin that would likely 
grade higher were it not for a shallow scratch at the lower right tip of the 
bust. The 1904 and 1904-S have the two highest mintages of the Liberty 
Double Eagle series. 

1575 1904-S MS64 NGC. Thick honey-gold luster gives this minimally abrad¬ 
ed near-Gem nice eye appeal for the grade. 

1576 1906-S MS61 PCGS. Moderately abraded and very lustrous for the 
grade. The surfaces display pleasing definition throughout. 

1577 1907 MS63 PCGS. A well struck greenish-gold Liberty Double Eagle, 
from the final date of the series. The potent luster helps to decrease the 
impact to eye appeal of the individually trivial obverse abrasions. 

1578 1907-D MS61 NGC. The final year for Denver mint double eagles with 
the Coronet design and one of only two dates issued. This affordable 
piece has full luster with the usual marks one might expect of the grade. 

SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

1579 1907 Arabic Numerals MS62 NGC. Frosty and lustrous, but encumbered 
by numerous small abrasions that befit the grade. 

1580 1908 No Motto AU58 PCGS. The green-gold surfaces are free of all but 
the most trivial friction in the fields. 

1581 1908 No Motto MS63 PCGS. The orange-gold surfaces are well frosted 
for the grade with abrasions scattered here and there. 

1582 1908 No Motto MS63 NGC. Lustrous and well struck, with an abrasion 
in the left half of the sun mentioned for accuracy. 

1583 1908 No Motto MS64 PCGS. This frosty textured near-Gem is original¬ 
ly colored in olive-gold shades. A few abrasions in the obverse field are 
all that separate this well defined example from an even higher grade. 

1584 1908 No Motto MS65 NGC. Lustrous, well struck, and pleasingly free of 
distracting abrasions. No Motto Saint-Gaudens Twenties were only 
struck for two years. 

1585 1908-D Motto MS62 NGC. Rich golden color with a typical collection 
of bagmarks for the grade. 

1586 1909 MS63 NGC. Lustrous and well struck. An abrasion on the head of 
the eagle that seemingly extends his mouth is mentioned for accuracy. A 
scarcer date whose low mintage is also reduced by the separately col¬ 
lected hubbed overdate variety. 

1587 1910 MS62 NGC. The satiny surfaces are highly lustrous. A few small 
and medium sized contact marks, mostly on the reverse, limit the grade. 

1588 1911 MS63 NGC The lustrous, satiny surfaces are slightly disrupted by 
scattered abrasions that are present on each side. 

1589 1911-D MS63 NGC. Breen-7383. A sharply struck and lustrous example. 
The obverse has a prominent luster graze in the left obverse field, with 
the remainder of the coin's surface well preserved for the grade. The 
mintmark is repunched to the right. 

1590 1911-S MS63 NGC. The lustrous surfaces display a pleasing reddish- 
gold tint. 

1591 1911 -S MS63 NGC. A lustrous example with a very good strike. The sur¬ 
faces do not have any individually mentionable abrasions. A pleasing 
representative of this lower mintage variety. 

1592 1912 MS62 NGC. Bright green-golden color, a conservatively graded, 
slightly scarcer double eagle. 

1593 1913-D MS63 NGC. Lustrous and problem-free, the attractive surfaces 
display some scattered bagmarks that prevent a higher grade. 

1594 1913-D MS64 NGC. A gorgeous near-Gem with just a few light abra¬ 
sions that prevent a higher grade. This issue makes a considerable jump 
in value at the next highest grade level. 

1595 1914 MS62 PCGS. Fully struck, the bright satin-like surfaces have a 
noticeable granular texture. 

1596 1914-S MS63 NGC. An attractive, lustrous example of an issue that is 
often seen with this same attractive orange-gold luster. 

1597 1914-S MS65 NGC. A well struck Gem with good luster and remarkably 
abrasion-free fields. One of the more readily obtainable dates in the St. 
Gaudens series. 


1598 1915-S MS63 NGC. Well struck and lustrous. A nice example for the 
grade. The surfaces have no distracting abrasions. 

1599 1915-S MS64 NGC. A highly lustrous and well struck near-Gem with 
pleasing surfaces. A seemingly conservatively graded example. 

1600 1920 MS62 PCGS. Satiny and bright, with a few contact marks on each 
side that keep this otherwise Choice specimen from a higher grade. 

1601 1920 MS63 PCGS. Sharply stmck and pleasing for the grade. 

1602 1922 MS64 NGC. Bright and lustrous with light, scattered abrasions. 

1603 1923 MS61 ANACS. Lustrous with a good strike. The surfaces are mod¬ 
estly abraded, but do not have any blemishes worthy of individual men- 

1604 1923-D MS63 NGC. A lustrous and nicely stmck coin. A small scrape on 
the waist of Liberty is noticeable upon close inspection. 

1605 1923-D MS65 NGC. Lustrous and sharply stmck with a greenish tint to 
the predominant gold color. A mark on the neck of the eagle is mentioned 
for accuracy. 

1606 1924 MS63 PCGS. With rich, reddish-gold color and pleasing mint frost, 
this lightly abraded example possesses the eye appeal of an even higher 
grade. 

1607 1924 MS63 NGC. A brilliant and sharply stmck coin. The obverse has a 
few trivial luster grazes in the fields, but the reverse is uncommonly well 
preserved for the grade. 

1608 1924 MS63 NGC. A well stmck and lustrous example of this oft-seen 
date. There are no mentionable abrasions. 

1609 1924 MS63 NGC. A lustrous and well stmck Double Eagle that would 
surely grade higher were it not for a few light hairlines in the left obverse 
field. 

1610 1924 MS64 PCGS. A bright yellow Double Eagle with flashy luster and 
a very good strike. The fields have even less abrasions than would be 
expected of the grade, but a small cut in the center of the reverse is well 
hidden in the eagle's plumage. The 1924 Saint-Gaudens is the most com¬ 
monly encountered of all U.S. gold coins. 

1611 1924 MS65 NGC. Lustrous and well stmck, with surfaces that are espe¬ 
cially pristine on the reverse. Calvin Coolidge was elected President in 
1924, having served since Warren Harding’s untimely demise the year 
before. 

1612 1926 MS65 NGC. Highly lustrous and sharply stmck with pink high¬ 
lights on the otherwise yellow-gold surfaces. An exceedingly well pre¬ 
served and attractive Gem. 

1613 1927 MS63 ANACS. Sharply stmck with bright mint luster and a light 
alloy spot on the obverse. 

1614 1927 MS63 PCGS. The fully lustrous surfaces shimmer with satin luster 
and golden-rose patination. Worthy of a premium bid. 

1615 1928 AU55 NGC. An example that knocks on the door of Uncirculated 
status, with essentially complete luster and only a whisper of wear on the 
high points of the devices. Numerous miniscule abrasions pepper each 
side, but none of them are individually worthy of mention. 

1616 1928 MS63 PCGS. Richly frosted with orange-gold color, the surfaces 
display no more than the expected number of small abrasions for the 
assigned grade. Wholly original. 

1617 1928 MS63 NGC. A lustrous Double Eagle with flashy luster and an 
excellent strike. The obverse has several light luster grazes that are 
appropriate for the grade. 

1618 1928 MS64 ANACS. Highly lustrous with a very good strike and clean 
surfaces that are well worthy of near-Gem designation. 

COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

1619 1893 Isabella Quarter—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. 
The attractive blue-maroon patina is accompanied a good strike and 
modest luster. The surfaces are very pleasing for the assigned grade. 

1620 1893 Isabella Quarter—Scratched—ANACS. UNC Details. Net AU55. 
While not that noticeable with the naked eye, there are short scrapes in 
the portrait of the kneeling lady on the reverse. Well stmck with good lus¬ 
ter and attractive dusky-gray patina. A light die crack (as stmck) mns 
along the legends on the upper half of the reverse. There are only trivial 
abrasions on each side. Our only Commemorative Quarter prior to 1976. 

1621 1893 Isabella Quarter AU58 PCGS. Deeply and originally toned with lit¬ 
tle evidence of handling. 
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1622 1893 Isabella Quarter—Environmental Damage—ANACS. UNC 
Details, Net MS60. Well struck with good luster, and free of contact abra¬ 
sions. A patch of horizontal hairlines are’on the obverse, while the reverse 
has a few streaks with rough, hazy surfaces. Still a desirable early com¬ 
memorative type. 

1623 1893 Isabella Quarter MS62 ANACS. The steel-gray devices have 
dusky-magenta color in the fields that darkens at the obverse periphery. 
The reverse is divided by the patina into lighter and darker toned hemi¬ 
spheres. A pleasing and well struck representative with good luster and 
no detracting abrasions. 

1624 1893 Isabella Quarter MS64 PCGS. The lustrous surfaces are toned in 
shades of silver-gray with gold, blue, and rose highlights. Only a few tiny 
abrasions are visible under magnification, and this coin appears to have 
claims to a higher grade—and at least classifies as a high-end MS64. 

1625 1900 Lafayette Dollar—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU50. 
The patina changes from lavender to yellow-green as the Commemora¬ 
tive is rotated under a light. A fingerprint vestige is in the left reverse 
field. Well struck and free of distracting abrasions, but with muted luster. 
This was the only Commemorative Dollar variety until the floodgates 
opened in recent decades. 

1626 1900 Lafayette Dollar AU50 ANACS. Light hazy gray patina covers 
each side with deeper specks of color around the margins. 

1627 1900 Lafayette Dollar AU50 ANACS. The slate-gray centers are framed 
by a peripheral ring of lemon-gold patina. The surfaces have faint hair¬ 
lines from brief circulation. There are no individually mentionable abra¬ 
sions. The luster is good in the peripheries but does not extend into the 
fields. A scarce Commemorative variety in any grade. 

1628 1900 Lafayette Dollar AU58 ANACS. A steel-gray colored example of 
this popular Commemorative variety, with sharp details but dull luster. 
There are a few miniscule abrasions on the portraits, but the surfaces are 
generally well preserved for the grade. 

1629 1921 Alabama MS62 ANACS. The centers may be brilliant, but olive- 
gold patina lurks in the peripheral legends. The luster is good and the sur¬ 
faces have fewer abrasions than usually seen for the grade. Portions of 
the reverse eagle are softly struck. 

1630 1921 Alabama MS63 ANACS. Lustrous and brilliant with a typical strike 
that lacks crisp detail in the center of the reverse. The eagle is bisected 
by a wispy die crack, as struck. Luster grazes on the portrait of Governor 
Kilby limit the grade. 

1631 1921 Alabama MS64 PCGS. The intense mint frost this issue is so well 
known for glows brightly beneath a rich overlay of rose toning that cov¬ 
ers each side. 

1632 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS61 ANACS. This example of a scarce variety has 
slate-gray color and subdued luster. The strike is good, with better details 
on the lower eagle than often seen. A thin die crack (as struck) nearly 
bisects the eagle. Only 6,006 coins were struck with 2x2 in the right 
obverse field, with the symbol representing Alabama as the twenty-sec¬ 
ond state. 

1633 1936 Albany—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details. Net AU50. The centers 
are brilliant, with light olive-gold color at the peripheries. Lightly 
cleaned on both sides. An average strike with slight weakness of detail on 
the lower maple leaves. There is much remaining luster, with the luster 
broken by the fields. 

1634 1936 Albany—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. A very 
lightly cleaned example of this less commonly seen type, whose prob¬ 
lems are exacerbated by a scratch in the field above the beaver’s head. 
Otherwise, a lustrous and well struck Commemorative, with brilliant 
centers and hints of olive-gold at the borders. 

1635 1936 Albany MS63 NGC. Lightly toned with a fully original appearance. 

1636 1936 Albany MS63 ANACS. The light lemon-yellow patina is interrupt¬ 
ed on the reverse by flecks of pastel tan-brown patina. Lustrous and well 
struck with very nice surfaces for the grade. 

1637 1936 Albany MS64 NGC. Satiny surfaces and lightly toned, a near-Gem 
example. 
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1936 Albany MS64 PCGS. Peripheral russet patina surrounds the milky- 
white centers. Richly detailed with flashy luster on the obverse. The 
fields are nicely preserved. 

1936 Albany MS65 ANACS. The lemon-gold and lime-green patina is 
strongest at the peripheries. A richly detailed Gem with flashy luster. 

1936 Albany MS66 PCGS. Originally toned and showing no obvious 
abrasions. 

1937 Antietam MS63 PCGS. An untoned and lustrous example with a 
good strike. A few ticks on General McClellan’s cheek are apparently all 
that prevents this Commemorative from achieving a higher grade. 

1937 Antietam MS65 ANACS. A lovely untoned Commemorative, with 
pleasing luster and a good strike. The surfaces are very much free from 
distraction. 

1935 Arkansas MS65 NGC. Well struck with lustrous gold, blue, and 
charcoal-gray toning. 

1935-D Arkansas MS65 NGC. Superb mint frost underlies the original 
gray-blue and rose toning seen over each side.

UNC Details, Net AU55, dark grape-purple patina on the obverse, very 
lightly cleaned; 1946 Iowa—Cleaned—ANACS, UNC Details, Net 
AU55; 1936 Robinson—Cleaned—ANACS, UNC Details, Net MS60, a 
nice coin with scant evidence of a cleaning. (Total: 5 coins) 

1936- S Arkansas MS66 PCGS. The original silver-gray centers are 
accented by a thin ring of deep toning around each side. A superior exam¬ 
ple of this difficult type coin. 

1937 Arkansas MS63 ANACS, lustrous with a very good strike and bril¬ 
liant surfaces, a few ticks on the portraits limit the grade; and a 1937 
Boone MS63 ANACS, olive-yellow patina at the periphery, lustrous and 
sharply detailed, the obverse field has a quantity of die polishing lines (as 
struck) and an abrasion in front of Boone’s nose. Two low mintage Com¬ 
memorative varieties from the same year in the same lot. (Total: 2 coins) 

1937 Arkansas MS65 NGC. The deep, hazy gray toning shows a surpris¬ 
ing amount of iridescence on the upper reverse.

1936-S Bay Bridge MS64 ANACS, with green-gray obverse patina and 
a brilliant reverse with hints of peripheral gold color, well preserved with 
modest luster; 1935 Boone MS64 ANACS, untoned, sharply detailed, 
lustrous and problem-free; and a 1936 Bridgeport MS64 ANACS, bril¬ 
liant and lustrous with a granularly pebbly field (as struck) in the upper 
reverse and multiple lint marks (also as struck) in the lower obverse.

1936-S Bay Bridge MS64 ANACS. Attractive lilac-brown patina graces 
both sides of this sharply struck Commemorative.

Freckles of msset and golden-brown patina 
frame the brilliant centers of this lustrous near-Gem. An abrasion above 
the eagle’s wing is mentioned for accuracy, with the surfaces otherwise 
well preserved. 

1918 Lincoln MS64 ANACS. The pastel lilac patina is interrupted by 
speckled msset color on the reverse. Sharply struck with robust luster and 
an essentially pristine reverse. 

1918 Lincoln MS65 PCGS. Light golden toning with a number of small 
obverse contact marks. 

1936 Long Island MS64 NGC. Bright and nearly untoned with just a cou¬ 
ple of minor luster grazes.

Lustrous with a 
very good strike. A lovely Commemorative that has much eye appeal. 

1920 Maine MS63 ANACS. A hint of olive-gold color brightens the 
reverse periphery, while the obverse is fully brilliant. Lustrous with a 
good strike. The reverse has a few contact marks in the center field that 
are appropriate for the grade. 

1920 Maine MS64 NGC. The milky-lavender centers are framed by 
peripheral aqua-green and gold patina. Well struck for the issue with 
good luster. 

1920 Maine MS65 NGC. The brilliant obverse is paired with a reverse 
that shows exceptional multicolored toning around the periphery. Clean 
and problem-free. 

1920 Maine MS65 NGC. Nice definition with relatively bright surfaces 
and small patches of gold and msset toning. 

1920 Maine MS66 NGC. Brilliant and lustrous, with a strike that is sharp 
in the peripheries, but not fully brought up in the centers. A tiny lamina¬ 
tion is adjacent to the F in OF. A web of die polishing lines (as struck) 
congregate below LIBERTY on the reverse. 

1934 Maryland—Environmental Damage—ANACS. UNC Details, Net 
MS60. This Commemorative has attractive lemon-gold patina, flashy 
luster, and a good strike. It would probably grade MS63 except that it has 
a number of dark purple spots on the reverse. 

1934 Maryland MS61 ANACS. The banana-yellow patina is most color¬ 
ful at the borders. Typically struck on the portrait, but lustrous with an 
especially pleasing reverse. 

1934 Maryland MS64 NGC. Lightly toned and minimally abraded. This 
sure looks like a higher graded Maryland to us.

1868 1854 One Cent, Judd-161 Original, Pollock-187, R.4, PR65 Red and 
Brown NGC. Reduced size Large cent with the obverse showing the head 
of Liberty wearing a diadem inscribed LIBERTY, the reverse depicts 
ONE CENT in a small laurel wreath. Struck in bronze with plain edge. 
The deep proof mirrors serve to backlight the rich cheny-red and cobalt- 
blue colors that are spread over each side. A lovely coin that represents 
good value for the grade. 

1869 1859 Half Dollar, Judd-236, Pollock-283. 285, R.6. PR66 Brown NGC. 
Anthony Paquet’s design for the Seated series, here in the half dollar for¬ 
mat. Liberty is seen seated in a stiff pose, left hand resting on an upright 
shield, right hand atop a fasces. The reverse features an eagle with out¬ 
stretched wings, a scroll in its beak, and the usual statutory inscriptions 
above and below. Struck in copper with a reeded edge. Deep brown and 
blue patina covers both sides with bright mirrors still glinting on each 
side through the rich coloration. A pleasing example of this popular pat- 


1870 1863 One Cent, Judd-299, Pollock-359, R.3, MS66 Brown NGC. A love¬ 
ly Pattern, sharply struck with medal alignment from the regular issue 
dies, but on a bronze planchet. The fields are deep red-brown in color, but 
become a bright blue and pale yellow when rotated under a light. The 
composition of the Indian Cent was finally modified from copper-nickel 
to bronze the following year, 1864. 

1871 1863 Two Cents, Judd-312, Poilock-377, R.4, PR65 Brown NGC. Simi¬ 
lar to the adopted two cent piece of the following year except that the 
motto reads GOD OUR TRUST and the word CENTS is sharply curved 
within the wreath. Expertly struck with rich chocolate-brown surfaces 
that are immaculately preserved. 

1872 1869 Standard Silver Ten Cents, Judd-702, Pollock-781. R.6, PR63 
PCGS. Standard Silver design with a diadem in Liberty's hair on the 
obverse. The reverse has an oak and laurel wreath with STANDARD 
SILVER above and the date below with 10 CENTS in the center. Struck 
in silver with a reeded edge. The dies are rotated approximately 45 
degrees. Brilliant and sharply struck with a lint marks (as struck) and sev¬ 
eral prominent die polishing lines, also as struck. A contact mark on Lib¬ 
erty’s jawbone limits the grade. 

1873 1870 Ten Cents, Judd-834, Pollock-924, R.6-7, PR64 Red and Brown 
PCGS. Attributed to William Barber, the obverse depicts a seated figure 
of Liberty facing left and supporting a shield in her right hand, an olive 
branch in her left. A free-standing liberty pole is present behind the 
shield. Regular dies reverse. Struck in copper with a plain edge. The sur¬ 
faces are bright and red with good reflectivity while lilac-gray accents are 
seen in the fields and over the highpoints of the devices. A toning spot at 
8 o'clock on the reverse rim is noted for accuracy. 
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1896 Five Cents, Judd-1772, Pollock-1989, R.6, PR63 PCGS. This 1896 
pattern design features a large shield in the center of the obverse with 
crossed poles behind and a large ribbon across the center of the shield. 
The reverse has a large numeral 5 with CENTS in small letters below, 
surrounded by a curved olive sprig. Struck in aluminum with a plain 
edge. Actually quite a nice coin for the grade with unoxidized surfaces. 
Slightly hazy with a few small contact marks. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

1837 Feuchtwanger Cent AU55 ANACS. HT-268 61, R. 1. This common¬ 
ly seen token was executed in high relief, leading to weakness of strike 
on the bodies of the eagle and snake, and corresponding areas on the 
reverse side of the coin. Well struck elsewhere, with attractive gray- 
brown patina surrounding the devices. The surfaces are nicely preserved 
for the grade. 

CERTIFIED MODERN PROOF SET 

A 1950 Proof Set that ranges from near-Gem to fully Gem in quality. 
Included are: Cent PR65 Red, glossy orange patina with an occasional 
flyspeck of carbon, a lirtmark (as struck) below LIBERTY; Nickel PR65, 
attractive lime-green patina, a fingerprint remnant in the lower reverse; 
Dime PR66, dusky russet patina, a contact mark on the jawbone; Quarter 
PR64, maroon and aqua-marine patina, obverse fingerprint; and a Half 
Dollar PR64, lightly speckled russet patina on the obverse with a brilliant 
reverse, not fully struck. The five coins have consecutive NGC serial 
numbers and may well be intact from an original proof set. (Total: 5 
coins) 

ERRORS 

1952-D Cent—Off Center—MS64 Brown ANACS. Struck approximate¬ 
ly 65% off center at 10 o’clock. The full date and mintmark are present 
and sharp. What there is of the coin has tan-brown devices and purple 
patina in the fields, with a couple of tiny green-brown spots. 

1998 Cent—Reverse Die Cap—MS65 Red ANACS. The obverse details 
are widely distended and quite faint. The edge of the cap has been flat¬ 
tened during the striking process. Bright red color throughout. 

1999 Cent—Reverse Die Cap—MS65 Red ANACS. The portrait of Lin¬ 
coln is huge, indicating this was a very late state of the cap, and the 
planchet is split at 4 o’clock. Bright red surfaces. 

1999 Cent—Huge Broadstrike and Counterbrockage—MS66 Red 
PCGS. An outstanding error Cent. The surfaces are bright mint red and 
the counterbrockage is weak with the obverse stretched almost to unrec- 
ognizability. 

Undated Jefferson Nickel—100% Brockage, Huge Broadstrike—MS66 
PCGS. Also called a reverse cap. The brockage is perfectly centered and 
very wide with the features largely distended and quite faint, indicating a 
later striking from the die cap. Bright and lustrous with problem-free sur¬ 
faces. 

1917 Dime—Broadstruck—MS63 NGC. The broadstrike expanded 
more around three-quarters of the coin with a quarter of each side tight. 
Lustrous and showing almost no color. 

2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS63 ANACS. Struck 
20-25% off center. Bright surfaces. 

2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS64 ANACS. Struck 
approximately 40% off center. Lightly toned. 

2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS64 ANACS. Lightly 
toned. 

2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS64 ANACS. Struck 
10% off center. Pale golden toning on the obverse. 

2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS64 ANACS. Struck 
25-30% off center. Brilliant with flashy mint luster. 

2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS64 ANACS. Struck 
about 10% off center. Brilliant and lustrous. 

2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS64 ANACS. Struck 
close to 30% off center. There is a ding on the unstruck portion of the 
planchet that accounts for the grade. 

2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS64 ANACS. Struck 
approximately 20% off center. Light golden toning. 

2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS65 ANACS. Struck a 
bit more than 10% off center. Sparkling mint luster. 

2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS65 ANACS. Approx¬ 
imately 10% off center. Bright, metallic surfaces. 

2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS65 ANACS. Struck 
more than 15% off center. Bright and lustrous. 4

approximately 10% off center. Just a bit of light toning is seen on each 
side of this lustrous Gem.

Stmck 
approximately 10% off center. Brilliant. 

1898 2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Broadstruck—MS65 ANACS. Struck 
slightly off center with an approximate 5% extra flan on each side. Bril¬ 
liant and lustrous. 

1899 2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS66 ANACS. Struck 
5-10% off center. Bright and lustrous. 

1900 2000-P New Hampshire Quarter—Off Center—MS66 ANACS. Struck 
approximately 10% off center. Lustrous surfaces.

Details, Net VF20. Bright overall from cleaning with a few small abra¬ 
sions scattered over each side. 
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
